Dear Sir : We herewith respectfully &ui>mil a report of the 
work of the board of railroad commissioners of the siMte of North 
Dukoiii for the year ending December 31, 1^94^ lu^'^ethcr with the 
annual reports of the railroad corporations optr^ttinj^^ within this 
state. 

By a provision of Chapter 67, of the Laws of North Dukot;^ 
th »t received executive approval March 6,1893, it in determinM 
that, "the fiscal year for the state of North Dakota shall commence 
on the first day of July and end on the 30th diiy of Jmte of each 
year, and all reports required annually or bieiinmlly by uny state 
otiicer shall be made to and include the 30th dnv of June preceding." 
This taw does not specifically repeal the aiUhuritv iiinkT which 
former reports of this office were issued, which authority is contained 
in Section 18 of Chapter 122, of the Laws of 1S90, aiui provides 
*'that such commissioners shall on or before the tirst day of Decem- 
ber in each year, and oftener if required by the g^overnor to do so, 
make a report to the governor of their doings for the prccedinjr 
year." However, it was the opinion of the attorney general that the 
regulai report of this board should be made in accortlunce with Sec- 
tion 1, Chapter 67. of the Laws of 1893. 

The third annual report of this office was matle to cover the 
year ending Decenp|ber 31, 1892. That left but six months of the 
yesir 1893 to be cd^red by a regular report, as contemplated by Ihc 
law of 1S93. ^^ practically all of the work iA this office was then 
in process of adjustment, it was deemed inexpedietit to prepare so 
incomplete a report as must necessarily be mude at that tinie^ or to 
incur the expense of issuing the regular tabulated rcptiris of the rait- 
ro id companies operating within the state, an expense that was the 
nio'c unnecessary from the fact that the last repoit, containing for 
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the most part the same matter, had only been from the the press a 
few months. The board therefore conckided that a brief summary 
of the work of this office during the year 1893 would be sufficient, 
and made the regular Fourth Annual Report a special pamphlet re- 
port, briefly covering the work of the office and the reports of the 
rBihx>ad companies. In line with that, and to maintain a uniformity 
in the time coveretl in the reports of this office, the present report is 
made to cover the full year of 1894, with the addition of such sum- 
marised record of the work of the year 1893 ^^ ^^ necessary to make 
these reports complete*

Reports were received from the six companies operating railways 
and doing business in the state of North Dakota, covering the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1893, ^^ follows : 

Northern Pacific Railway Company. 

Great Northern Railway Company. 

St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway Company. 

Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway Com- 
pany. 

Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company. 

Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company. 

The full tabulated reports are omitted from this report, but so 
much of them as refer to the operation in this state of the various 
roads are summarized in the following : 

NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

The gross earnings of the road from operation were $24,135,- 
186.03; the income from other sources was $1,941^^88.20; the oper- 
ating expenses amounted to $14,621,466.47; the deductions from in- 
come for interest, rents, taxes, sinking fund, etc., amounted to $12,- 
345,463.44 ; this shows a deficit of $889,255.67. 

A recapitulation of the funded debt shows $130,545,500 of 
mortgage bonds outstanding, as against $125,732,500 by the previous 
report. 

A recapitulation of the total indebtedness of the road for the 
mileage owned shows the amount outstanding to be $218,685,631.42, 
or $64,031.16 per mile; for the mileage operated by the road the 
amount of indebtedness outstanding is $270,676,650, or $59,212.96 
per mile. 

By the previous report the total amount outstanding on mileage 
owned was $214,296,750.05, or $65,349.71 per mile; on the mileage 
operated it was $267,819,805.59, or $60,737.55 per mile. 

The earnings from operation in the slate of North Dakota show 
the total passenger earnings to be $1,020,076.92, the total freight

earnings $3,012,377.85, and other earnings $32,769.86, or a total 
gross earnings for the btate of $4,065,224.63, as against a tctal gross 
earnings by the previous report of $4,167,150.38. 

The total number of enoployes (excluding general officers) in 
the state was 1,637, ^* against 1,826 by the previous report; the 
total yearly compensation was $1,159,568.94, as against $1,179,129.30 
by previous report; the average daily compensation was $2.09, as 
against $2.06 by previous report. 

The total gross earnings in this state per mile was $4,722.72, 
and the total expense of operation per mile $2,816.14. The previous 
year the earnings per mile amounted to $4,841.07, and the expense 
$2,640.66. 

The total mileage in the state is 866 miles, as against 860.79 
miles by the previous report. 

There were 504,694 tons of new steel rails laid in this state, and 
181,037 new ties. 

There were 8 persons killed and 24 injured by accidents along 
the line in this state, as follows: Employes, 3 killed and 19 injured; 
passengers, 1 killed and 2 injured ; trespassers, 4 killed and 3 in- 
jured. 

GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The gross earnings of this company from operation were $13,- 
562,692.24, the income from other sources was $979,041.22; the 
operating expenses amounted to $7»335,4i7«i5; there was no inter- 
est paid on funded debt or other liabilities, as the company operates 
the lines of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitob.i Railway company 
under a rental ; there was paid for rentals and taxes the sum of $5,- 
023,385.36 ; this shows a surplus from the operations of the year, 
after paying dividends, of $1,182,330.05. 

The funded debt amounts to $15,000,000. 

The total amount of indebtedness outstanding, including capital 
stock, is $35,000,000. 

The earnings from operation in the state of North Dakota show 
the total passenger earnings to be $734,1 10.81, the total freight earn- 
ings $2,090,934.55, and other earnings $2,364, or a total gross earn- 
ings ifor the state of $2,827,409.36, as against a total gross earnings 
by the previous report of $3,286,338.67. 

The total number of employes (excluding general officers) in 
the state was 1,424, as against 1,018 by the previous report; the total 
yearly compensation was $877,498.74, as against $563,923.94; the 
average daily compensation was $1.91, as against $1.70 by the pre- 
vious report. 

The total gross earnings per mile in this state was $2,720.08, 
and the total expense of operating per mile $1,810.84. The previ- 
ous year the earnings per mile amounted to $3,169.08, and the ex- 
pense $1,993.46. 
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The total mileage in the state is 1,039.46 miles, the same as by 
the previous report. 

There were 6,277,54^ tons of new steel rails laid in this state, 
and 256,313 new ties. 

There were 13 persons killed and 18 injured by accidents along: 
the line in this state as follows: Employes, 8 killed and 11 injured; 
passengers, 2 killed and 4 injured ; trespassers, 3 killed and 3 injured. 

ST. PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS & MANITOBA RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway Company hav- 
ing leased their lines to the Great Northern Railway Company has 
become thereby a subsidiary company, and is required to make but a 
financial report to this office. 

The recapitulation of funded debt shows $70,310,754.54 of mort- 
gage bonds outstanding, as against $69,194,654.54 by the last report. 

The recapitulation of the total indebtedness of the road for the 
mileage owned shows the total amount outstanding 10 be $104,101,- 
840.02, or $27,696.82 per mile. By the previous report the total in- 
debtedness of the road outstanding was $88,194,654.54 or $25,212.22 
per mile. 

MINNEAPOLIS, ST. PAUL & SAULT STE. MARIE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

The gross earnings of the road from operation were $3,453,- 
396,81 ; the operating expenses amounted to $2,348,151.98; the de- 
duction from income for interest, rents, taxes and improvements 
amounted to $1,084,528.69; this shows a surplus of $20,716.15, as 
against a deficit by the previuus report of $1 1 1,003.47. 

A recapitulation of the funded debt shows $28,847,000 of mort- 
gage and income bonds outstanding, as against $23,371,000 by the 
last report. 

A recapitulation of the total indebtedness of the road for the 
mileage owned shows the amount outstanding to be $50,133,598.44, or 
$52,286.51 per mile; for the mileage operated by the road this 
amount of indebtedness outstanding is $52,479,111.40, or $53,662.87 
per mile. 

By the previous report the total amount outstanding on mileage 
owned was $43,704,215.70 or $49,458.74 per mile; for the mileage 
operated it was $46,053,354.86, or $52,1 17.19 per mile. 

The earnings from operation in the state of North Dakota show 
the total passenger earnings to be $39,702.35, the total freight earn- 
ings $218,851.20, and all other earnings $3,630.55, or a total gross 
earnings for the state of $222,481.75, as against a total gross earn- 
ings by the previous report of $100,962.90. 

The total number of employes (excluding general officers) in the 
state was 509, as against 291 by the previous reports; the total yearly 
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compensation was $289,539.05, as against $165,990.06 by the previous 
report; the average daily compensation was $1.^1, as against $1.82 
by the previous report. * 

The total gross earnings in this state per mile was $895.01, and 
the total expense of operation per mile $632.68. By the previous re- 
port the earnings per mile amounted to $530.60, and the expense 
$691.81. 

The total mileage in the state is 284.58 miles, as against 190.15 
miles by the previous report. 

There were 2 tons of new steel rails laid replacing old, and 14,- 
369 new ties. 

There were no persons killed, hut 18 injured by accident along 
the line in this state as follows: Employes, 17 injured, and i tres- 
passer injured. 

^ CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The gross earnings of the road from operation were $32,718,- 
629.35; the operating expenses amounted to $21,291,738.03; the 
deductions from income for interest, taxes and sinking fund amounted 
to $7,411,193.37; this shows a surplus on the year's operations of 
$880,247.93. 

A recapitulation of the funded debt shows $117,100,500 of 
mortgage and debentuie bonds and miscellaneous obligation out- 
standing, as against $114,364,500 by the last published report. 

A recapitulation of the total indebtedness of the road for the mile- 
age owned shows the amount outstanding to be $186,410,990.36, or 
$43,624.60 per mile. By the previous report the total amount out- 
standing was $180,590,320.53, or $42,332.63 per mile. 

The earnings from operation in the State of North Dakota show 
the total passenger earnings to be $4,739.44, the total freight earn- 
ings $1,626.56, and other earnings $50, or a total gross earning for 
the state of $6,416, as against a total gross earnings by the previous 
report of $7,707.72. 

The total number of employes (excluding general officers) in 
the state was 16, as against 14 by the previous report ; the total yearly 
compensation was $7,360.03, as against $5,719.52 the previous year;- 
the average daily compensation was $1.47, as against $1.31 the previ- 
ous year. 

The total gross earnings per mile in this state was $449.30, and 
the total expense of operating per mile (proportional) $4,982.77. By 
the previous report the earnings per mile amounted to $504.74, and 
the expense (proportional) $4,626.31. 

The total mileage in the state is 14.28 miles, the same as by pre- 
vious report. 

There were 2,539 new ties laid during the year. 
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CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL RAILWAY COMPANY, 

The gross earnings of the road from operation were $34,205,- 
598.86; the operating expenses amounted to $2 1,638,332,05 ; the de- 
ductions from income for interest and taxes amounted to $8,145,- 
005.96; this shows a surplus on the year's operation of $932,735-13. 

A recapitulation of the funded debt shows $130,805,500 of 
mortgage and income bonds and miscellaneous obligatioiis outstand- 
ing, as against $129,195,000 by the last published reporti 

A recapitulation of the total indebtedness of the road for the 
mileage owned shows the amount outstanding, including capital 
stock, bonds and other liabilities, to be $211,904,738.79, or $37,- 
019.55 per mile. By the previous report the total amount outstand- 
ing was $199, 587, i6[, or $35,001.11 per mile mile. 

The report of this road as filed with this office gives the earn- 
ings from operation in the state of North Pakota upon a propor- 
tional basis of the whole earnings ot the entire system, which is of 
no use in the present compilation. The actual earnings of the road 
for the }ear were $84,354.69 for this state, while the proportional 
table supplied in the report is on a basis of a total earnings fur the 
state of $678,334.62, a basis so far from the actual facts as to be 
worthless for purpose of comparison. 

The road has 470 employes in the state, who, on a proportional 
estimate 'receive a total yearly compensation of $285,127.01, or a 
daily average compensation of $1.94. 

The total mileage operated in the state is 11S.21 miles, the same 
as by the last report. 

There were 821 tons of new steel rails, and 34,912 new lieh put 
down during the year to replace old ones. 

No accidents occurred on the line in this state.

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PREFATORY. 



The Board of Commissioners of Railroads qualified and assumed 
"office January 3, 1893, and organised January 4, when Commissioner 
Peter (Cameron was elected chairman. Mr. M. J. Edgerly was con- 
tinued as secretary to the board until such time as the commissioners 
had become familiar with the routine of the office. In April Mr. 
Finlay Grant was chosen to succeed Mr. Edgerly as secretary, and 
as thus organized the board has since continued. 

The relations of the Board of Railroad Commissioners with the 
officials of the various roads, as well as with the public, have invari- 
ably been pleasant. The attitude of the Board to the law has been 
that all laws affecting matcers within their jurisdiction were made to 
be enforced, ^nd that it was their place to demand compliance with 
such laws until the proper judicial authorities had declared otherwise. 
In this spirit they met the officials of the various roads, and were met 
*by an equal frankness from the officials, who insisted with equal 
firmness for what they considered to be their legal and equitable 
rights. But while the Board has always found the officials firm for 
their own rights, they have always found them courteous and gentle- 
manly, and always ready to adjust fairly and promptly differences and 
complaints that could be shown to be reasonable. Whatever may 
have been the differences, there has been no friction. The relations 
of the Board with the public have also been very agreeable. It has 
been the policy of this office to make every effort to adjust differen- 
ces between the public and the roads, whether tjiese differences came 
within the provisions of our laws or not. As the servants of the 
public they endeavored to make themselves useful where an oppor- 
tunity offered. 

The usefulness of the Board has been greatly impaired during 
the present term, first, by attempts to legislate against the office, and, 
second, because of weaknesses in the legislation existing. Nothing 
can be so useless as a discredited office, and such this office has 
become ; nor could anything be more humiliating or disheartening 
to the incumbents of such an office than to be perpetually confronted 
with the sentiment that the office is discredited. 

RR Com Rp— 2I 
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The experience of this board has demonstrated to them the 
weaknesses of the laws now existing; but it has also convinced them^ 
not only that the office can be one of the nK>st useful of our state ad- 
ministration offices, but that in our constitution is found ample auth- 
ority under which the office can work to advantage, if backed up by 
less complex legislation. It is not additional railroad legislation that 
is wanted, but sufficient legal authority under which the board can 
act. Laws bear no discretionary powers, and if the laws prove de- 
fective the board is powerless. On the other hand, where no special 
laws hamper them, the commissioners can themselves, on a thorough 
technical knowledge, fix reasonable rates, and adjust all other differ* 
ences, subject always to the revision of the courts. A legislature is 
responsible to local interests largely, while a board of railroad com- 
missioners is responsible directly to all the people. In another part 
of this report the commissioners will refer to this matter more at length, 
with legislative recommendations. 

This Board, while not courting any open conflict as ^o the 
legal or constitutional authority, has considered every matter that 
has been properly brought before it, without regard to the doubts 
expressed a* to the extent of that authority, and with the determi- 
nation to follow the letter of the law, with exact justice to the 
railroads and the public, until that authority was required to be 
tested. Whether that necessary authority existed or not, meagre as 
the authority may have been, it has been treated with that measure 
of courtesy and respect from the railroad companies as would lead 
the Board to the conviction that it would be effective H brought to 
the test, backed by unclouded legislation. 

This report embraces such details of the acts of the commission 
since they assumed office as are of importance and interest to the* 
public. Some complaints have been settled through correspondence 
to the satisfaction of all parties concerned. In such cases, where there 
is no principle involved, and but little grievance, the Beard has 
sought to bring about a compromise by mutusl concessions, and in 
nearly all cases to the satisfaction of b'^th parties. 
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WAREHOUSE REPORTS. 



The failure of the attempt made by the preceding commissiou 
to enforce the provisions of Chapter 188, of the Laws of 1890, left 
this Board with but supervisory duties in the matter of grain ware- 
houses, the question of the practicability of a grain inspection for 
this state under Chapter 188 being settled adversely by the United 
States Circuit Court. 

Section 2, of Chapter 126, of the Session Laws of 189 1, pro- 
vides: "That it shall be the duty of the Railroad Commissioners of 
the state of North Dakota to supervise the handling, weighing and 
storage of grain and seeds ; to establish all necessary rules and 
regulations for the weighing of grain and for the management of 
the public warehouses of the State, as far as such rule^ and regula- 
tions may be necessary to enforce the provisions of this act, or any 
law in this State in regard to same ; to investigate all complaints of 
fraud or oppression in the grain trade of this State, and correct the 
same as far as it may be in their power." 

In accordance with this provision the Board, at the first meeting 
in August 1893, took up the rules adopted by their predecessors in 
office, and a number of amendments were suggested. The secre- 
tary was instructed to forward copies of the Rules, with the amend- 
ments proposed, to all elevators operating in the State, and to officers 
of the State Farmers Alliance, with the announcement that at a 
meeting to be held at Fargo, August 31, any objections, amend- 
ments or additions to the rules as amended would be considered. 

At the meeting at Fago many suggestions were received, both 
from the elevator operators, and from farmers, and the old Rules 
were finally amended as follows: 

Rule I made a preamble. 

Rule 2 designated Rule i. 

Rule 3 designated Rule 2, and where "Rule 2" appears changed 
to read "Rule i." 

Rule 4 changed to Rule 3. 

Rule 5 designated Rule 4, and the words "in the penal sum of 
$15,000" in the sixth line struck out; in the eighth line the words 
"and not to exceed ten such warehouses or elevators, and" struck 
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out ; in the ninth hne the words "$25,000, where one party, firm or 
corporation own or operate more than ten such warehouses or 
elevators" struck out, and insert the following in lieu thereof 
"$i,ooo additional for each additional warehouse or clevotor 
operated." 

Rule 6 designated rule 5, and the words "in Minneapolis or 
Duluth, Minn," eliminated. 

Rule 7 designated Rule 6. 

The last paragraph of the amended Rule 6 made Rule 7, and 
the words "should the party offering the same be not satisfied" 
struck out, and inserting in lieu thereof "too damp or otherwise 
unfit for warehousing." 

In Rule 10, insert in the eighth line after the word "cars" the 
words "or other receptacle." 

In Rule 15 strike out paragraph 5, and in the first line of para- 
graph 6 change the word "farmer" to "person." 

Strike out all of Rule 17. 

Strike out all of Rule 18, except the last paragraph, which is 
made Rule 17. 

Strike out all of Rule 19. 

Rule 20 designated Rule iS, and in the second paragraph the 
words "Scotch or Saskatchewan Fife" changed to read "varieties 
of Spring." 

Rule 21 designated Rule 19. 

Rule 22 designated Rule 20. 

The most important change in these rules was that made in 
Rule 5, which formerly provided that "The proprietor, lessee or 
manager ot any public warehouse or elevator doing business in this 
State shall file with the Commissioners of Railroads of the State a 
bond running to the State of North Dakota, with good and sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by said Commissioners of Railroads, in the 
penal sum of $5,000 for one warehouse or elevator, and in the penal 
sum of $15,000 where one party, firm or corporation own and 
operate more than one warehouse or elevator and not to exceed ten 
such warehouses or elevators, and in the penal sum of $25,000 
where one party, firm or corporation own or operate more than ten 
such warehouses or elevators," while the amended rule provides 
that the bond shall be "in the penal sum of $5,000 for one ware- 
house or elevator, and where one party, firm or coi poration own or 
operate more than one warehouse or elevator, in the penal sum of 
$1,000 additional for each additional warehouse or elevator 
operated." 

This change was made by the Board because of the apparent 
insufiiciency of a $25,000 bond for a corporation operating 40 or 50 
houses. During the earlier part of the season there were two 
failures among elevator corporations operating in the State, and this 
ofiice was so frequently questioned for information as to the bonds 
on file, by parties holding wheat receipts, that the importance of 
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secifring a sufficient bond as well as the necessity for a i*igid compli- 
ance with the law, was strongly impressed upon the Commissioners. 

Another reason for the change was the apparent unfairness to 
small home corporations handling but two or three houses under 
the old rules. As an example may be cited the cases of a home and 
foreign corporation as compared under the old and the amended 
rules. Under the old rules the Southwestern Elevator Company, of 
Sheldon, Ransom county, which that year operated two houses, 
would be obliged to furnish a bond in the penal sum os $15,000, 
while the St. Anthony & Dakota Elevator Company, of Minneapo- 
lis, operating 46 houses in the state, would be required to give but 
a $25,000 bond. Under the amended rules the former gave a 
$6,000 bond, and the latter a $50,000 bond, certainly a more rea- 
sonable and fair adjustment. 

As amended i^bove the rules were adopted, as follows: 

RULES GOV^ERNING THE OPERATION OF WARE- 
HOUSES. 

By an act of the Legislative Assembly of the State of North 
Dakota, approved March 7, 1891, it is made the duty of the "Rail- 
road Commissioners of the State of North Dakota to supervise the 
handling, weighing and storage of grain and seeds ; to establish all 
necessary rules and regulations for the weighing of grain, for the 
management of the public warehouses of the State, as far as such 
rules and regulations may be necessary to enforce th^ provisions of 
that act, or any law in this State in regard to same ; to investigate all 
complaints of fraud or oppression in the grain trade of this State and 
correct the same as far as it may be in their power." 

RULE I. 

All buildings, elevators or warehouses in this State, erected or 
operated by any person or persons, association, co-partnership, cor- 
poration or trust, for the jSurpose of buying, selling, storing, ship- 
ping* or handling grain for profit, are hereby declared public ware- 
houses. 

RULE II. 

Any person or persons, association, co-partneship, corpora,tion 
or trust, owning or operating any such building or buildings, eleva- 
tor or elevators, warehouse or warehouses, as designated in Rule i, 
which are now or may hereafter be located or doing business within 
this State, whether said owners or operators reside within the State 
or not, are public warehousemen. 

RULE III. 

Public warehousemen shall not permit discrimination with 
leference to the buying, receiving and handling of grain of standard 
grades, or in regard to parties offering such grain for salt, storage 
or handling at such public warehouse. 
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RULE IV. 

The proprietor, lessee or manager of any public warehouse or 
elevator doing business in this State shall file with the Commission- 
ers of Railroads of the State a bond running to the State of North 
Dakota, with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by said 
Commissioners of Railroads, in the penal sum of $5,000 for one 
warehouse or elevator, and where one party, firm or corporation 
own and operate more than one warehouse or elevator, in the penal 
sum of $1,000 additional for each additional warehouse or elevator 
operated, said bond conditioned for the faithful performance of duty 
as public warehousemen, to protect holders of outstanding tickets, 
and a compliance with all the laws of the State in relation thereto — 
said bond alsvr specifying the location of each elevator or warehouse 
operated by said individual, firm, corporation or trust. 

RULE v. 

Warehousemen at each and every warehouse or elevator owned 
or oj^erated b^ them within the State, shall duly inspect, grade and 
properly weigh all grain received by them, either for storage or by 
purchase, and shall at once notify the party offering the same for 
storage or sale, the grade of the grain so offered, the gross, weight, 
and the amount of dockage per bushel, if the grain is unclean, 
together with the market price of such grain for that day. 

RULE VI. 

After the inspection should any party interested in said lot of 
grain feel himself aggrieved at such inspection, weight or dockage, 
he shall then and there object to the same to the warehousemen, 
stating his objections specifically, and if the disagreement cannot be 
amicably settled between the party aggrieved and the warehouse- 
men, then and in that event the party aggrieved and the ware- 
housemen jointly shall thereupon sack ai^d properly seal one-half 
bushel of grain, inserting a slip in the top of the sack stating the 
points of disagreement, and the party aggrieved shall immediately 
forward the same, prepaid, to the nearest Commissioner of Rail- 
roads, who will, at his earliest convenience, lender a decision and 
determine the grade of the grain in dispute, which decision shall be 
final and binding upon all parties. 

In case such appeal is not taken before the grain in dispute 
shall have lost its identity, then the right of appeal shall be deemed 
waived and no longer exist. 

RULE VII. 

The warehouseman has the option of refusing to receive grain 
too damp or otherwise unfit for warehousing.

RULE VIII. 

Warehouse receipts must be issued upon the application of the 
owner or consignor for all grain received into such warehouse, 
which receipt shall state the date the grain is received, the quality 
and grade, the weight in gross and the dockgge for dirt if un- 
cleaned. Said receipts shall be consecutively numbered, and no two 
receipts, bearing the same number and series, shall be issued the 
same year. 

RULE IX. 

Warehousemen shall issue storage receipts to each and every 
person storing grain with them, which receipt shall provide by 
express agreement that at the option of the original holder of such 
receipt the kind, quality and quantity of grain for which said receipt 
was issued shall be delivered back to him at the same place where 
it was received, upon the payment of a reasonable charge per bushel 
for receiving, handling, storing and insurance charges, such charges 
to be fixed by express terms in the storage receipt at the time of 
receiving the grain at the elevator or warehouse, and at the time of 
issuing the receipt ; Provided^ That no charges shall be made for 
cleaning grain unless suVh grain shall be actually cleaned ; Provided^ 
further^ That nothing in this rule shall be construed to mean the 
delivery of the identical grain specified in the receipt so presented ; 
but an equal amount of the same grade, excepting in case of wheat 
placed in "special bin." 

RULE X. 

Upon return of any receipt, properly endorsed by the holder 
thereof, and the lender of all proper charges, the grain represented 
by such receipt is immediately deliverable in receptacle to be pro- 
vided by the holder of the receipt and not subject to further charge 
for storage, and if delivery is not made in the order demanded, and 
as rapidly as due diligence, care and prudence will justify, the 
warehouseman shall be held to be in default ; Provided^ That stor- 
age charges shall not cease until cars or other receptacle are fur- 
nished by the holder of said receipt. 

RULE XL 

Warehousemen are prohibited, under any circumstances, from 
mixing grain of different grades. Grain of the same grade shall be 
kept together and stored only with grain of a similar grade, nor 
shall the warehouseman attempt to deliver grain of one grade for 
that of another grade, or in any manner whatever tamper with grain 
in his possession. 

RULE XII. 

Upon request of any owner of grain the warehouseman may 
place any grain of same grade belonginof to said owner in special 
bin, apart from grain of other owners; Provided^ That the owner of 
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such grain has sufficient grain to properly fill such bin or bins; and, 
Provided^ That there are vacant bins in such warehouse when wheat 
is offered. The warehouse receipt issued in such case shall state on 
its face "special bin," and state the number of said bin. 

RULE XIII. 

The Commissioners of Railroads of this State, or any perso" 
designated by them, have the right to enter any public warehouse 
in this State, to inspect its books, scales, grain and the method of 
doing business, and to compel said warehouse to have every facility 
for the proper transaction of their business under the law\ 

RULE XIV. 

Whenever any grain shall be delivered to any person, associa- 
tion, firm, corporation or trust, doing a grain, warehouse or grain 
elevator business in this State, and the receipts issued therefor, pro- 
viding for the delivery of a like amount and grade to tne holder 
thereof in return, such delivery shall be a bailment, and not a sale of 
the grain so delivered ; and in no case shall the grain so stored be 
liable to seizure upon process of any court in action against such 
bailee, except such action by owners of such warehouse receipts to 
enforce the terms of the same, but such grain shall at any and all 
times, in the event of the failure or insolvency of such bailee, be 
first applied exclusively to the redemption of outstanding warehouse 
receipts for grain so stored with such bailee. And in such event 
grain on hand in any particular elevator or warehouse shall first be 
applied to the redemption and satisfaction of receipts issued from 
such warehouse. 

RULE XV. 

The several warehouses and elevators doing business in this 
State as public warehouses are permitted to make the following 
charges, and no more, viz. ; 

For receiving, elevating, insuring, delivering and twenty days' 
storage, two cents per bushel. 

Storage after the first twenty days, one-half cent for each 
fifteen* days or fraction thereof, and shall not exceed five cents for 
six months. 

The grain stored shall be insured at the expense of the ware- 
houseman, for the benefit of the owner. 

Any person selling his storage tickets to elevator company 
within twenty days after their date, shall pay no storage. 

RULE XVI. 

Every warehouseman doing business as a public warehouseman, 
shall cause to be kept in each and every warehouse or elevator under 
his charge, a blank book, properly ruled, which shall be designated 
"Wheat Register," in which shall be entered in ink: 

First. Date of receipt of any grain. 
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Second. From whom such grain is received. 

Third. The grade. 

Fourth. The gross weight. 

Fifth. The weight of dockage for dirt. 

Sixth. The net weight of grain when docked. 

Seventh. The price paid pei bushel. 

Eighth. A column for remarks: "stored'' if stored; "pur- 
chased" if purchased; "appealed" if appealed from decisiou of ware- 
houseman, or any other remarks that may be pertinent to the subject. 

RULE XVII. 

Notice to agent of changes of price shall be posted in a con- 
spicuous place in each elevator. 

RULE XVIII. 

In determining the grade of grain offered for sale or storage at 
the several warehouses or elevators in this State, warehousemen 
shall be governed by the following North Dakota grades: 

No. I Hard Spring Wheat must be sound, bright, and well 
cleaned, and must be composed mostly of hard varieties of spring 
wheat, and weigh not less than fifty-eight pounds to the measured 
bushel. 

No. I Northern Spring Wheat must be sound and well cleaned 
and must be composed of the hard and soft varieties of spring wheat, 
not less than fifty per cent of the hard varieties of spring wheat 
and in weight not less than fifty-seven pounds to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat must be sound, reasonably clean 
and of good milling quality ; to weigh not less ♦han fifty-six pounds 
to the measured bushel, and to include all wheat not suitable for the 
higher grades. 

No. 3 Spring Wheat shall comprise all inferior, shrunken or 
dirty spring wheat, weighing not less than fifty- four pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

Rejected Spring Wheat shall include all spring wheat that 
is grown, badly bleached, or for any cause unfit for No. 3 wheat. 

RULE XIX. 

The foregoing rules shall be kept posted in a conspicuous place 
in all the warehouses or elevators in this state, doing business as 
public warehouses. 

RULE XX. 

Any person, association, firm, trust or corporation or any repre- 
sentative thereof, who shall knowingly cheat, or falsely weigh any 
wheat or other agricultural products, or who shall violate any of 
the foregoing rules, or shall do or perform any act or thing therein 
forbidden, or who shall fail to do and keep the requirements as 
herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor (accord- 
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in g to an act of the Legislature, approved March 7th, 1891), and 
shall, on conviction thereof, be subject to a tine not less than $200, 
nor more than $1,000, and be liable in addition thereto to imprison- 
ment for not more than one year in the State penitentiary, at the 
discretion of the court.

Under these rules 
all public warehousemen are required to file bonds with this office, as pro- 
vided for by Section 5, Chapter 12(5, of the Session Laws oi 1891, as follows: 

Bond.] That the proprietor, lessee or manager of any public wnrehouse 
or elevator of this State shall file with the Railroad Commissioners of the 
State a bond to the State of North Dakota, with good and suflScient sureties, 
to be approved by said Commissioners of Railroads, in the penal sum of not 
less than $5,000, or more than $75,000, in the discretion of said Commissioners, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of duty as public warehouseiron 
and a compliance with all the laws of this State in relation thereto. One 
bond only need be given for any line or lines of elevators or warehouses 
owned, controlled or operated by one individual, firm, corporation or trust; 
said bond specifying the location of each elevator or warehouse operated by 
said individual, firm, cerporation or frust, And be in sufficient amount, at the 
discretion of the Commissioners aforesaid, to protect holders of outstanding 
tickets. 

A penalty for failure to comply with this provision is provided for in Sec- 
tion 12, of the same law, as follows: 

Penalty for the Violation of the Provisions of this Act.] That any per- 
son, association, firm, trust or corporation, or any representative thereof, who 
shall violate the provisions of any section of this act, or who shall fail to do 
and keep the requirements as herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall, on conviction thereof, be subjected to a fine not less 
than $200 nor more than $1,000» and be liable in addition thereto to imprison- 
ment for not more than one year in the State penitentiary, at the discretion of 
the court. 

In compliance with the above provisions you will please fill in the accom- 
panying bond, made in such amount as Rule 4 of the **Rule8" will inform you 
is necessary. When properly filled in it must be filed with this ofllce, and on 
its approval a certificate will be issued.

Heretofore the rule requiring the furnishing of these bonds had 
not been rigidly enforced, only twentv-one bonds having been filed 
during 1892. The present Board made every reasonably effort to 
have the rule strictly complied with, and it was in furtherance of 
such purpose that the above circular was issued.

None of the bonds filed with this oflflce have yet betMi called upon 
to protect the holders of wheat receipts. Both the Norlhcrn Pacific 
and Red River Valley elevator companies became insolvent, but 
throught the receiver for the Northern Pacific Elevator Company 
arrangements were made to protect the holders of wheat receipts. 
The Red River Valley Elevator Company had filed no bond with 
the preceding board, so that no protection could have been had from 
this office had it been necessary. Early in the shipping' season of 
1893, and within a few days after filing a bond with this ofhce, the 
Farmers' Northwestern Elevator Company, of Willow City, N. D., 
got into financial difficulties. Officers of the company asked to with> 
draw the bond, but the board declined to surrender it. The cocn- 
pany has since reorganized, and is protecting the holders of wheat 
receipts. All but two or three claims have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed, and this office is giving every assisstance in having those 
remaining unsettled made secure, and hopes that t!:e necessity of 
of action against the bondsmen may be avoided. 

During the year 1893 the board received and approved fifty- 
eight bonds in the total sum of $725,000. During 1892, twenty-one 
bonds were filed, in the total sum of $360,000. The following is a 
list of the corporations or persons filing bonds with this office during 
that year :

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SEED GRAIN. 



The crop of the season of 1893 being a comparatively short 
one, many localities that felt the drouth the severest, particularly 
where it followed a succession of unfavorable seasons, reported 
many farmers obliged to dispose of seed grain in order to meet 
pressing necessities, who were likely to be without seed in the 
spring, and without the means to obtain it. 

The state having on a previous occasion responded to an appeal 
to assist; destitute farmers, this 'office was almost daily, in the fall 
of 1893, ^^ receipt of letters urging that the attention of the com- 
missioners of railroads be directed toward an effort to secure seed 
wheat for destitute North Dakota farmers, as was done in the pre- 
vious instance. It will be recalled that the first experiment of the 
state in this line was not an entire success, and in many counties 
where the same experiment was made but indifferent results were 
reported. However, at a meeting in November, 1893, the matter 
was taken up and thoroughly gone over. Considering the indifferent 
success of previous efforts in this line, it was determined that unless 
there was more seri«>us distress than the board believed to exist it 
would be unwise to suggest any action on the part of the State. 
Then there being no authority in law for such action, and no money 
or arrangement wherby it might be done, it was decided to be 
beyond the power of this board to procure seed wheat for needy 
farmers, save by personal intercession with elevator companies who 
might be willing to put out seed wheat on fall time with reasonable 
security. Besides, the Board was not aware that any distress was 
general, and felt assured that the few needy ones would find ample 
provision made through other channels. It hesitated to take any 
step that might be construed into a reflection upon the conditions 
existing in our state, for they believed there was less destitution in 
North Dakota than almost any state in the union. This conclusion 
proved to be well founded, for no distress was reported from . any 
part of the state. In a number of instances the board assisted 
localities to make arrangements with elevator companies for all 
wheat on easy terms of payment. Further than that the assistance 
of the state was not required to aid*any needy ones. 
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Most urgent demands, however, came from districts that were 
suffering heavy loss through the rapid spread of smut in wheat. 
There the need was not so much to d rectly assist the destitute, as to 
assist farmers to get new and pure seed at the least cost for the 
change. While this was not a matter directly within the prescribed 
duties of this office, the commissioners were satisfied, from personal 
experience and thorough investigation, that it was of sufficient im- 
portance to justify them in taking it up, for a state producing the 
best grain known should certainly put forth every effort to prevent 
its deterioration, when investigation proves that the means is within 
their reach. For a number of years considerable was heard of the 
presence of smut in our wheat fields, but little attention was paid to 
It until 1893, when it was discovered that its spread was so rapid 
that it had reached into almost every county in the state, causing a 
deterioration in the quality and selling value of our wheat. Smut 
had become so general as to attract the attention of eastern millers 
and elevator men, and their pleas were added to those of the farmers 
that something be done. 

Before any action was taken the commissioners consulted the 
best authorities as to the proper course to pursue, and the plans 
followed were approved by professors at the Fargo Agricultural 
college, and by the Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor, who 
gave valuable assistance to the board. Two plans were considered 
— treatment of seed already infested with smut, and a change of the 
infested seed for pure seed from other localities. As all authorities 
united in claiming a change of seed to be desirable aside from the 
necessity of getting pufe seed, it was determined to make especial 
efforts along that line. To that end the board decided to confer 
with the railway and elevator companies to invite their co-operation 
to the extent of reduced freight rates on seed grain by the railway 
companies, and special efforts by the elevator companies to secure 
pure seed at the least expense to replace the smutted seed in the 
hands of the farmers. When the matter was properly presented to 
the railroad officials their assistance was at once enlbted, and reduced 
rates and other concessions secured. A conference was held with 
rjepresentatives of the various line elevator companies in the general 
managers rooms of the Chamber of Commerce, Minneapolis. The 
object desired to be accomplished was stated, and their co-operation 
was secured. Each company secured from its agents information 
as to the amount of pure and clean seed wheat that could be ob- 
tained at each station. This was kept on file by the companies, and 
by this office, and the information made use' of as indicated in the 
circular following. In addition to this the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Labor prepared a circular explaining the methods of 
treating smutted wheat to purify it, which was distributed with this 
circular of instructions : 
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STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA, > 

Office of Board of Railroad Commissioners. ) 

Bismarck, N. D., February 1, 1894. 

The spread of smut having; caused a very serious loss to farmers, and a 
change of seed having been urged, the Board of Railroad Commissioners in- 
vited and obtained the co-operation of the Railroads and Line Elevator Com- 
panies in securing and shipping in pure seed. 

The Board, therefore, desires to announce that arrangements have been 
completed whereby the Elevator Companies will sell to farmers in North 
Dakota, pure seed wheat grown in Minnesota, or Dakota if desired, entirely 
free from smut and reasonably clean, at actual cost, making no charge for 
handling and loading into cars; or they will go out and secure pure and 
cleaned seed from farmers tributary to their lines at such prices as cleaned 
seed can be bought for, and handle It for our farmers without cost. Farmers 
can, of course, use their own judgment as to the method of obtaining pure 
seed. All the companies have agreed to sell by sample, so that the farmers 
may be protected as far as possible against having foul or unclean wheat 
shipped to them. These samples can be secured through the local agents of 
the different Line Elevator Companies, who are instructed to cooperate with 
the farmers in securing what seed they want. In case the information cannot 
be obtained from the local agent the Secretary may be corresponded with 
(addressing him at Bismarck). When writing to the Secretary it is desirable 
that the name of the nearest railway station be given, as well as the Elevators 
operated at that point. Terms of payment can be arranged with the local 
agent by the deposit of money with him or with the local bank, or by a 
deposit of wheat checks where an exchange of seed is made, as will be done 
in most cases, or in any other manner that can be mutually agreed upon. 

This wheat and other seed grain will be carried in car lots over the Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste Marie (Soo) road, from points between Min- 
neapolis and Glenwood, Minn., to points in North Dakota, at one-fourth of 
the regular local tariff. Over the Great Northern and Northern Pacific roads 
it will be carried at one-half the regular local tariff between any points in 
Minnesota and North Dakota. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road 
will give a similar rate. 

Farmers who are troubled with smut in their grain, but are unable to 
make a change of seed, should treat their wheat by some one of the methods 
for killing smut germs suggested in the accompanying circular, prepared by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor, Hon. Nelson Williams, at the 
request of the Board.

SMUT IN GRAIN— IMPORTANT TO FARMERS AND 
GRAIN GROWERS. 

DAMAGE FROM SMUT. 

Probably few farmers in North Dakota realize the amount of 
loss occassioned annually by smut. In both wheat and oats the 
smutf'd heads are often unnoticed, even though constituting as much 
as five to eight per cent of the total number of heads. A field or 
neighborhood once infected by smut, it usually increases in amount 
from year to year, some years and in some localities more rapidly 
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than others. It has been shown in other states that where .farmers 
estimated the loss from this cause to be from three to five per cent, 
a careful investigation showed it to be from ten to fifteen per cent ; 
and that as a rule wherever careful investigations have been made 
considerable smut has been found, even though farmers had not ob- 
served it. The average loss in the entire United States from this 
cause is estimated to range from five to twelve per cent of the entire 
crop raised.^ 

Complaints regarding smut in wheat in North Dakota are in- 
creasing, and there can be no doubt that the farmers of every county 
annually suffer thousands of dollars loss from this cause. While 
smut in oats has attracted less attention, the loss to this crop is no 
doubt fully as large proportionately as with wheat. 

The following descriptions and methods of treatment are com- 
piled from bulletins issued by the North Dakota Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Fargo, similar publications from other states, and 
from the Department of Agriculture at Washington. 

There are two principal kinds of smut — the loose or black smut 
of wheat and oats, and the stinking smut or bunt of wheat. 

The loose smut destroys the kernels or the entire head, and 
replaces them with a black powder consisting of microscopic smut 
spores or seeds, which usually ripen and blow away before harvest, 
leaving the naked stalk standing. These spores when blown away 
are partially lost, but some of them attach themselves to the sound 
heads and grains, and are sown with the seed the next year. 

The stinking smut of wheat is much more harmful, as it dam- 
-ages greatly all wheat with which it is mixed. It consists of heads 
of swollen and slightly discolored grains, which contam thousands if 
not millions of smut spores or seeds, and when crushed are found to 
emit a fetid odor, which greatly injures flour made from the wheat. 
Enough of these grains are broken by threshing and handling to 
thoroughly infect the seed for the next crop. 

These smut spores germinate and grow in the grain stock, feed- 
ing upon it as a parasite, and difficult to discover while the plant is 
growing. 

Smut can be entirely eradicated and prevented by treating the 
seed by either of several methods, all of which are laborious for such 
large quantities of seed as are used in North Dakota, but neverthe- 
less many times repay the cost of treatment. The first method, 
known as the Jensen, or hot water treatment, was discovered by J. 
L.Jensen, of Denmark, in 1887, and universally considered the sim- 
plest, cheapest and best. 

THK HOT WATER TREATMENT. 

This method consists in emersing the seed in water heated to 
about 132 j^ decrees for fifteen minutes, which is found to kill the 
smut spores and not injure the seed in the least, but on the contrary 
to hasten its germination and increase its vitality. 
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Have two large kettles or wash boilers, with hot water, and a 
barrel or tub with cold water. It is best to arrange them in the arc 
of a circle equi-distant from a post about two feet higher than the 
tops of the kettles and barrel or tub, in the top of which post is a 
ring or a wooden or iron pin. Then have a pole or lever several 
feet long, with an auger hole in one end in case the top of the post 
has a pin, and use the other end as a handle of the lever thus made. 
At the proper distance from the post hang the basket or sack con- 
taining the seed to be treated, and by means of the lever you can 
swing it and lift it from one kettle or tub to the other, and immerse 
it in the water. The kettles or boilers may be set on a low cook 
stove, or over any kind of a slow fire. 

A bushel basket will answer to hold the seed while treating it^ 
as will a coarse gunny sack, or anything that will let the water 
through readily. Perhaps the best thing is a basket made from 
screen wire by hanging it to a proper frame. Into this basket or 
sack place about half a bushel of seed at a time or more if the vessels 
are large enough, and dip it into the first kettle or boiler for a minute 
and shake it about to insure a thorough wetting of all the seed. This 
first kettle must be heated to from no to 130 degrees, and the objeet 
of dipping the seed in it is simply to warm it so that it will not cool 
the second kettle too much when placed therein ; as unless the seed 
is warmed first it will be difl!icult to keep the second kettle at a tem- 
perature hot enough to kill the smut spores. After thus plunging 
the seed into the first kettle for a minute and shaking it about and 
raising it up and down, lift it out and let it drain a moment, and then 
dip it into the second kettle, which is heated to 132 degrees, and allow 
it to remain fifteen minuter, being shaken and agitated as much as 
possible during the time. Great care must be taken not to let the 
temperature rise above 135 degrees or the seed will be injured ; and 
on the other hand the water must not fall below 130 degrees or the 
smut will not be killed. If the temperature rises to 134 or 135 
degrees the time of immersion should be reduced. Five minutes at 
135 degrees, or ten minutes at 133 or 134 degrees, will be safe; but 
the best results are accomplished by immersion for fifteen minutes at 
a temperature of 132^ degrees. Have at hand a vessel of boiling 
water and another of cold water with which to regulate the temper- 
ature of the first two kettles or boilers. 

After thus immersing the seed for fifteen minutes in the hot 
water, dip it into the barrel or tub of cold water for a moment, and 
spread it out to dry. Then a second portion of seed can be treated 
in the same way. 

If thoroughly dried, the treated seed can be stored ; but owing 
to the difl!iculty in accomplishing this, it will doubtless be better to 
treat the seed only a day or two before it is to be sown. It can be 
sown as soon as it has dried enough so that the grains do not stick 
together. Wheat will dry in a few hours so it can be sown with a 
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drill; but oats dry more slowly, and it may be better to sow them 
broadcast after treatment. 

V NOTES. 

If a barrel is used it may be coavenient to sink it in the ground 
two feet, so as to avoid lifting the grain so high. 

If two boilers or kettles are not at hand, barrels or tubs may be 
substituted, regulating the temperature by dipping boiling water from 
a kettle. 

Two good thermometers should be provided for testing the 
temperature of each kettle or boiler; and as many instruments are 
unreliable, care should be used in selecting one that has been prop- 
erly tested, or the treating the seed may be a failure and indeed the 
seed injured. 

The seed should not be allowed to stand still in the hot water 
long but should be kept moving by raising and lowering the pole 
and shaking it so as to produce as much motion in the grain as 
possible. 

The grains will be swollen after this treatment and the drill or 
seeder should be set to sow a peck or two pecks more per acre — ac- 
cording to the amount of the swelling. 

In treating oats the water may be as hot as 140 or 142 degrees 
if the time of immersion is reduced to five minutes. 

By treating the seed in this way smut will be avoided for some 
years. But it will be gradually scattered from neighboring fields, by 
winds, by threshmg machines, by storing in bins formerly used for 
smutty grain, by fresh manure from stock fed on smutty grain or 
straw, and in other ways; so that farmers should treat their seed as 
often as smut appears. If grain bags are used that have held smutty 
grain, they should be boiled a few minutes. 

This treatment not only kills the smut but also materially in- 
creases the yield — the increased yield alone being sufficient to more 
than pay the cost of tresting th6 seed. 

The best authorities declare that if as much as three per cent of 
the heads of wheat or oats are smutted, the seed certainly ought to 
be treated. 

COPPER SULPHATE TREATMENT FOR WHEAT. 

This consists in immersing the seed in a solution made by dis- 
solving one pound of commercial copper sulphate in twenty-four gal- 
lons of cold water for twelve hours, and then putting the seed for 
five or ten minutes into lime water made by slacking one pound of 
good lime in ten gallons of water. The copper sulphate solution 
loses strength with use, and must be replenished after each immer- 
sion or two, or it will be too weak to kill the smut spores. The time 
of immersion may be much reduced by making the solution stronger. 
Thus, by making a solution to consist of one pound of copper sulp- 
hate to one gallon of water, the wheat need be immersed only five 
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minutes, and a longer time in a solution of such great strength in- 
ures the seed. 

The copper sulphate treatment somewhat retards the germina- 
tion of the seed, and is thought to reduce the yield of the crop, while 
the hot water treatment hastens the germination, and increases the 
yield. The injury to the seed is claimed to be less if soaked but a 
short time in a strong solution than if immersed longer in a weak 
solution. 

The grain should be put into a coarse sack, like a coffee sack, a 
bushel at a time, and immersed in a wash tub two-thirds full of the 
solution, and kneaded and moved about as much as possible. Care 
must be taken to have the copper sulphate finely pulverized, or the 
solution will be too weak at first and too strong afterward. In some 
places a strong solution of the sulphate is used and no lime water; 
but this practice is discouraged, as it injures the seed — especially if 
long soaked in a weak solution.' 

The drying of the grain may be hastened by dusting it heavily 
with air slacked lime, or land plaster, and mixing it thoroughly. 

After taking the sack of grain out of the solution it should be 
rested on bars across the tub to drain a minute or two. 

The sun or a current of air greatly assists in drying the treated 
grain, and it should be spread out as thinly as possible. 

Those circulars were sent to the press and posted in most of th« 
postofilices of the State. The circular on smut was in great demand 
by the elevator companies, and they distributed several thousand of 
them at their own expense. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the elevator companies, and the 
fact that the exchange of seed could be effected at a cost of only a 
few cents a bushel, there was not that general demand for pure 
seed that was anticipated, though in many localities the farmers gen- 
erally made the change, and in each case with highly satisfactory 
results. The commissioners have been particular to inquire into 
the results, and invariably have found that those who made the 
change report an entire absence of smut and a grade of No. i Hard, 
while adjacent fields were heavily smutted, and grading from No. 2 
to Rejected. Naturally the first attempt was looked upon as more 
or less of an experiment, aod some even sought to discredit the 
efforts of this oflice. But the commissioners feel that the question 
of ridding our wheat of smut is of vast importance to the state, and 
their investigation during the past year convinces them that unless 
our wheat is freed from smut it will suffer a serious deterioration in 
grade. In this opinion they are heartily seconded by the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners of Minnesota, who have strongly 
endorsed the position taken by this board. This matter has been 
closely investigated at Minneapolis, Duluth and West Superior, and 
Chief Grain Inspector Clausen, of Minnesota, assured this board 
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that the loss to the farmers of North Dakota this year through the 
presence of smut would startle the people if it could be computed to 
them in dollars and cents. We produce the world's best wheat, and 
it is of paramount importance that it be kept up to its high standard, 
and not permitted to deteriorate in quality or yield. We commend 
this matter to the consideration of our successors in oflice, and to the 
incoming Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor. While not 
strictly within the jurisdiction of this office, whenever its intercession 
with the railroad and elevator companies will be able to facilitate a 
change to pure and clean seed it should be exercised whenever the 
opportunity offers. 

The position taken by the commissioners in their circulars 
relating to smut in wheat was excepted to by one or two newspapers. 
As touching upon this, and replying to it, we quote the following 
letter from Prof. Bolley, of the Fargo Agricultural College, and 
published in The Fargo Argus, as it contains much useful informa- 
tion that it would be well to know in connection with this question : 

So far as the public is concerned, there is no great objection to 
one becoming humorous at the expense of others, even to the extent 
of committing some very assinine errors, provided the assertions of 
the funny person are put forth in such manner that they may not be 
detrimental to the interests of the public. The editor of the James- 
town Capital, > however, through his desire to "roast" some one, 
seems to have forgotten this point in general etiquette ; or perchance 
we are aright when it is assumed that he is ignorant of his subject, 
namely, wheat smut, which he took occasion to discuss in his editorial 
upon Railroad Commissioners. [See Capital, Jan. i8, or Argus, Jan. 
20.] This is not written to defend railway commissioners or other 
persons, but rather to point out, to such as are unsuspecting, that 
the ideas advanced, in the fore named editorial upon wheat smut,, 
only represent lack of knowledge. 

Amongst other equally radical and erroneous statements this one 
is noted : "There is just as much germinating vitality in a hailstone 
or a particle of anthracite ashes as there is in a grain or particle of 
smut." This is an assertion that no wheat raiser can afford to be- 
lieve ; and, in its purport, is at variance with facts, well known for 
at least fifty years. Even an editor must take it for granted that 
his eyes are not sufficiently good to see all things. 

The smut particles found in a smutted grain of wheat consist of 
an aggregate of very many microscopic spores (seeds), which are 
just as certain to germinate and develop into a particular plant body 
as is a grain of corn. The mature microscopic plant body which 
results from that germination and development is, likewise, a thing 
of as definite nature as an oak tree or corn plant. Smut spoKjs, 
"particles," do germinate; and, at the time when the wheat plant is 
two or three days old, they send their parasitic filaments into the 
tissues of the wheat plant. The smut filaments grow, branch and 
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mature throughout the wheat stalk as the latter develops, finally pro- 
ducing abundant spores, the smut, within the bran covering of the 
wheat grains upon infested stalks. 

Smutted seed grain will undoubtedly produce a more or less 
smutted crop, in accordance with atmospheric and evil conditions just 
following seeding time. 

If possible, every farmer should be certain that his seed wheat is 
free from smut. If it is not possible or convenient to procure un- 
qontaminated seed, smutted seed ought to be treated to destroy the 
smut spores. This is very effectually done by immersing the grain 
in water, the tempature of which is kept at 130 ® fahrenheit« 

Two large kettles or vats may be used for heating the water, in 
one of which the dipping of the grain can be done and the other used 
to furnish a supply of boiling water to be used, in small amounts, 
from time to time, for keeping that in the dipping vat at the re- 
quired temperature. The water in the dipping vat should never be 
allowed to reach a temperature greater than 138^ fahrenheit. Im- 
merse the seed grain six to eight minutes. 

The grain should be loosely inclosed in large loose- woven sacks. 
A crane or long lever which may be swung freely over the vats, pro- 
vided with a hook, upon which a sack may be hung, will facilitate the 
dipping process. 

Grain from the hot water dries readily, if quickly spread upon a 
dry warm floor, and those who have a suitable place in which to 
work can readily disinfect sufficient wheat for seed purposes, the work 
being done upon spare days between this date and seeding time. 
The cost can be much less than that required for the purchase of 
new seed. 

The treatment here recommended not only prevents the occur- 
rence of smut in the crop, but because of certain effects upon the 
seed, increases the yield. If the directions concerning the tempera- 
ture of the water are adherred to, and proper care is taken in the 
drying of the seed, the latter will only be benefitted by the process. 

This is written because the rapid spread of the stinking smut 
throughout the state and the great damage it is capable of accomp- 
lishing in the wheat crop are questions of extreme importance to the 
farming interests of the state. Furthermore all wheat growers are 
not in position to know that the editor of the Capital is not well in- 
formed upon the subject of wheat smut. It is sincerely hoped that 
none may act upon the basis of his assertions. Intelligent selection 
of seed and proper preparation of the soil must eventually fix the 
s^^andard of quality of North Dakota wheat. Boom literature and 
boom methods can not be relied upon to accomplish a lasting benefi- 
cial result.

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LOADING PLATFORMS. 



During the past two years the commissioners have given the 
question of loading platforms for the conve^iience of individual 
shippers of grain and stock, particular attention and study ; not alone 
to the official duty of securing these platforms where petitioned for, 
but to the practical usefulness of such accommodations and the style 
of platform of greatest utility to the greatest number. For years 
this question was much agitated amd became incidentally a consider- 
able factor in politics. This induced the commissioners to direct 
especial attention to the matter at the outset. The greatest difficulty 
was experienced by preceding boards in inducing the railroad com- 
panies to put in any platform accommodations, and several attempts 
to reach the desired end through legislation miscarried. The un- 
willingness of the roads was based upon their allegations that these 
platforms were unnecessary and would soon pass into disuse, and 
that there was no law compelling them to construct such platforms. 
The result of this conflict was that there were but few loading plat- 
forms built, the records of this office showing but 38 in the state 
in 1892. 

At a speoial session of the Legislative Assembly held in June, 
1892, section i of chapter 122, of the laws of 1890, was amended to 
cover the insufficiency of law claimed to exist, as follows : 

Section 1. Railroads to build platforms — penalty — duty of 
railroad commissioners. Every railroad company or corporation 
doing business m this State shall within sixty days after notice from 
the Commissioners, build, erect and complete one or more platforms 
for the transfer of live stock, grain and other commodities, from 
wagons or otherwise, to cars at each and every station designated in 
said notice ; said platforms to be erected where there will be safety to 
life and property. If any railroad company after receiving notice 
as provided for in this section shall fail, refuse or neglect to build and 
erect said platforms as provided for in this act, within the required 
sixty days, the Commissioners of Railroads are hereby authorized and 
empowered, and it is made their duty, to notify such railroad com- 
pany to appear before them at a ceatain time and place to show cause, 
if any there be, why said Commissioners should not issue an order 
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requiruig such railroad company to comply with the requirements of 
this act. Said Commissioners of Railroads shall have power after 
such hearing, to is^suc an order upon said railroad compamy, command- 
ing them to build and erect such platform as contemplated by this 
act; providing said Commissioners of Railroads shall upon such 
examination and hearing, deem such platform or platforms necessary. 

This authority the board considered sufficient. The Commis- 
sioners at once proceeded to obey the requirements of the law. Wish- 
ing to secure a compliance with the law with as little friction and 
delay as poiibible, they arranged to defer action upon all the petitions 
Bled or known to be in preparation until the annual inspection trip 
over I he various lines. At that time it was the purpose to invite the 
officials of each road to join the commissioners and investigate the 
petitions for themselves, listen to the reasons urged by the people for 
their demands, and become convinced of the necessity of these plat- 
forms* In accordance with this arrangemant the petitioners in each 
case were invited to meet the Board and officials of the road on the 
inspection trip and present their petitions in person. 

So many requests being received for the form to be used in 
framing petitions for platforms, this office prepared the following 
simple form, and had it printed: 

PETITION. 

7^0 ihf Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
North Dak&ia: 

We, the undersigned petitioners, residents in the vicinity, and 

patrons of the station of , on the railroad, do hereby 

pray that your honorable body do cause the railroad company 

to build, erect and complete a platform at said station of for 

the transfer of grain, live stock and other commodities, from wagons 
or otherwise to cars, according to the provisions of Section i of 
Chapter 123 of the lav/s of 1890, and amended in 1892.' 



Copies of this form, together with the following circular, were 
sent to the press of the State, and through the courtesy of the news- 
papers announced to the public:

Kh the annual inspection of the railway lines uf this state will be com- 
menced on June 27, and continue during July, it is the desire of the Railroad 
Com mU sioners that all Buch petitioners, or at many as may be, shall be filed 
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with them before or during that inspection, so that each case majr be acted 
upon intelligently after a personal inspection.

The petitions received before and during that annual inspection, 
and the disposition made of each, will be found elsewhere in this 
report. 

After listening to several petitions, both on the trip, and. pre- 
sented subsequently through the commissioners, the management of 
the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie road notified this office 
that the formality of a petition might in future be dispensed with, 
as they would literally comply with the law and construct a platform 
at every station in North Dakota, as fast as their construction crew 
could attend to the work, and there was any shipping at all to 
demand it. 

By special arrangement the last day of the inspection trip over 
the Northern Pacific lines was devoted to a conference with General 
Manager Mellen, General Superintendent Kimberly and Chief 
Engineer Kendrick, then making an inspection of the Manitoba 
lines, on the matter of these platforms. After listening to the 
petitions presented during the week, it was agreed that the manage- 
ment of the road would authorize the construction of every platform 
petitioned for after the petition had been personallv investigated by 
the board and reported upon favorably, the board to be the judge 
as to the size and kind of platform necessary. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Company granted every 
petition for a loading platform presented. 

Owing to the absence of any oflScial of the road on the inspec- 
tion trip over the lines of the Great Northern, no special arrangement 
was made, and considerable delay was occasioned, partly owing to 
the lateness of the inspection trip, and partly to other causes. How- 
ever, the road finally granted all the more important petitions that 
were favorably recommended, though they were unable, owing to 
the lateness of the season, to construct all of them. Upon a later 
inspection these platforms along the line of the Great Northern were 
found in many instances to be very indifferently built, and altogether 
inadequate. This condition was reported to the General Superin- 
tendent, and an improvement promised. These improvements have 
been put in at a majority of the points complained of ; but, owing to 
the stringency of the times, the management seems averse to 
making any improvements that can possibly be postponed. At the 
outset the management of this road was vigorously opposed to 
putting in loading platforms. With one year's experience. Division 
Superintendent Evans assured the commissioners, lie considered the 
platforms a success. Where used they facilitated the shipment of 
grain, and induced a keener competition from the elevator men, and 
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consequently a liij^her price, for the grain. The record of ship- 
ments of grain shows a steadily growing percentage of platform 
shipments. 

The board discovered a great diversity of opinion as to the kind 
of platform to be constructed. At almost every point there were 
conflicting opinions as to the height best suited to the patrons of the 
station. Small farmers usually preferred platforms from two to 
three feet in height, so that the bottom of an ordinary farm wagon 
would came even with the loading door of a car. Bonanza farmers 
always preferred platforms high enough to permit them to shoot the 
grain into the car from the side of a grain box. In -some localities 
nearly all the farmers loaded from an ordinary wagon box, in others 
they loaded from grain boxes through a side shute, and in yet others 
through a bottom shute, each making a different size platform most 
convenient. In all cases the board recommended platforms accom- 
modating the greatest number, believing it but fair that the bonanza 
farmeri^j if they could not be accommodated by what suited the ma- 
jority, and the roa^l was not pleased to accommodate both, should 
yield to the wishers of those who were not able individually to build 
what they wanted* The style and size of platform recommended by 
the board in the great majority of these cases,was an earth and cinder 
pUt form, with limber sides, earth and cinder approaches, and of a 
length ranging from 12x32 feet to 12x64 ^^^^' Platforms of other 
sizes have also been built, ranging from a height of one foot above 
the rail to a heig-ht of (\ve feet, so that experience will in time dem- 
onstrate which is the most convenient and serviceable. The brief 
experience and investigation of this board convinces them that, while 
different localities may need differing accommodations, an extended 
driveway, elevated one foot or slightly over, and of several car- 
lenjjths, will be found to accommodate the greatest number of people 
and serve the wide^^t range of use. Every such driveway put in has 
been entirely satisfactory, while in several instances the patrons have 
asked to have the shorter platform removed and replaced by the ele- 
vated driveway. 

The result of the work done in this matter during the season of 
189^ was rhat 103 loading platforms were built, a result affording 
much satisfaction to this office, in view of the fact that but 38 plat- 
forms had been built in all the time previous. The following table 
shows the number constructed by the various roads, and the total 
number now in u&e on each :

The Board learned that a number of these platforms that were 
built voluntarily by the road were not according to the specifications 
laid down in the law. In every case recommended by the board the 
specifications were such as are contemplated by law. Any others are 
v^rithout the approval of the board.

Earth driveway platform with timber bulkhead: At Harlem, 
Monango and Edgeley.

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NATIONAL CONVENTIONS OF RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONERS. 



Duringf the incumbency of the present board two conventions 
of the Railroad Commissioners of the various states have been held 
in Washington, D. C, meeting with the Inter-state Commerce Com- 
mission. To the first of these conventions the chairman and secre- 
tary were delegated; to the last Commissioners Rasmussen and 
Stevens were sent to represent the board. 

On April 19, 1893, the Fifth Annual Convention of Railroad 
Commissioners met with the Inter-state Commerce Commission at 
Washington, D. C. This board was represented there only by the 
Chairman, Peter Cameron, and the Secretary, f inlay Grant, who 
were delegated to act for the full board. The convention held 
several very pro6 table sessions, being especially instructive to those 
who, like the members of this board, lacked both experience and 
technical knowledge of matters connected with railway manage- 
ment. The following is the list of subjects considered : "Reason- 
able Rates," "Congressional Action in Regard to Safety Appli- 
ances," "Amendment of the Act to Regulate Commerce," "Uni- 
formity in Railway Accounts," "Uniform Classi6cation of Freights," 
"Pooling of Fi eights and Division of Earnings," "Abuses Caused 
by Use of Shippers' Cars in Railway Equipment," "Harmony in 
Railway Legislation," "Territorial Assignment of Statistics of 
Operation," "Overcharges." In calling the Convention to order the 
Hon, George M. Woodruff, of Connecticut, said, among other 
things : 

* * * In glancing back over the four years since we first met 
here there are some matters that present themselves to us that we cannot 
overlook. We all remember that at that time the work of the Inter-state Com- 
merce Commission itself had hardly passed the experimental stage. Now it 
has vindicated its right to live. At that time many were questioning both the 
right and advantage of state and national regulation. I think that sentiment 
has universally passed away, and the law, under which the inter-state com- 
merce commission was organized, has, notably in the past year, received 
amendments which will greatly increase its efficiency, and we may ourselves 
feel that we have contributed something to bring about the result. At 'that 
time, also, as you know, there was absolutely no uniformity in the mode of 
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railroad accounting and no uniform plan or period covered in making reports 
We will all agree that the basis for intelligent action is this uniform system of 
accounting, and, unless we can have both uniformity in time and in manner^ 
we have nothing of value on which to rely. Now , I believe the form adopted 
by the inter-state commerce commission, as amended by us in our meetings, 
has become practically universal, and also that the time covered by the rail- 
road companies in making their reports have very largely, though not so 
universally been made to conform to the time covered in this form. 

I think, however, that we may say the cro vning glory of our work up to 
this time has been the passage at the last session of congress of the act in 
regard to safety appliances. The work of our state commissions varies in im- 
portance in different parts of the country, and certain departments are made 
more conspicuous in some sections. Regulation of rates is the prominent 
work in some portions, while police regulations more engross others, but 
whatever our special duties, we all agree that this act to which I have referred 
is the most important one which we have secured by our. action. And while 
so many gentlemen are entitled to praise for the services herein, beginning 
with our old friend, Mr. Coffin, no one will begrudge the praise that has been 
given our secretary for his untiring efforts, which only ceased with the pass- 
age of the act; and you will be glad to know that the legislature of his native 
state has so appreciated his services as to pass resolutions of thanks to him, an 
honor which, if I am not mistaken, has not before been conferred, except in 
some half dozen instances, in the history of the state of Massachusetts. 

Althongh we have done much, the work to be accomplished is still more; 
the topics proposed to our consideration at this time alone would be ample to 
occupy our time and engage our best services and efforts for some days, and 
there may be other topics suggested. I feel confident that the same care and 
wisdom in their consideration and the same judicious admixture of progress 
and conservatism which has marked our past action, will characterize this 
meeting. Then what we do will prove an aid to wise legislation, both in our 
own states and by the*^ational congress. And in this way, too, we shall aid 
in securing an approach, at least, to that perfection in railroad regulation, 
which may be said, possibly, to be the goal of our ambition. 

At the opening of the Convention Chairman Cameron, of this 
board, was made a member of committee on order of business, and 
later in the convention he was made one of a committee on uniform 
classification of rates, to report at the next convention. 

The Sixth Annual Convention of Railroad Commissioners met 
at Washington Mav 8 and 9. Commissioners Rasmussen and 
Stevens represented this board, and were instructed to act for the 
full board. 

The most important discussion before the Convention was 
over the reports from the committee on "Pooljng of Freight and 
Division of Earnings." The majority report was submitted by the 
Chairman, Hon. Peter A. Day, of Iowa, and the minority report by 
Hon. George L. Becker, of Minnesota. The majority reported was 
full and exhaustive, and made an able and plausible defense for the 
system of "Pooling." 

The minority report against pooling, in which this board con- 
curred, was presented by communication, Mr. Becker being unavoid- 
ably absent. As his report represents the position of this board on 
the question of "pooling" we append it in full :

COMMISSIONERS OF RAILROADS. 365 



St. Paul, Minn., April 30, 1894. 

At the last annual convention of railroad commissioners held in 
Washington in 1893, ^^® following resolution, offered by Mr. Dey, 
of Iowa, was adopted : 

^^ Resolved^ That a committee of ^\t^ be appointed to take up 
the subject of the propriety of competing roads dividing between 
them the net proceeds of their earnings, or what is commonly known 
as pooling, and report to the next convention." 

The committee appointed by the chairman pursuant to said re- 
solution was : Peter A/ Dey, of Iowa ; John H. Reagan, of Texas ; 
George L. Becker, of Minnesota ; B. F. Chadbourne, of Maine; E. 
C. Beddingfield, of North Carolina. 

In the official proceedings of the convention this committee is 
erroneously named a "Committee on pooling of freight and division 
of earnings." 

The resolution for the appointment of a committee does not con- 
tain the word "freights." The general "subject of the propriety of 
competing roads dividing between them the net proceeds of their 
earnings, or what is commonly known as pooling," is the question 
which the committee is to take up, and upon which it is to report. 

It is to be regretted that the committee has not been able to con- 
fer together as to the subject-matter of this report. 

In offering my own views I do so with great diffidence, because 
they are so different from those expressed by the chairman of the 
committee, whose draft of a report I am considering now. His long 
experience, great ability, and acknowledged integrity give great force 
to his expressions upon any subject. 

Section 5 of the inter-state commerce act refers te freight earn- 
ings, and freight earnings only. The resolution appointing this com- 
mittee refers to all net earnings from whatever source derived, and 
we are to consider the subject of "pooling" generally. It includes 
"freight earnings," "passenger earnings," and "earnings from other 
sources." 

I think the inter-state commerce act would be incomplete with- 
out Section 5. I think that the preceding sections lead up to it as a 
logical conclusion. 

The views of my own commission, as expressed in their reply 
to the circular letter of the Inter-state Commerce Commission, dated 
November i, 1892, are, in my opinion, the correct views. I quote 
this reply at length : 

"The purpose of the act to regulate commerce, in our judgment, 
was to protect the public interests as against the acknowledged evils 
which had grown out of uncontrolled and unrestrained management 
of railways in this country. It was not framed and does not aim to 
protect the interests of the rights of railway companies or of their 
stock and bond holders. It has always been supposed that these in- 
terests and rights were abundantly able to care for themselves. 
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*'What is expected of acts to regulate commerce and of railway 
commissions, both state and interstate, is that they shall guard, pro- 
tect, and maintain the rights of the public in their relations to the 
common carriers of the country. 

"If the railway corporations in their management of their af- 
fairs, subject to the laws, or, in their relations with each other, need 
legislation to protect their own interests or the interests of their 
stock and bond holders, we think it should be provided for in a sep- 
arate and distinct act distinctly declaring its purpose and having 
these objects in view. They are justly entitled to the equal and com- 
mon protection of the laws, no more, no less. 

"This commission holds that the act to regulate commerce, being 
in terms and substance an act to restrain, control, and correct abuses 
which have grown up by reason of the unauthorized acts of railway 
managers, has no place for such protection from their own acts as 
common carriers now claim must be extended to them, and that such 
amendments to the law, which was framed solely with reference to 
the rights and interests of the people, will surely weaken, if it does 
not defeat its administration. 

"To allow pooling, subject to state or interstate control, is a step 
towards the point where railroads are to be operated and managed 
under state or inter-state control. It will be followed by other nec- 
essary steps in the same direction, until the respective commissions 
are so overwhelmed by a vast volume of details as to be entirely pre- 
cluded from giving any attention to the public welfare. 

"Tl)e country has not forgotten the evils which grow out of the 
old system of pooling. They were evils for which railway man- 
agers were solely responsible. Congress made no mistake when it 
laid the ax to the root of the tree. 

"It follows from what we have said, that in our opinion it is not 
practicable and it certainly is not advisable to amend the fifth section 
of the act to regulate commerce as suggested." 

In my judgment the fifth section of the inter-state commerce act 
should not be repealed. It should be amended so as to include m its 
provisions all net earnings from whatever source derived. 

Much might be said upon this subject, possibly not much that is 
new, because it has been widely discussed on both sides by many 
eminent men, but I content myself now with remarking that to my 
mind the proposition to allow "competing roads to divide between 
them the net proceeds of their earnings," is nothing but an effort to 
create under the forms of law a gigantic railroad trust. In a certain 
sense all railroads are "competing r«ads," and if such roads are al- 
lowed to make a pool of net earnings it would include all roads in 
the United States. 

It is said that nature abkors a vacuum. It is equally true that 
the jurisprudence of this country abhors a "/r«j/" and that the laws 
forbidding such combmations are fully in accord with the common 
sense and undivided sentiment of the American people.

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^'^Resolvedy As the sense of this convention, that Section five 
(5) of the act to regulate comnaerce be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

"Section 5. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier, 
subject to the provisions of this act, to enter into any contract, agree- 
ment, or combination with any other common carrier or carriers for 
the pooling of different railroads or to divide between them the ag- 
gregate or net proceeds of the earnings of such railroads, or any por- 
tion thereof, and in case of any such contract, agreement, or combin- 
ation, each day of its continuance shall be deemed a separate offense.'^ 

In the absence of Mr. Becker, his colleague on the Minnesota 
commission, Hon. Ira B. Mills, who was present, moved the adop- 
tion of the resolution submitted with the minority report, speaking a* 
follows m defense of the motion: 

Mr. Mills. I hardly feel equal to a full discussion of this sub- 
ject, as it was not called to my attention until I came here today, but 
it seems to me that the adoption of the majority report of this com- 
mittee, and a favorable action upon that report, would be a step 
backward in the railway legislation of this cou.itry, I think it is the 
experience of our country that in every town, or in every section 
where there is healthy competition of business, there is prosperity, or 
greater prosperity than where there is no competition. It seems to 
me that the repeal of what is known as the pooling clause in the in- 
ter-state commerce act tends to set us back by providing the means of 
destroying competition. 

We have an illustration of the effect of a pooling system, or 
something like it, in our own cities, St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
There are at least five roads leading from here to Chicago^ — some of 
them a considerable distance shorter than others. There is nothing 
in the law now which prevents pooling, so far as passenger earnings 
are concerned. The long roads at the present time say to the short 
ones, if you make certain time between Chicago and St. Paul we 
will cut your rate ; there is an agreement between them by which 
we are kept at least an hour or an hour and a half longer on the 
road between those two cities and Chicago than we would be if there 
was not that arrangement between the carriers. The business of 
our country is held back at least an hour in the matter of passenger 
service. Now, carry this out as to freight rates. If roads at every 
competing point come to an agreement for a division of the earnings, 
it must necessarily result in no competion between them. 

It was suggested by Mr. Dey in his report this morning that in- 
terior points were suffering. I can see no reason why interior points 
should suffer by the law preventing pooling of freight or passengers, 
unless we can say that our inter-state commerce law is at fault and 
can not be enforced, and that most of our state railroad laws have not 
any power and can not be enforced, or are not enforced. They both 
provide that nothing but a reasonable rate shall be charged by car- 
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riers, and a tribunal is provided by which the rate charged can be in- 
vestigated and, if found unreasonable, it can be reduced. Now, if 
the carrier gets a reasonable rate for transportation it certainly should 
be satisfied. If the carriers in the management of their business be- 
tween them see fit to cut their rates for the benefit of the community 
it is the carriers' business and no one's else. I think at central points 
— where carriers center — there should be just as healthy competition 
as you find between merchants in your own town. It is not our 
business to take care of their interests. They have the brightest 
minds in the country to take care of their interests for them. Where 
there is healthy competition between them the people get the benefit 
of it. If they are allowed to pool their rates the people will be the 
sufferers. 

Commissioner Knapp, of the Inter-state Commerce Commission, 
replied at length to the minority report, and very ably reviewed the 
various legal complications giving rise, first to the demand for an 
anti pooling provision and now for its repeal, and defended the 
position taken in the majority report. This was forcefully replied 
to by Hon. Allen Fort, Commissioner from Georgia, as follows : 

Mr. FoBT. Mr. Chairman, I regret very much to disagree with 
the views of the distinguished gentlemen who preceded me, but it 
seems to me that it will be a very long step backward lor this body 
to advocate that in the regulation of railways in the several states we 
should undertake to legalize pooling — or rather, I should say, to 
recommend that course to congress. Why, that was one of the 
great causes which prompted legislation in the several states on the 
subject of railway regulation. The idea has been crystallized in the 
constitutions of various states, and it has been enacted into law by 
several states and by this act of congress. Can it be that the people 
made such a mistake on this question of pooling, that instead of 
being illegal it should be legalized ? Can it be that the public was so 
far wrong in its estimate of the evils of this practice that it should 
now, by one single act, reverse the collective judgment of almost all 
states. 

The question of regulation is a very complex one ; it is difficult 
to understand and more difficult to enforce. I know that we have 
had to abandon some ideas, notably the doctrine of competition, be- 
cause it will not be insisted that competition in rates as with compe- 
tition as applied to other business is practicable without violating the 
law, and disastrous consequences as extortion. The two great evils, 
extortion on the one hand and discrimination on the other, were 
those which all railway regulations sought primarily to prevent. 
Unbridled competition produces discrimination. Unrestricted power 
oppressively exercised produces extortion. It was, therefore, neces- 
sary to curb the one and restrict the other. When it was supposed 
that competition would effect the desired results, many railroads were 
constructed. They were built from what is known as trade centers 
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all over the land, and on the same principle the construction of a road 
was often promoted. But it was found that competition, unbridled, 
causes the discrimination which the gentleman preceding me referred 
to, and the working of rebates, drawbacks, and all the deviations 
whereby advantage was given to one shipper over another. The 
railroads themselves inaugurated pooling. They inaugurated it for 
their own protection, and in many places, no doubt, to this day they 
carry it out in a way, but I hear many complaints among railroad 
people of bad faith among each other. I understand, however, that 
in some places the railroads are held to the contract with each other. 

I think the point we want to find in this question of pooling is 
in the arguments with which the roads would induce us to approve 
of it. It means the practical abolition of compel ion in all branches 
of transportation at the points of competition. I wish it understood 
that in discussing trusts and monopolies I am not speaking of them 
in the sense in which the terms are often used, to deprive capital of 
its' just rights, for corporate capital should be considered as sacred as 
that of the individual. But we do know that in this age, in this day, 
at this hour, if there is one particular thing above another from which 
this country is suffering, it is monopoly, it is trusts. It is a day of 
trusts, consequently we find it a day of distrMsts. And yet shall we 
legalize one of the most pernicious forms in which the tiust can be 
made by recommending legalized pooling at points of competition? 
It seems to me that we will abandon one of the greatest principles 
that we hold on this subject of regulation. In my state it would be 
impossible to permit pooling, because our constitution prohibits it in 
expressed terms, in terms even stronger than the act of congress. I 
could not, with my convictions upon the subject, be willing to recom- 
mend to this convention a departure from what I believe to be a 
sound principle, founded not only upon the constitution of the state 
of Georgia, but those of other states. I have read with interest the 
very able report submitted upon this- question, and I fail to agree 
with my learned friend who thinks this clause in the act has no place 
there, that it is incongruous with it. To my mind it seems to be 
there logically, to be necessary to the verv spirit of the law. The 
legalizing of pooling would tend to destroy the very competition 
which now exists among the railroads and which has been of so much 
advantage. 

The inter-state commerce commission should be invested with 
the rate-making power — the power to make a maximum and mini- 
mum rate. If it has not that power, congress would confer it. 
Whatever is beyond the maximum or below the minimum would 
then be illegal. 

They would not at the points of competition fix the rate. They 
would not have time, with all their indefatigable industry, to deter- 
mine whether or not the rates upon the thousands of articles upon 
which rates are fixed are just, or to fix the rates at the thousands of 
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places in this great country ; but if they had the rate-making power 
the law would he almost self-executory. You could goto the courts, 
they could complain to the commission of the violation of rates that 
had already been established as just and reasonable, whereas they 
only determine now upon the rate fixed by the railroad companies 
themselves. They would remove the difficulty in regard to pooling ; 
but if we legalize it, if we take this step to give the sanction and ap- 
proval of law to so convenient and common a means of combination, 
of promoting monopoly, we will strike down, to my mind, one of 
the greatest securities that the people have under railway regulation. 

It is in vain to talk of the facility with which they can practice 
a fraud upon the public by giving an advantage to this one or an ad- 
vantage to this commodity or that locality, secretly or illegally. The 
opportunity would be equally as great if pooling were legalized. 
The very men who are regardless of the law and of the rights of his 
competitor would be equally regardless of their duty to other rail- 
roads and to the public, and still continue, to the same extent, to de- 
ceive and impose upon each other. Why, it is a common thing to 
hear of these railroads complaining against each other. Take the 
Southern Railway and Steamship association, and I doubt not the 
Western Traflic association, and others throughout the land. They 
are great pooling combinations, in my opinion illegal (but that is not 
here for discussion now), but reduced to the last analysis that is 
what they are — and yet we find them constantly complaining of vio- 
lations of these among themselves. 

So I say, if their experience in this respect goes for anything, 
we can not evade the troubles that it is supposed will be gotten rid 
of by the legalizing of pooling. 

I think, therefore, that the report of the minority should be ad- 
opted. Certainly we can not go so far as to absolutely and uncon- 
ditionally recommend the repeal of this section without any substitute 
legislation outlined or provided for. To relieve the railroads, in 
other words, Mr. Chairman, exactly where they were at the time of 
the adoption of this act, to leave one of the crying evils which pro- 
duced its adoption, at least not prohibited by law and impliedly sanc- 
tioned by it, I think would be abandoning the great principles upon 
which these statutes were founded. 

There are other and better arguments that might be made, but I 
do not know that it is necessary to discuss the details of this matter 
further. I regret that I have not been able to state in more satisfac- 
tory form the views I have on thi subject. My convictions are 
strong, but I realize that I have not been sufficiently prepared to pre- 
sent them as they deserve to be. 

The discussion was closed by Commissioner Dey of Iowa, in 
defense of the majority report. 

The vote was taken at an exceedingly inopportune time, at the 
opening of the morning session, when <"he attendance was very small 
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The minority report was rejected by a vote of 19 to 8, and the con- 
vention went on record as favoring "pooling." This recommenda- 
tion has since been favorably voted upon by congress.' 

At this (ionvention Commissioner Stevens was made a member 
of the committee on order of business and of the committee on legis- 
lation, and Commissioner Cameron retained on the committee on 
uniform classification of rates. 

The commissioners desire here to repeat what they said in a spe- 
cial report to the governor in i8<^3 : 

VVhen the proper interest is enlisted these conventions are a 
most useful school for the interchange of theories and experiences, 
the development and correction of legislation covering the question 
of transportation, and the discussion of proper methods in the rela- 
tions existing between the commissioners and the various common 
carriers. The delegates returned from the convention with a 
stronger appreciation of the importance of their duties, and a greater 
conviction of the mistake that was made by our state constitution in 
providing for a new and inexperienced commission at each biennial 
election. There is no office in our state where experience and tech- 
nical knowledge are so necessary.

372 REPORT OF THE 



WHEAT RATES. 



During the season of 1893, owing to the great shrinkage in the 
value of our grain products, due to the serious financial panic of that 
year, it was suggested that efforts should be made to secure a reduc- 
tion of freight rates, upon the theory that the roads should share 
with the farmer a small portion of that shrinkage by way of a 
reduction on the freight rates on grain. The rates from primary 
points in North Dakota to terminal points in Minnesota and other 
states being inter-state rates, and so outside the jurisdiction of the 
bo*rd, it was deemed advisable that whatever action was .taken 
should be in concert with the Boards of Railroad Commissioners of 
South Dakota and Minnesota. The secretary was therefore in- 
structed to forward the following communication to the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners of Minnesota : 

Augugt 19, 1893. 
To the Honorable Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, St. Paul^ 

Minn, : 

Dear Sirs: — It has been suggested tothi^ board that the commissioners 
of the states of North and South Dakota and Minnesota should take concerted 
action to urge upon the management of various roads operating in the^e 
states that a lower rate be made for the shipment of wheat this fall. It is 
thought that it is unfair to make the farmer stand all the shrinkage in wheat 
values that this panic involves. Even a moderate rate reduction would mean 
much to the farmers in a season when the balances are all on the loss side of 
the ledger. 

As to the practicability of such action this board would be inclined to- 
accept the judgement of your more experienced board. If it was thought 
practical the two Dakota commissions might meet with you to urge the matter 
on the roads in person. This board will be pleased to hear from you in the 
matter.

A similar letter was sent to the South Dakota commissioners, 
but elicited no reply. The Minnesota commission replied as fol- 
lows:

Finlay Grant , Esq,, Secretary Commissioners of Railroads, Bismarck, N. D. : 

Dear Sir : — This commission is in receipt of your valued favor of the 19th 
inst., suggesting a conference between the commissioners of North and South

Dakota and Minnesota to consider the subject of reduction in freight rates for 
the transportation of grain from the several states — based primarily upon the ' 
great decrease in the value of these products. 

We are greatly obliged to your commission for the suggestion and for the 
invitation to this commission to take part in such conference. We are. in- 
clined to think that a comparison of views upon this subject will result in great 
good to the work we have in hand, even if we do not accomplish a present 
reduction of rates. 

We suppose if anything is to be attempted in this direction, that it must 
needs be done with the railway companies by means of argument and persua- 
sion, rather than by an appeal to the law and the courts. 

It occurs to us that in the first instance the conference should be between 
the North Dakota commission and this commission. The presence of the 
South Dakota commission would bring into such a meeting more prominently 
the question of rates to Chicago, which might tend somewhat to embarrass 
us. If we can do anything on rates from North Dakota and Northern Min- 
nesota points to the head of Lake Superior, rates to other points would have to 
adjust themselves accordingly. 

If these views are in accord with your own we would suggest that your 
commission and this commission meet together at some convenient point as 
soon as might be, say early in September. In case you agree upon these 
points we are willing you should name the time and place. Give us as much 
notice as you can, and we will keep the appointment.

In line with the suggestions of the letter a conference was 
arranged with the Minnesota commissioners at their office, Septem- 
ber i2lh, when a representative of the Great Northern Railway, as 
the principle carriei* of grain in the territory interested, was called 
before the conference. The matter was ably presented for the 
conference by Commissioner George L. Becker, of the Minnesota 
board, who cited all the points favorable to the position of the con- 
ferees. Mr. Mohler, the general* manager of the Great Northern 
road, replied, giving no definite hope of favorable action, and cited 
the fact that the financial depression made it harder than ever for 
the roads to make such concessions. Mr. Mohler agreed to submit 
the matter to the general management of the road, and give it care- 
ful consideration ; but no favorable action was ever taken. It would 
seem as if the conference had resulted in no immediate direct good, 
aside from the fact that it demonstrated the possibility of concerted 
action to secure such favors in the future, when the concession asked 
for is not covered directly by law. 

Of course the North Dakota commissioners had no power under 
the law to act in the matter of grain rates, other than purely local 
rates. The Minnesota commissioners had such power, both primary 
and terminal points being within the state; and shortly after the 
date of that meeting a case in line with the object of the conference 
came before that boord. It was a petition for a reduced rate on 
wheat from Crookston, drawn up by Elias Steenerson against the 
Great Northern Railway company. The hearings in this case at- 
tracted considerable attention at the time, and as the matter was of 
direct concern to this state, inasmuch as a reduction of rates to Crook- 
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ston would almost certainly necessitate a reduction to North Dakota 
points, this board was represented during a part of the hearing. 

This case was pending before the Minnesota commission for al- 
most a year. In the meantime another season of low prices for 
grain products came around, and the agitation for lower freight rates 
was renewed. This agitation was organized at a meeting called at 
Mayville, in Traill county, and which was attended by some of the 
largest grain producers of the state. A committee was formed, of 
which Datus C. Smith, of Blanchard, was chosen president, and C. 
L. Heiser, of Mayville, secretary. 

This committee organized a creditable and systematic cam- 
paign. A petition was drawn up, directed to the Great Northern 
Railway company, praying for a reduction of three cents a bushel on 
wheat to Duluth and Minneapolis. Accompanying these petition 
blanks, was a circular explaining the object, and the justice of the 
demands, both being widely distributed and largely signed through- 
out the state. To aid in this agitation an explanatory circular was 
sent to the press of the state, of follows : 

Dear Sir: Herewiih we hand you a copy of a petition which has been 
and is being widely circulated and signed throughout each county in North 
Dakota, traversed by the Great Northern Railroad. It fullj explains the ob- 
ject sought to be attained. 

Now we think the people of this section — we might say state- should 
emulate the successful policv of the Minneapolitans — not to hesitate in asking 
for what they want and are entitled to, and having asked for it, leave no fair 
means untried to obtain the desired result. The farmers are in dead earnest 
in this matter, as they feel that the cost of laving down their product in the 
Minneapolis and Duluth markets must be greatly reduced, or they must cease 
to raise wheat. No one will dispute the fact that the prices obtained at the 
terminal points for our products in all equity justify us in asking for a reduc- 
tion in the carrying charges on the same, and but little study of the interstate 
commerce laws is required to (convince anyone that we are also legally en- 
titled to such a reduction, as it is distinctly stipulated that "charges for trans- 
portation service should have reasonable relation to cost of production," and 
the act to regulate commerce declare^ "every unreasonable charge unlawful." 

Now the success of every line of business in this state depends on the 
prosperity of the farmer, the newspaper business not excepted You news- 
paper men can help this matter— so vital to the whole state — along greatly, if 
you are willing to do so, and as our succcess means your success, we have no 
doubt you will give us your hearty Co-operation in thoroughly agitating the 
matter. We hope to enlist most of the newspapers in the state in our cause. 

COMMITTKH ON LoWER FREIGHT RaTKS.

When sufficient signatures were obtained, the petition was sent 
to James J. Hill, president of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, accompanied by the following letter: 

Mayville, N. D.,July 28, 1894. 
Mr. y. y. Hill, President Great Northern Rail-way Line, St. Paul, Minn. 

Dear Sir : — Enclosed please find copies of a petition for lower freight 
rates, adopted at a meeting of farmers in Mayville, July 7th inst. 
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There is much that might be said by us in this matter, but we feel sure 
that you are well aware of the situation, and the hard lines upon which we 
are fallen. 

We beg to assure you that this is no unreasoning, anti-railroad agitation. 
It is meant as a temperate, but earnest appeal, by which >ve hope to call the 
serious attention of yourself and associate directors to our urgent need of 
relief. 

These petitions have but just begun to circulate, but with the hope that 
delay may be avoided, and that a reduction in rates may be made on the 
present crop, we send the few petitions that are already in, without waiting 
for the larger number which will follow. 

We ar« a committee with thig matter in charge, with Charles L. Heiser 
of Mayville, N. D., as Secretary. 

We hope that this will receive vour early consideration.

Following is the substance of the petition which accompanied 
this letter: 

To the President and Directors of the Great Northern Railway Coiiipany : 

Gentlemen: We the undersigned farmers of North Dakota, respect- 
fully petition you to make a substantial reduction in the freight rates on your 
lines, on wheat and other and all farm products. We believe that justice de- 
mands such a reduction. 

We believe that the prosperity of the Great Northern Railway company 
ought to bear a closer relation to the prosperity of the people who produce its 
business, than has subsisted during the past few years. While tlrereare many 
evidences of your prosperity during this time, there are many evidences of 
our lack of it. Since October, 1889, the average farm price of our wheat has 
declined from 91 cents per bushel to 50 cents per bushel, while your rates for 
carrying that wheat to market have been reduced during these live years of 
dechning prices, less than one cent per bushel. This we believe not to be in 
fair proportion. We believe that as our relations are mutual, you ought, ere 
this, to have shared with us a greater part of the burden of low prices, that 
has rested so heavily upon us — and in the same manner as we have done, 
namely by a reduction of profits. We feel that in view of the very slight re- 
duction in rates during the past five years, nothing short of an average reduc- 
tion of three cents per bushel on wheat to Duluth and Minneapolis, with 
other farm products in proportion, will give us rates that are just and rea- 
sonable. • 

This board having had the matter up with the Minnesota com- 
mission, conferred .with those interested in this petition, and arranged 
for a formal conference at Fargo, at which i*bpresentatives of the 
petitioners, and others interested, might meet with officials of the 
various roads operating in the state, and there present and discuss 
their demands. Accordingly the conference was held at the Hotel 
Metropole, Fargo, August 23. 

There were present, representing the roads, General Solicitor 
M. D. Grover, and a representative of the traffic department, for the 
Great Northern; General Manager J. W. Kendrick and General 
Freight Agent Moore, for the Northern Pacific; General Traffic 
Manager W. L. Martin, for the Soo; and Assistant Traffic Manager 
Jones, for the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
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Railroad Commissioners Becker, Mills and Ligorett, and Sec- 
retary Teisburg, of the Minnesota Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission, were also present, and participated in the hearing, being 
especially interested in the te«itimony presented, being then prepar- 
ing their decision in the Steenerson petition for a reduction of wheat 
rates. Mr. Ward Ames was present as a representative of the 
Duluth Board of Trade. Mr. James Johns, of the new Northern 
Pacific line of elevators, was also present. 

For the farmers there were present Messrs. J. L. Grandin, 
Oliver Dalrymple, Col. C. A. Morton, Secretary C. L. Heiser, Hon. 
J. S. Weible, Hon. Walter Muir, E. M. Upson, and several others of 
the largest grain producers of the state. 

The commission stated the object of the conference, explained 
the work previously done in the matter of securing lower rates, and 
the disabilities that made it impossible for the board to exercise any 
jurisdiction in the matter, owing to the inter-state character of the 
rates sought to be lowered. 

Mr. Heiser related the history of the agitation for lower rates, 
stated the necessity for them and concluded by reading the petition, 
signed already by 2,000 farmers of the state, praying the Great 
Nortdcrn road to reduce its rate to terminal points. Mr. Heiser 
pointed out that wheat had peclined in five years from an average of 
91 cents a bushel to 50 cents, and that in that time freights had de- 
clined but r cent a hundred. 

Mr. Grandin said he was not familiar with the comparative rates 
of different roads, but he was familiar with the cost of raising wheat, 
and he was prepared to prove that it was raised at a loss at present 
prices, and unless better prices were obtained and freight rates were 
reduced farmers in the Red river valley would be obliged to quit 
raising wheat. He estimated the cost of operating a wheat farm at 
$6 an acre, which, with the interest, machinery, etc.« put the actual 
cost at $6, requiring over 20 bushels an acre at 45 cents a bushel to 
even cover the expense. Farmers to whom he sold land could not 
even pay interest, and had to borrow money Jto meet operating ex- 
penses. A few years ago it required one-eighth of the value of a 
bushel of wheat to pay the freight. It now requires about one- 
quarter. Mr. Grandin thought freight rates could be materiully re- 
duced and still leave tne roads a just and reasonable rate. 

The case having been fully stated for the petitioners, Mr. 
Grover, on behalf of the Great Northern Railway company, was 
requested to make a statement of the position of that company. At 
considerable length Mr. Grover explained the position of the road, 
the condition of its business, and the effect of a reduction such as the 
farmers petitioned for, maintaining the impossibility of the road to 
make even a reduction of one cent a bushel without bringing disas- 
ter to the road from a financial standpoint. He produced a vast 
array of statistics, many of them startling in their character to the 
petitioners, and which he agreed to verify by written and tabulated 
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Statements to be filed with this office to be incorporated in this 
report. However the staten.ent was never filed, though repeatedly 
asked for by this office, and the forms of this report held open for 
it until ready for press. 

Following Mr. Grover, General Manager Kendrick spoke on 
behalf of the Northern Pacific Railroad company. Mr. Kendrick's 
statement he has since submitted to this office for publication in this 
report, as nearly verbatim as possible : 

Mr. Kendrick: I have been unable to prepare an elaborate 
statement based upon figures, as to the coit of our road, the expense 
of operation, and the results within the state of North Dakota. A 
few days ago, while coming east, I received, among many other 
clippings and papers which come to my office, one of the standard 
editorials of a North Dakota newspaper, which stated that, had the 
railroads been wisely and honestly con-tructed and managed, they 
would have been able, during the years of large and profitable busi- 
ness, now past, to create a surplus which would enable them to meet 
the farmer's present necessity, and grant the reduction in rates c«l!ed 
for, etc. I thought, after reading the editorial, that the Northern 
Pacific Railroad is in an ideal condition, both from the standpoint of 
the editor, and the politician. It shed all its obligations a year ago, 
at which time it went into the hands of the receivers. Since that 
time it has not been obliged, or able, to earn the interest on any par- 
ticular capitalization. As a matter of fact, it has endeavored to pay 
interest upon various securities and evidences of indebtedness, 
amounting to sixty-seven millions of dollars, and its disbursements 
on this account, represents annually interest at 6 per cent upon a val- 
uation of $ 14,700 per mile of its system. There is not one here present 
who will not agree with me that, taking the road, w»th its valuable 
terminals and equipments, it would be justified in paying interest 
upon twice $14,700 per mile, if it were able to do so. I said that we 
endeavored to pay this interest ; as a matter of fact, in June last, the 
interest on the first mortgage bonds being due on July ist, the re- 
ceivers found themselves without means with which to meet this ob- 
ligation, and were obliged to borrow from the reorganization com- 
mittee, the sum of one million dollars, in order to make up the de- 
ficiency, which sum, together with an additional sum of $1,300,000 
was required for the payment of interest on the same bonds on the 
first of January next, and the money Vequired to meet various other 
obligations ; that is, interest on receivers' certificates, payment of cur- 
rent indebtedness for operation, etc., during the months prior to Jan- 
uary 1st, 1895. Any decrease in rates will make it impracticable for 
the road to meet these obligations, and it will be necessary for it to 
default upon the interest on its first mortgage bonds, which amount 
to only $46,943,000. 

It must certainly be conceded that the company is entitled to 
rates which will enable it to pay the interest on these bonds. It 
would not, of couise, be fair to charge for the carriage of the wheat 
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a sum sufficient to produce the entire amount required for these in- 
terest payments, if at the same time, lower rates were charg^ed for 
other products and commodities. The average rate received by the 
road for the transportation of wheat, is practically a cent per ton per 
mile. The average rate received by the road for the transportation 
of all products and commodities, for the transaction of its entire 
business, in fact, is practically one cent per ton per mile. Therefore 
it appears that wheat is only called upon to bear the average rate 
charged for all transportation. 

The farmers of North Dakota are not alone in making a de- 
mand for a redi'clion in the rates upon wheat. From Lake Super- 
ior to Puget Sound, in every state, the producer clamors for a 
reduction in freight rates, claiming that so great has been the 
decrease in the value of his product, or output, that he can no longer 
afford to pay the rates that obtained twenty years ago. The wool 
growers of Montana now receive but 9 cents per pound for wool, 
whereas three or four years ago he received 27 cents; the silver 
miners receive 65 cents an ounce for their silver, whereas three 
years ago they received from a dollar to $1.20; the producer of hops 
receives but one-third of the price of three yeais ago for his product ; 
the manufacturer of lumber has to meet, not only a reduced price, 
but a limited demand. The fact is, that the depression affects every- 
one, and the railroads as much, if not more, than the producer. 

I have with me a statement showing the earnings of the road 
from July, 1893, to May, 1894, both inclusive, as compared with the 
corresponding period in the previous years ; The earnings from 
July, 1892, to May, 1893, are $:f 2 ,042,462.92; the earnings from July, 
1893, to May, 1894, are $15,641,810.24; a decrease of $6,400,652.68, 
or 29 per cent, which is practically the sapie shrinkage that has oc- 
curred in the business of every industry and enterprise in the north- 
west. 

During the same periods, the operating expenses were as fol- 
lows: For the first period, $13,209,173.41 ; for the second period, 
$10,714,930.12; a decrease from second period of $2,494,243.29, or 
over 18 per cent. 

It must certainly be appaieut to each and all of you, and espe- 
cially to the railroad commissioners, that the management has made 
the most strenuous endeavors to reduce expenses. Singularly 
enough, our attempts in this direction, which involve, among other 
plans for the relief of the situation, a decrease in the rates of pay of 
our employes, met with strenuous opposition in nearly every com- 
munity through which we pass; so that upon one hand we are bid- 
den to maintain the wages paid during times of prosperity, and on 
the other hand we are called upon to reduce the rates to a^ point 
which will enable the farmer to make fair profit upon his products : 
in other words, the producer who has suffered from the operation of 
the hard times takes the position that the railroad should insure its 
employes against sharing the burden under which he is laboring. 
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The only construction that can be placed up4n the position taken by 
the citizens of this and other states is that the railroad is considered 
a paternal institution. But how far is this paternalism to extend? 
If the railroad is expected to underwrite the risk of the farmer in 
the prosecution of his business, how far is it expected to do so? I 
hold in my hand an issue of the St. Paul Dispatch, which contains 
two articles which aie pertinent to the present situation, and to 
which I beg briefly to allude. 

First, is a statement concerning the prolific yield of hops in Ger- 
many and Europe during the present season, which makes it alto- 
gether unlikely that there will be any call for the American product, 
except at greatly reduced prices. 

Second, is a statement concerning the construction of the Trans- 
Siberian railroad, and the effect that this will have upon the price of 
wheat in the markets of the world. This article states that the com- 
pletion of that section of the road already under construction, will 
enable Russia to export thirty million bushels of wheat this year. 

A few months ago, a friend of mine, who takes a great interest 
in all economic problems, a man whom many of you know — Mr. 
George S. Morrison, the noted engineer, the man who built our Bis- 
marck bridge, who has recently circumnavigated the globe, while 
calling upon me, indicated upon the Canadian Pacific map of the 
world, with which you are all familiar, the route of the proposed 
Trans-Siberian railroad. He indicated the boundaries of the terri- 
ory, equal in area, apparently to one-half of the United States, and 
said that this territory is admirably adapted to the culture oi wheat. 
"With Asiatic labor content with pay upon which our laborers cannot 
live, with modern farming appliances, will not these people be able 
to produce wheat at prices with which the farmers of the northwest 
cannot compete ? Then again, take into consideration the extensive 
wheat fields of the Argentine Confederation, cultivated by Italians, 
and other European labor of the lower elements, content with wages 
of 20 cents a day, and already producing for export vast quantities 
of grain. What, under such circumstances, can be the future of the 
states of Minnesota and Dakota?" To which I replied, that what 
might be at first considered a dire calamity to these two Northwest- 
ern states, would, in my opinion, eventually prove a blessing; that 
they must ia time reach .the condition which had confronted every 
btate from Ohio westward, when the culture of wheat will no longer 
be possible, and it will be necessary for the farmer to turn his atten- 
tion to diversified farming ; that Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
southern Minnesota and Iowa, had all pursued wheat culture until it 
was proved that they could no longer do so, except at an absolute 
loss; that every farm in southern Minnesota, during this period, bore 
at least one mortgage, and many of them two, and Iowa was one of 
the poorest states in the union, but during the present period of de- 
pression, these districts have served to sustain the jobl)ing interests 
of St. Paul and Minneapolis; that the farmers jn Southern Minnesota 
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and Iowa are prosperous and well-to-do, and I believed that the time 
would come when a similar change would be worked out in Minne- 
sota and Dakota. 

I further stated that it was expedient to make what they were 
pleased to call a "relief rate" and gave our experience of last year in 
Washington, when we felt called upon to relieve the farmers, whose 
crops were practically ruined by the unprecedented rains that oc- 
curred during harvest; that in consequence of our reduction of a 
dollar a ton in the transportafion charge upon wheat, they were able 
to move their product, and that this year we were met with a demand 
for reduced rates because we had made a reduction last year ; that if 
Russia had thirty million bushels of wheat to export this year, it 
might happen that its wheat for export would amount to sixty 
million bushels for next year; that the price of wheat in Dakota 
might be further reduced from 43 or 44 cents this year, to 35 next 
year, in which case, even if it were possible for the railroad com- 
panies to make a further reduction (which it was not) and if the 
farmers were thereby relieved, it will next year be found necessary 
to make a further reduction, in order to insure them any profit; that 
it was, therefore, impracticable for the railroads to stand in the posi- 
tion of assuring the farmer against loss in raising wheat, or any 
other product; that the railroads were bearing their full share of the 
burden, and could not, legitimately, be called upon to do more. 

I concluded by stating, that the interests of the railroads and the 
community were identical, since the prosperity of the first depended 
directly upon that of the second; that this doctrine had always been 
preached and observed by the Northern Pacific Railroad, which had 
repeatedly come to the rescue of the farming communities of North 
Dakota and other agricultural states, with reduced rates for seed, 
for fuel, and for other things necessary for the transaction of their 
business and their comfort, but that tne limit had been reached, and 
that a further reduction in freight rates upon the products peculiar 
to the country through which our line passes, meant a hopeless and 
continued insolvency. 

The secretary read the following statement from General Man- 
ager Underwood, of the Soo road : 

MiNNKAPOLis, Minn., August 20, 1894. 
jt/r. FinUiy Grants Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Bismarck^ North 
Dakota, 

Dear Sir: Replying to your favor of late date, wherein you ask if our 
company will be represented at a meeting to be held at Fargo August 23, I 
beg to say that this letter will be handed you by our representative. 

Upon the assumption that the meeting is called to discuss the propriety 
of reducing our grain (and perhaps other) rates in North Dakota, I beg to 
herein outhne the position of our company : 

First, they built a railroad through North Dakota without any assistance 
whatever, having neither land grant, local aid or contributions of any char- 
acter. The road is there to speak for itself. It can be safely said, without 
egotism, that it has no superior and few equals, in point of physical excel* 
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lence. It cost more to build and equip than it was bonded for, and the conse- 
quence is a floating debt. It is honestly built, and the items of its cost are 
open to the inspection of your commission at any and all times. Up to this 
time it has nerer paid the interest on its bonded indebtedness of $20,000 a 
mile, at four per cent. (The persons who guaranteed the interest on its 
bonds for a term of jears have so far been forced to assess themselves to 
make their guaranty good.) During many months of the past year it has not 
paid its operating expenscis. As a business proposition it cannot, in justice to 
its owners, entertain the plan of a reduction of rates. Please bear in mind 
that it is not attempting to pay interest on water. Our company, in common 
with the people of North Dakota, are great sufferers from the depression in 
business. 

n It is but natural that the community, in times of depression, seek for 
relief. To that sentiment is due their agitation, and the agitation of the press, 
which is the reflex of the sentiment of the community. It would, in my 
opinion, be a great injustice to the railroads at this time to insist on a dimuni- 
tion of their revenues. The railroads of North Dakota are staggering junder 
a flnancial burden which they are unable to carry. In my opiniou, it is time 
for your Board, as the arbitrators between the people and the railroads, to set 
forth impartially their condition, and to, as far as you can in equity and 
fairness, protect the railroads. The precedents that are being drawn for the 
establishment of rates in North Dakota are not fair, in that they are almost 
invariably taken from densely settled communities, where there is a miscell- 
aneous tratlic. In Dakota \ve have peculiar conditions, and a one-way traffic, 
extending over a very brief period of the year, after that, nothing. This state 
of affairs is peculiar to any new country, and its outgrowth can only be 
awaited witii such fortitude as the community may bring to bear. 

The agricultural history of Michigan, Wisconsin and parts of Minnesota, 
will show that the period of transformation from universal wheat raising to 
farming of a more diversified character, has been invariably accompanied by 
more or less hardship. The railroads will have to bear their burdens arising 
from this source, but it is not fair to ask them to take on the proportion of 
others, and we have confidence that your Board will, so far as it is able, see 
that they are not called on to do this.

Mr. Martin, of the Soo road, and Mr. Jones, of the Milwaukee 
road, addressed the conference along the same line. A spirited dis- 
cussion ensued, entered into by most of those present, but resulting 
in no satisfactory understanding, the representatives of the roads in- 
sisting on the impossibility of any further reductions in freight rates. 
The conference therefore adjourned. 

Shortly after this time the Minnesota railroad and warehouse 
commissioners announced their decision in the SteenerM>n case^ 
ordering a material reduction in grain freight rates, and fixing a dis- 
tance schedule of rates, as follows : 
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SCHEDrLE "A." 

Rrasonable maximum rates on grain, viz.: Wheat, oats, harlev, rye and corn, and the mill pro- 
ducts of such grain, as fixed by the railnwid and warehouse commission of ihe state of Minnesota.

This brdcK of the board was appealed from by the Great 
Northern Railway company, and fs still in the courts. Should the 
order be sustained it will be as effective in reducing rates in North 
Dakota as in Minnesota. 

In the prosecution of this matter the commissioners were forc- 
ibly reminded of the desirability of havinof power extended to this 
office to carry such cases before the inter-state commerce commission 
on behalf of the petitioners, who, in most cases, would be unable to 
prosecute and follow such a case at their own expense before the 
inter-state commerce commission, the only place where a case in- 
volving inter-state rates can be adjudicated. 
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LIGNITE COAL RAT.^.S. 



One ot the acts of the last legislature, and a part of 
the legislation aimed against the authority of this office, was the 
passing of a law establishing maximum rates for the hauling of lig- 
nite coal within the state. The law is as follows. Chapter loi, of 
the Laws of 1893 : 

FREIGHT RATES ON COAL. 

AN ACT Fixing the maximum rates that railroad companies mav 
charge for the transportation of coal mined within the State of 
North Dakota. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of North Dakota : 

§ I. Maximum coal rates.] All railroad companies doing 
business as common carriers within the State of North Dakota shall 
not charge for the transportation of coal mined within the State 
from any station or siding within the state to any station or siding 
within the state a greater rate per ton than the following : For the 
first fifty miles or fractional par theieof, seventy-five (75) cents per 
ton ; for any distance over fifty miles and not to exceed one hundred 
miles, ninety- five (95) cents per ton ; for any distance over one huh* 
dred miles and not to exceed one hundred and fifty miles, $1.15 per 
ton ; for any distance over one hundred and fifty miles and not to 
exceed two hundred miles, $1.35 per ton; for any distance ouer 
two hundred miles and not to exceed two hundred and fifty mires, 
$1.55 per ton ; for any distance over two hundred miles and not to 
exceed three hundred miles, $1.75 per ton; for any distance over 
three hundred miles and to exceed three hundred and fifty miles, 
$1.95 per ton ; for any distance over three hundred and fifty miles 
and not to exceed four hundred miles, $2.15 per ton. 

§ 2. Penalty for failure to comply with act.] Any 
neglect or refusal to carry out any part of the provisions of this act 
shall subject the railroad company so refusing or neglecting to carry 
out the provisions of this act to a fine or penalty of not less than 
twenty-five (25) dollars per day for each and every day so neglect- 
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ing or refusing, to be recovered by any person snffering loss or 
damage thereby; said forfeiture may be recovered in any competent 
court of jurisdiction. 

§ 2. Duty of attorney general.] It shall be the duty of 
the attorney general and states attorney to have enforced the pro- 
visions of this act in the name of the State of North Dakota. 

§ 4. Repeal.] All acts or parts of acts in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

§ 5. Emergency.] An emergency exists in that there are no 
laws now in force for the regulating of railroad freight rates for the 
transportation of coal mined in the State of North JDakota, this act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage and 
approval. 

Approved, March 10, 1893. 

The intention of the law was to remove its enforcement entirely 
from this ofllice, as Section 3 explicitly provides. 

None of the roads operating in the state complied with the rate 
provision of the law, and complaints were repeatedly filed with this 
office, and referred to the attorney general, who invited the assistance 
of the board in an investigation. The commissioners brought the 
complaints to the attention of the various railroad companies, and all 
of them declined to be governed by the rates established in the law, 
the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie railroad excepted, they 
agreeing to put in a rate that was practically the rate established, 
save on the shorter hauls, v/here the differences were so immaterial 
as to be passed over by the board. 

The attorney general then determined to enforce the law 
through the courts and invited this oflice to prepare all the testimony 
available to be used in proving the reasonableness of the rates. 
After several delays two cases were prepared, and the attorney gen- 
eral was ready to institute legal proceedings, when, on an examina- 
tion of the wording of the law, he decided it to be unconstitutional, 
and notified this office of his decision. The cases prepared were 
then dropped. 

Accepting the opinion of the attorney general that the law was 
unponstitutional, the board proceeded to act under the laws pre- 
vpusly in effect, and instituted an examination of the entire matter 
of lignite coal rates, preparatory to a hearing to determine upon a 
schedule of reasonable maximum rates to apply to all roads operating 
in the state. 

It was found that three roads, the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern and Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie, had lignite 
coal rates in effect, each widely differing from the other. The Soo 
sdhedule of rates was the lowest, as follows : 
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Rate In cents per 2,100 qpunds, in car load shipments of 21,000 pounds or over.

A new schedule was put in effect since that time covering ship- 
ments from the lignite coal nunes at Des Lacs, showing an increase 
of 25 cents a ton to all points east of Minot over the rates above 
quoted, Des Lacs being the first station west of Minot. 

A comparison of these rates by distances brought out the fact 
that the highest rate in effect (on the Great Northern road) was in 
many instances double the lowest rate in effect (on the Soo road). 
Such a wide difference in rates was certainly evidence that an 
adjustment was necessary. Accordingly, papers were served on the 
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various roads to appear before the Board of Commissioners of 
Railroads at Fargo, on Friday, the 38th day of September, 1894, at 
10 o'clock, a. m., the citation naming the rates of the law as prima 
facie reasonable rates, to which the roads should enter their objec- 
tion, and submit testimony of unreasonableness, if they so desired. 
To this citation, the Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee aud St. Paul roads replied that they would 
be governed by the orfler of the Board as finally made. 

At the time appointed representatives of both the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific roads met with the Board at the 
Hotel Metropole, Fargo. The attorney -general was represented by 
Attorney J. E. Robinson, of Fargo. The representatives objected 
to submitting any testimony until the board had submitted a state- 
ment of the grounds upon which they based the reasonableness of 
the rates named in the citation. Not being prepared to enter a gen- 
eral answer, counsel for the roads asked for a postponement of the 
hearing until the twelfth day of October, which request was granted 
by the board, the hearing bemg adjourned to the office of the board 
at Bismaick. 

When the hearing reconvened, the commissioners, complying 
with the demand of counsel for the roads, submitted the following 
statement: 

The Commissioners of Railroads of North Dakota 
vs. 
The Great Northern Railway Company and 
The Northern Pacific Railroad Company. 

Meeting the objection of the honorable counsel for the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company at the informal hearing at Fargo, that the 
commissioners did not specifically point out their reasons for 
declaring the existing rates on coal over the roads cited to be unrea- 
sonable, and for determining that the rates fixed in the citation were 
reasonable, and wishing to remove any seeming, though unintentional, 
injustice to the defendants, they beg leave to submit* the following, 
briefly stating the facts and reasoning upon which they based their 
conclusions. These conclusions, however, are subject to modification 
should the defendants, or either of them, submit in their answer such 
evidence as will convince the commissioners of their unreasonable- 
ness. 

The commissioners wish to set forth, by way of explanation and 
amendment of the citation, that inasmuch as lignite coal is the only 
coal mined within the state, and practically the only coal shipped 
from points in this state, it is their intention that these rates shall 
apply to lignite coal only. They do not presume to determine that 
carriers are not entitled to a greater compensation for the hauHng of 
anthracite coal. The commissioners would further explain that in 
citing the rates as applying to distances within ranges of fifty miles 
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it was their intention that the maximum rate should apply only to the 
maximum distance, the rates for points within the fifty mile limits 
beinfT fixed proportionately, after the first fifty miles. 

In the consideration of the numerous complaints filed with this 
office, and the verbal demands that they proceed to an investigation 
as to the alleged unreasonableness of the lignite coal rates in effect on 
roads in this state, the commissioners were governed, first of all, by a 
comparison of rates established on those roads operated within the 
state. This comparison, briefly stated, was as follows :

These rates are from Dickinson on the Northern Pacific, Des 
Lacs on the Great Northern, and Loarain on the Soo— the longer 
hauls in each case. The Northern Pacific and Soo roads cariy 2,100 
pound tons, and the Great Northern 2,000 pound tons. 

Those three roads are operated under practically similar condi- 
tions, and the disparity in rates is so marked as to demonstrate the 
unreasonableness of the higher rates, accepting, as the commissioners 
feel they must, the rate in e£fect on the Soo road as one that is profit- 
able to that road. There are other features of these rates that estab- 
lish their unreasonableness. In the Northern Pacific tariff it is found 
that there is an increase of 10 cents a ton on the 100 mile haul over 
the 50 mile haul, but an increase of 60 cents in the next 50 miles. A 
similar peculiarity exists in the Great Northern tariff. There is a 
70 cent increase between the distances of 50 and 100 miles, and but 
15 cents in the next fifty miles, and no increase in the following 50, 
while there is a 25 cent increase in the next 50. 

Since this comparison was first made the Soo road has agreed to 
even a lower rate, and the Milwaukee has notified the commissioners 
that they have put in effect rates within this State practically similar 
to those set forth as reasonable rates in the citation, facts which lead 
the commissioners to the conclusion that the rates now in effect on 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific roads are excessive and 
unreasonable. 

A further comparison of rates on the Soo and Milwaukee roads, 
both of which carry eastern coal into this State, demonstrates the fact 
that the Soo road carries anthracite coal, a higher priced commodityo 
from Gladstone to Minneapolis, a distance of 343 miles, for $1.10 
per ton. Admitting that this rate is made under stress of partial 
lake competition, the difference between that rate and the rates in 
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effect on the Great Northern and Northern Pacific roads in this State 
on a cheaper commodity is still so great as to be an evidence to the 
Commissioners of the unreasonableness of the rates they ask to have 
reduced. On the Mliwaukee road the Commissioners find that the 
rates are, on anthracite and soft coals, to the three extieme points 
reached in this State, Fargo, 623 miles, $3.50; Harlem, 643 miles, 
and Edgeley, 680 miles, $3.25 per ton, rates accepted by the Com- 
missioners as evidence of the unreasonableness of the rates they 
ask to have reduced. The Commissioners also find by tariffs on 
file in this ofiBce that the Milwaukee road hauls anthracite and soft 
coal to local points in different States at rates equal to and less, 
for similar distances, than those quoted in the citation, an evidence 
to them of the reasonableness of the rates charged. 

In fixing upon the rates laid down in the citation, the commis- 
sioners accepted them as reasonable rates from the fact that they were 
passed upon favorably by the railroad committee of the last legisla- 
ture, who were supposed to have informed themselves of the reason- 
ableness of the rates, and by the legislature, who were not supposed 
to be ignorant of the matters they enacted iiito law. While this law 
may be void, the commissioners accept the rates it undertook to es- 
tablish as prima facie, tnough not conclusive, evidence of their rea- 
sonableness. Accepting these rates as prima facie, but not conclus- 
ively, reasonable, the commissioners accepted as more conclusive evi- 
dence the comparison with rates established bj the board of railroad 
commissioners of Iowa, and the railroad and warehouse commis- 
sioners of Illinois, and accepted by the roads of these states as rea- 
sonably remunerative. The comparison is as follows :

While the conditions are not entirely similar, they are not very 
dissimilar, in these states. The dissimilarity is largely in the spar- 
city of settlement and the necessarily smaller tonnage handled. Yet 
as compared with Illinois, Iowa shows a smaller population and a 
necessarily smaller tonnage, yet in sone instances the Iowa rate is 
much the lowest. The lowest Iowa rate, which is on a product 
whose value is equivalent to our lignite, is 20 to 25 per cent less than 
the rate cited by the commissioners^ which they believe is a liberal 
allowance for the dissimilarity in the conditions. 
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The facts and considerations herein briefly cited, influenced the 
commissioners of railroads to the conclusion that the rates in effect 
A^ere unreasonable and that the rates laid down in their citation were 
reasonable. These conclusions of the commissioners, however, are 
subject to modification upon satisfactory representation by the de- 
fendants that the rates now in effect are reasonable or that those 
cited are unreasonable.

Board of Railroad Commissioners of North Dakota 

vs. 
Great Northern Railway Co. and Northern Pacific Railroad Co 

At an adjourned meeting held by the commission, at its office, 
in Bismarck, on the 12th day of October, 1894, a written statement 
was submitted to the defendant railway companies, setting forth rea- 
sons why, in the opinion of the commission, local coal rates of the 
defendant companies, should be reduced and made to conform to the 
statutory rate. 

Leave was given to submit, in writing, an answer to the state- 
ments and suggestions of the commission. 

The Great Northern Railway Company submits the following: 

It is not claimed that the roads of the defendant companies, 
within the State, have not been, and are not being, operated with 
economy. It is not stated and cannot be truthfully established 
that their net earnings on account of business local to the state are in 
excess of the amount they are entitled to receive on account of the 
money actually and economically invested in the construction and 
equipment of their respective lines. This being true, a reduction of 
coal rates will work injustice, unless the amount of such reduction is 
placed upon, and thereby increase the rate on other commodities, or 
other class of traffic. 

The investment in the construction, equipment and operation of 
a line of railway, is permanent. Railway companies, as common 
carriers, must operate their roads, and are entitled to receive, as com- 
pensation for the service they render to the public, such a ncjj income 
as will pay a fair return upon the investment. 

Traffic should be so classified, and rates fixed, as to fairly dis- 
tribute among all classes, the amount railroad companies aie justly 
entitled to receive for the service they render. 
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Grain rates in North Dakota, in view of the large number of 
people interested in the sale and shipment of grain, and in view of 
the volume of traffic, have been fixed at the lowest point consistent 
with earning a sufficient revenue to maintain and operate the roads- 
and pay a fair return upon the investment. 

Towns and cities are large consumers of coal. Grain growers^ 
as a rule, purchase comparatively small quantities. The revenue to 
the companies for transporting coal, is, therefore, largely derived 
from consumers in cities and towns, having, as a class, but little in- 
terest in the shipment of other traffic or commodities. 

Agricultural communities can well afford to pay a fairly remun- 
erative rate upon the small quantity of coal they consume, if the ex- 
isting low grain rates, in which they are principally interested, can 
be maintained, and it is much better that the rate should be main- 
tained on coal, than that it should be taken from coal, and placed 
upon grain, or on another class of traffic, in which a large number of 
the people of the state have an interest. 

This company claims that its coal rates are just and fair, and 
that they do not, in any way, impose an unjust or unequal burdea 
upon any citizen of the state, making use of coal for fuel or in any 
form, and that to reduce its coal rates will necessarily, if its net earn- 
ings are to be kept up as they should be, impose a greater burden ork 
grain, or some other class of traffic. 

Rates arc so related that a reduction on one class of traffic nec- 
essarily bears upon any claim for a reduction of rates upon other 
classes of traffic. Should the coal rates of the Great Northern be 
reduced, the question arises, what answer can it make to a demand 
for a reduction or other classes of traffic. This question will be 
raised, and must be answered in many localities. Railroads could 
not be maintained in North Dakota, but for inter-state business, and 
a long haul from and into neighboring states. The state has good 
railway service, owing to the length of the lines of the railway com- 
panies, defendants, and inter-state business. 

While rates, local to the state, should, at all times, be fair and 
equal, and no more than to afford a reasonable return upon money 
iRvested, in fixing such rates regard should be had to the interest of 
the respective lines, as an entirety, and to the effect the reduction of 
rates on one class of traffic may have when claim is made for reduc- 
tion of another class. 

The reason assigned for a reduction of local coal rates is based 
entirely upon a comparison of rates. It is true that from two points 
the rate on the "Soo Line" is substantially the statutory rate. The 
rates of the Northern Pacific, from one or two points, are higher 
than on Ihe "Soo Line" and lower than on the Great Northern. The 
coal rate on the "Soo Line" is from Lorrain and Kenmare, points 
where there are coal mines, to other points on the line. The coal 
rate of the Northern Pacific i< from points on its line where there 
&re coal mines, to other points on its line. 
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The unreasonably low coal rates of these companies are, there- 
fore, limited to shipments from coal mines on their respective lines to 
other points on their lines. From and to all stations, except from 
stations at two or three points, where coal is mined, the same rate is 
in force as upon the Great Northern, for similar distances. The 
"Soo Line" crosses the Northern Pacific at Valley City. Should a 
car load of coal be consigned from Lorrain, on the "Soo Line," to a 
point on the Northern Pacific, the low rate on the "Soo Line"" 
would apply only to the point of junction with the Northern Pacific 
line, and from that point to,destination, the local tariff of the North- 
ern Pacific would obtain, which is the same as the local rate of the 
Great Northern, for the same distance. This applies to shipments 
from mines on the line of the Northern Pacfiic to points on the "Soo 
Line," or the line of the Great Northern. 

In the statement of the commission, submitted to the defendant 
railway companies, reference is made to the rates of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Ry. Co., and it is stated that on hard and soft 
coal the rate charged on shipments from Chicago to Fargo, a distance 
of 623 miles, is $3.50 per ton ; to Harlem, 643 miles, and Edgeley, 
680 miles, $3.25 per ton. 

The rate on the Northern Pacific and Great Northern to Fargo, 
from Duluth and West Superior, is $3.25 per ton ; to Edgeley, on the 
Northern Pacific, the same. The rate of the Milwaukee road, over 
a long line of 6S0 miles, is the same as that made by the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern, from Lake Superior points, over a 
shorter line, and at a distance of a little over 300 miles. * 

The officials of the Milwaukee load doubtless prefer to adopt a 
rate as low as the rate made b}' the shorter line, with a view of load- 
ing cars which would otherwise be returned to Fargo, Harlem and 
Edgeley empty. It is wise for a railway company havitig a long 
line, under such circumstances, to adopt the rate of the shorter line 
It is better to earn something than nothing. 

Comparative rates put in force under such circumstances, do not, 
it seems, afford a substantial basis for determining what rates are, in 
fact, reasonable, upon lines differently situated and being operated 
with a view of earning a fair return upon an honest investment. 

The only open coal mine on the line of the Great Northern in 
North Dakota is at Minot. By comparison, the coal rates in Iowa 
and Illinois are lower than the rates in force on the Great Northern,, 
from Minot. It is well to make comparison with rates charged by 
companies in other states:

The average coal rate on Great Northern, local to the state, is 
within a fraction of one cent per mile, for the distance loads must be 
hauled. This, however, is but one-half the distance as cars must be 
hauled empty one way. In order to transport coal from mines at 
Minot, the company must haul empty cars from eastern points, to 
Minot, and from there east to points of consignment. The tariff 
rate applies, therefore, not to the mileage from Minot to the point of 
consignment, but to double that mileage. Keeping in mind that 
the average coal rate, on shipments local to the state, on the Great 
Northern is about one cent per ton per mile, il is well, for purposes 
of comparison, to refer to rates and volume of business, on the lines 
of three railway companies, operating in New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey.

Will it be suggested that the rates of the GreatiNorthern are too 
high, in view of the volume of the coal traffic, tributary to its lines 
in North Dakota, and in view of the haul of empty cars, wnich must 
necessarily be made, should any considerable quantity of coal be 
transported from mines on its line ? 

The volume of traffic tributary to lines in Illinois, Iowa and 
Kansas, is largely in excess of that tributary to the lines in Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota. In Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri 
and Illinois, the population per square mile is 32. In Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, it is only 7.8. In the five states first 
above named, there are 105 tons of wheat and corn for every 
square mile, while in Minnesota, North and South Dakota, there 
are only 23 tons. 

All things considered, it does not seem that the rates of the 
Great Northern Railway Company are unjust, upon any basis of 
comparison with rates charged on like traffic, in territory 
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similarly situated. If eastern roads, transacting an enormous 
business, are entitled to earn, on an average, about one cent per ton 
per mile, for transporting coal, and if roads in Kansas are entitled to 
earn a like amount, it is difficult to see why roads in North Dakota 
should not be allowed to maintain rates which yield no greater 
income. The volume of traffic in Iowa and Illinois is very large. 
Empty cars are not hauled from the terminals to the coal mines in 
those states. The rates there, if reasonable, are so because they 
yield a fair return upon the amount of the investment, in view of the 
volume of the traffic and a load both ways. 

The rates adopted by the "Soo line" and the Northern Pacific are 
as we have seen, limited to shipments from mines on the line of 
their roads, to other points on their lines. The rate fixed by the 
statute and adopted by the *'Soo Line" and proposed by the com- 
mission, would pay at a rate of not to exceed 7.5 mills per ton, per 
mile. The quantity shipped, up to this time, has been small. The 
average distance is not known, but the net earnings will not exceed, 
so far as known, the amount named. The Great Northern railway 
company cannot transport coal at that rate unless higher rates are 
imposed, than at present, upon other classes of traffic. Should it 
adopt such reduced rate, it waives its right, and abandons its obliga- 
tion to so operate its road as to receive sufficient revenue to pay its 
operating expenses and a fair return upon its investment. 

Its total business in the state of North Dakota, for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1894, was as follows :

This Is equivalent to Interest at 6 percent, on a valuation of only $2,112 83 per mile. 

Is not the Great Northern Railway company entitled, on 
account of its local business in the State, to earn six per cent, on over 
$2,112.83 per mile of road? If it is, why should the coal late be 
reduced? If the coal rate is reduced, upon what class of traffic shall 
the amount of the reduction be placed, in order to keep up the reve- 
nue it has a right to receive ? The cost of operation, of the Dakota 
division, for the year ending June 30, 1894, was 5.7 mills per ton 
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per mile. At the rate proposed the company could not earn to 
exceed two (2) mills per ton per mile, over and above the average 
cost per too, per mile, of operating its Dakota division. 

The cost of hauling a loaded car, on the Dakota division, during 
the year ending June 30, 1894, was, as near as can be estimated, 6^7 
cents per mile. It costs, to haul two empty cars, as much, if not 
more, than to haul one loaded car. To haul a loaded car one mile, 
and an empty car one mile, costs 9.705 cents. The average number 
of tons of freight moved in each loaded car, on the Dakota division, 
during the year, including the heavy loading of wheat cars, was 
13.32 tons. The rate named by the commission, aud fixed by the 
statute, on coal, from Minot to Grand Forks, a distance of 250 miles, 
is $1.55 per ton of two thousand pounds. 

On basis of average load of 13.22 tons per car, this would yield 
the company a revenue of $20.65 per car. 

The cost of hauling the car empty, from Grand Forks to Minot, 
and loaded, from Minot to Grand Forks, would, on the basis of 
9.705 cents per mile, amount to $19.90, leaving a net revenue, to pay 
interest on cost of car and equipment, of 75 cents per car. The tax 
on the earnings of such car would be 62 cents, leaving a net revenue 
of 15 cents per car. 

Believing its rates to be just and reasonable, for many reasons, 
some of which ^re above set forth, and in view of its duty to the 
public and the dwners of the property, the Great Northern Railway 
Company has declined to adopt the rates tixed by statute, and pro- 
posed by the commission.

In the matter of the citation of the commissioners of railroads of the state of 
North Dakota, relative to rates for shipment of lignite coal to and from 
points on the lines of the Great Northern Railway company and the 
Northern Pacific Railroad company, as proposed to be fixed and deter- 
mined by said commissioners. 

Statement on behalf of the receivers of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road company, submitted by way of answer to the statement of the 
board of railroad commissioners formulated by way of explanation 
and amendment to their citation : 

Accepting the statement of the commissioneis as made in good 
faith, for the purpose of pointing out their reasons for declaring the 
existing rates of coal, over the roads cited, to be unreasonable, and 
for determining that the rates fixed in the citation were reasonable, 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific Railroad company find, upon a 
careful investigation of the facts pertaining to shipments of lignite 
coal to and from points on the line of the Northern Pacific in North 
Dakota, that the conclusions of the commissioners are neither reason- 
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able nor just, so far as they relate to the bnsiness or operations of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, and that the facts and reasoning relied up- 
on by the commissioners as the basis for their conclusionB, so far as 
the same are indicated by the statement of the board, arc not only 
faulty, but do not justify the conclusions reached. 

As the commissioners, however, have indicated in their state- 
ment that these conclusions are subject to modification, should either 
of the railroad companies submit, in their answer, such evidence as 
would convince the commissioners of their unreasonableness, it is the 
purpose and desire of the receivers of the Northern Pacific railroad 
company, m making this answer, to present and furnish the commis- 
sion with such information or data as will clearly show upon what 
they base their contention that the rates now in force upon the line 
of the Northern Pacific in North Dakota, are reasonable. 

If for any statement appearing in this answer there should not 
be found, within the answer itself, a recital of facts to justify the 
same, or if, in the absence of such recital, the necessary facts are not 
within the information or knowledge of the board, the receivers will 
be pleased at any time, upon suggestion or request from the board, to 
furnish full and definite statements of the same. 

As appears by the statement of the commissioners, they were 
very largely governed, in their investigation as to the alleged un- 
reasonableness of lignite coal rates, by the results of a comparbon of 
rates of several roaflls operated within the state, but the conclusion ar- 
rived at by reason of such consideration is, as to the Northern Pacific, 
a most unjust one, if that conclusion was based on the table •! com- 
parative rates included in the statement of the commioners* Th.at 
table gave the rate on the Northern Pacific, for a haul of one hun- 
dred and fifty miles from Dickinson, as $i.6o — In fact, the rate is 
only $1.35. It gave the rate for a haul of two hundred miles from 
Dickinson, as $1.70, while the actual rate is $1.50

This table shows the Northern Pacific rates from Dickieson a*^ 
they arc at present, also as they were noted in the statement of the 
commission. The rates of the Great Northern, and of the Soo line, 
as given in this statement, are the same as contained in the state- 
ment of the commission. To make the comparison complete and 
available for use for all the purposes of this statement, there has 
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been included a column showing the rates as proposed to b^ fixed by 
the board. The rates given in this table are for the same distances,, 
and between the same points, as those given in the statement of the 
board. 

This corrected statement of the Northern Pacific rates fully 
disposes of the criticism, made by the board, of an Increase of 
only ten cents per ton on the hundred mile haul over the 
fifty mile haul, in comparison with an increase of sixty cents in the 
next fifty miles, the correction making a reduction of about one-half 
in the supposed disparity. 

It will be noted from this comparative table tha| for the shorter 
hauls of two hundred miles or less the rates upon the Northern 
Pacific are practically as low as those upon the Soo line, the only 
difference being that of five cents on the one hundred and fifty mile 
haul, and fifteen cents on the first fifty mile haul. 

The Northern Pacific rate for the first fifty-mile haul has never 
been regarded by any one as unreasonable ; there have never been 
any complaints or criticisms against it, not even by the commis- 
sioners. 

Considering the relative location of the two lignite mines on the 
line of the Northern Pacific, and the location of the several towns 
and shipping points within the first hundred miles eastward |rom this 
further mine, both relatively to each other and to the two mines, the 
short haul rate is the most just and reasonable one for all interests in- 
volved. Theec considerations, as well as others^ are well known^ 
and will be fully appreciated by the commission. 

The effective rates on lignite coal, on the lii^ of the Soo, within 
North Dakota — that is, those by which it is able to obtain or control 
any business in that line — are those fixed for the shorter hauls, prac- 
tically confined to distances not exceeding two hundred miles. The 
Soo line, in making its rate on lignite coal from its mines in North 
Dakota into Fargo, by way of its line and the Milwaukee, does not 
undertake to do more than meet the rate into Fargo over the North- 
ern Pacific, at which rate it is practically without any business in the 
way of coal shipments into Fargo. 

The same is substantially true of other long distance rates on 
the Soo, and their rates for long distances are not entitled to consid- 
eration by this commission as a basis of comparison with the North- 
ern Pacific rates, as they do not have any tonnage between the long 
distance points. 

But a more specific comparison of some of the rates in effect on 
the Soo with those on the Northern Pacific may be of benefit to the 
commission. For instance, the rate on the Soo from Lorraic, N. D.» 
to Valley City, 185 miles, is $1.45 per ton, while the rate from Dick- 
inson, on the Northern Pacific, to Windsor, N. D., 194 miles, is but 
$145; the Soo rate to Enderlin, 215 miles, is $1.50, while the rate 
for the same distance on the Northern Pacific is $1.55. 
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But even if any effective rates on the Soo were lower than a 
similar class of rates on the Northern Pacific, that fact would not, of 
itself, necessarily be a just basis of comparison in determining whether 
or not the Northern Pacific rate was reasonable. It is proper to 
assume that any rate now fixed or determined by the Comnnission 
will, when once enforced, continue as the rate to be charged until the 
conditions of the country, and the business to which the rate is 
applicable, shall so change as to require a different one, that is to 
say, practically, that it will be a permanent rate. The present rates 
on the Soo, with which the Commission are seeking to make a com- 
parison as a basis for determining the reasonable rate on the North- 
ern Pacific, are emergency and temporary rates, established by a 
comparatively new line reaching and passing through North Dakota 
by a circuitous route, and depending upon such arrangements as it 
can make with a number of connecting lines for access to the more 
important shipping points in the state. They are rates fixed primar- 
ily with a view of securing business, and not because the rate so 
fixed for that particular article of shipment is or will be remunerative. 
In fact, the principal object of such a line, in making an effort to 
secure or make shipments of that article. Is not with a view, or any 
expectation, of remunerative earnings for the shipment of that 
article, but merely as an incident to securing or controlling the busi- 
ness of other shipments which may prove remunerative and which 
might not otherwise come to such a line. 

The mere fact, therefore, that they are willing to enter into the 
business at any rate, however low, merely for the purpose of secur- 
ing it, should not be relied upon to constitute a basis of comparison 
for determining a rate upon a line on which the conditions are not 
such as to justify such a course, and whose owners are entitled, not- 
withstanding such a course by another company, to charge, as a rate 
upon any commodity, sufficient to make its carriage fairly remunera- 
tive. 

That the Soo line may be willing to put in, or has agreed to put 
in, even a lower rate than that which is now in JForce, ought not to be 
relied upon to justify the conclusion reached by the commissioners 
that the rates in effect on the Northern Pacific are excessive and iJn- 
reasonable. It is more reasonable to assume that they are willing to 
take this course because the rates they now have in effect are not low 
enough to enable them to secure the business in competition with 
other lines more favorably located. • 

The same may be said of the course which the commission, in 
their statement, indicate that the Milwaukee has notified them that it 
is willing to pursue relative to this class of rates. The lines of the 
Milwaukee in North Dakota are so limited, in extent of mileage and 
tributary territory, that the use of their rates as a basis of comparison 
for rates on shipments exclusivel}' within North Dakota is of no 
value whatever. A company whose lines within the state are con- 
fined to one running from the southeastern corner along the east 
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boundary line through only two counties and into a portion of an- 
other, and a short line through two other counties in the extretne 
southeastern corner of the state, not touching any mines within the state 
and more than 200 miles from any such mines, cannot fairly be con- 
sidered as a factor in determining coal rates upon other lines travers- 
ing the entire state and having branches extending into every por- 
tion of the state. 

But the commissioners have not confined their comparison to 
rates for the shipment of coal within the state, but have made a com- 
parison between the rates on the Northern Pacific, between points in 
North Dakota, and rates on the Soo and Milwaukee on shipments of 
eastern coal into the state, calling particular attention to the rate on 
anthracite coal on the Soo from Gladstone, and intimate that the 
difference between the rate on that line between these points and the 
rate on the Northern Pacific in North Dakota, considering lignite 
coal is a cheaper commodity, is so great as to be an evidence of the 
unreasonableness of the Northern Pacific rate. But the commission 
are certainly too reasonable to insist that because lignite coal is a 
cheaper commodity than anthracite, and because one railroad com- 
pany carries from Gladstone, Michigan, to Minneapotis, Minnesota, 
for a certain rate, the Northern Pacific should reduce its rate to any 
certain proportion of the Gladstone rate, based relatively on the two 
conditions of lesser distance and cheaper commodity, if the rate so 
ascertained and determined was, in itself, unremuperattve. 

The conclusions reached by the commission are in line with just 
such an unreasonable proposition. It is fair to assume, however, 
that the commission has fallen into ^his erroneous position by reason 
of the very unfair comparisons resorted to. On the same basis of 
reasoning, fair and reasonable rates for the Soo to charge for ship- 
ments of lignite within North Dakota would be much belov/ its pres- 
ent rates for such shipments. 

Making applicable to the Gladstone rate the reasoning resorted 
to by the commission, we would have to assume that the rate which 
the Soo charges from Gladstone to Minneapolis for anthracite ship- 
ments was remunerative, or they would not be in the business at that 
rate. 

The following tables, showing the rates on the Soo for hard or 
soft coal in carload lots, per ton of 2,000 pounds, from Gladstone to 
the various points mentioned, giving rate per ton per mile, also, 
separately, the rates on the Soo for lignite coal from Lorrain, N. D., 
to the several points mentioned, giving the rate per ton of 2,100 
pounds, and rate per ton per mile, conclusively show the unreason* 
ableness of any determination arrived at, in fixing reasonable rates on 
lignite coal in North Dakota, by a basis of comparison with rates on 
long distance hauls outside of the state, as selected by the commission 
in making their statement:

The rates given in the second of the above tables are, as we 
have already shown, the same as those for similar distances on the 
Northern Pacific. 

The commission seems to treat as of light importance the strt^ss 
of lake competition, as they term it, which they admit determines the 
rate on the Soo from Gladstone to Minneapolis. The rate An the 
Soo between the points mentioned, a distance of 343 miles — $1.10 — 
is as high as it could be made and secure business, the rate from 
Duluth, on soft coal, to Minneapolis being $1.00. The fact is that 
the rate by water to Duluth is practically the same as by similar 
route to Lake Michigan points. As the haul from Duluth to Minne- 
apolis is only about 150 miles, it can be readily seen why the Soo 
line puts in a rate of $1.10 from Gladstone to Minneapolis. 

The same may be said of the rates on anthracite and eastern 
coals on the Milwaukee to Fargo, Harlem and Edgeley, they are 
made to meet the rates of the Northern Pacific and Great Northern, 
from Duluth, the rate on the Milwaukee to Fargo, as stated by the 
commission, being $3.50 and the rate on the Northern Pacific, from 
Duluth to Farg©, being $3.00. The Milwaukee rate to Edgeley, 
$3.25, is exactly the same as the Northern Pacific rate from Duluth 
to Edgeley, while that of the Milwaukee to Harlem is exactly the 
same as the rate of the Northern Pacific from Duluth to Oakes, 
which is the point on the branch of the Northern Pacific supplying 
the same territory as Harlem, on the branch of the Milwaukee. By 
a comparison of the mileage on the Northern Pacific from Duluth to 
the points mentioned, and that on the Milwaukee to the same points 
from Lake Michigan points, from which the Milwaukee takes east* 
em coal, the commission can readily see that the Milwaukee, in mak- 
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ing the rates mentioned, is only undertaking to meet the rate of a 
shorter line competitor. These Milwaukee rates do not, therefore, 
cut any figure as a basis of determining what is a reasonable mileage 
rate on the line of the Northern Pacific for lignite coal between 
points in North Dakota. They are not based upon any considera- 
tion of remuneration, or of rate per ton per mile, but simply to meet 
any rates which any other railroad company can afford to put in, or 
does pnt in, for shipments to the competitive points. 

The comparison made by the commission with rates established 
by the boards of railroad commissioners of Iowa and Illinois is not a 
fair one. The conditions are not only dissimilar, but they are not 
similar in any substantial respects upon which reliance can be made 
for com par ISO n. 

The following table showing a comparison between the present 
Northern Pacific lignite rates in North Dakota, and those upon soft 
coat upon railroads in Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado and 
Wyoming, in which the rates proposed by the commission are also 
noted in red, is submitted as one that presents the matter more fairly, 
the conditions of population, settlement and development of country, 
and tonnage of shipments, along and over the lines and within the 
states mentioned in the statement, approaching more nearly to such 
conditions along the line of the Nrrthern Pacific in North Dakota 
than those existing within the states of Iowa and Illinois: 
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The statement of this proposition ought to be sufficient to satisfy 
anyone of its truth who has ever lived in North Dakota and knows 
anything about Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, and Wyoming, in com- 
parison with Iowa and Illinois. The statistics on file with the com- 
mission, and in reports which they have in their library, fully con- 
firm it. There is submitted herewith the freight tariffs of the several 
lines mentioned, as indicated by number and designation under the 
several headings of the last mentioned comparative statement. These 
tariff sheets will fully confirm every item of the comparative state- 
ment, and the statement itself will show that upon a basis of com- 
parison with lines operating in other states under similar conditions, 
the rates on the Northern Pacific in North Dakota must be consid- 
ered reasonable. 

But if any further comparison was required, it could be found 
in the conclusion recently arrived at by the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners of the stale of Minnesota, whereby they 
decided that the rate of $3.00, on the Grea^ Northern, on hard and 
soft coal, from Duluth to Moorhead, a distance of 306 miles, was not 
unreasonable. They also decided, in the same case, that a rate of 
$2.25 was a reasonable rate for a haul of 213 miles on the Northern 
Pacific, in Minnesota. This was made appHcable to both hard and 
soft coal. 

It is claimed by the Commissioners in their statement that the 
rates laid down in their citation were passed upon favorably by the 
Railroad committee of the last legislature, and the commission say 
that they have, on thac account, accepted them as reasonable, this 
upon the supposition that Railroad committees had informed them- 
selves of the reasonableness of the rates, and that the legislature 
were not supposed to be ignorant of the matters they enacted into 
law. The commissioners accept them, as so adopted, as prima 
facie evidence of their reasonableness. 

No one familiar with the history of that legislation will under- 
take to say that any member of the legislature was familiar with the 
rates as finally incorporated in the bill when it became a law, or with 
the reasons upon which they were based. It is a well known fact 
that the committee of the lower house, the more numerous body of 
representatives of the people, adopted, and by their repv^rt approved, 
the lignite coal rates now m force on the line of the Northern Pa- 
cific. If expression of views thus formally given is ever of any 
weight, it ought to be considered in this case, as against one which 
is hurriedly given through the medium of an amendment in another 
house, not carefully considered, and rushed through without even the 
correction of glaring mistakes. 

It is also proper to say that the present lignite coal rates of the 
Northern Pacific were put in by that company at the earnest solicita- 
tion of the members of the board of commissioners who were the 
immediate predecessors of the present board. Their request 
for the establishment of the rates now in force was based largely 
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upon their desire, as represented to the traffic officials of ^he com- 
pany, that every possible encouragement and aid should be given to 
the development of the coal mining industry within the state of 
North Dakota. At that time it was neither claimed by the commis- 
sion, nor conceded by the company, that the rates which were then 
put in, in accordance with this request, were, or would be, remuner- 
ative. The action of that board in making the request was taken 
largely at the instance of mine owners at Dickinson and Sims, who 
were anxious to build up a business in the sale of coal at points along 
the line of the Northern Pacific in North Dakota. 

It is well known to the commission that these mine owners have 
admitted, and will not undertake to deny, that under the present 
rates on the Northern Pacific their coal business within North 
Dakota, along the line of the Northern Pacific, has been built up and 
developed beyond any reasonable expectations, and that these rates 
have not in any way crippled or injured their business. 

That the present rates of the Northern Pacific for the shipment 
of lignite coal within North Dakota, on its line, are reasonable, and 
not more than is fairly remunerative, and consequently such as that 
company, or its receivers, is entitled to charge, will become apparent 
from the statement herewith submitted showing the passenger and 
freight traffic of the Northern Pacific, within North Dakota, during 
the year ending June 30, 1894, from which it will be seen that the 
gross earnings from operation within the state, for the year, 
amounted to only $2,905,205.25, while the expenses were $2,230,- 
982.80, leaving for the net earnings from operation $674,222.40, from 
which deducting taxe^ $65,268.74 leaves onlv $608,953.66 as the 
earnings for the state of North Dakota, covering an operation of 861 
miles. It will be readily seen that such an amount of earnings is not 
sufficient to provide for a greater rate of interest than about five per 
cent on a capitalization of fifteen thousand dollars per mile ; but, as 
is well known to the commission, that is a very low estimate of even 
a fair capitalization, being much below the sum per mil^ which 
would be required to reproduce the entire plant within North Da- 
kota, even if the cost of the terminals was not taken into considera- 
tion. It will also be noted from the statement that the cost of carry- 
ing one ton one mile was practically equivalent to the present rate 
per ton per mile on lignite coal, that is, 0.792, which conclusively 
shows that the present rate on co^l is not high enough to pay more 
than the cost of carriage. 

North Dakota is given the benefit of every possible considera- 
tion in the statement of earnings herewith submitted, as that state- 
ment includes, as earnings for Dakota, not only receipts from local 
business, but for all inter-state business passing through the state, in- 
cluding teas and high-priced silks from China and Japan, and other 
eastern countries, and Pacific coast products, through to eastern 
American states, and commodities from the latter to the Pacific coast 
and far eastern country points.

This schedule the commissioners believe to be fair and reason- 
able, and enforceable in the courts, should any of the roads resist it. 
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THE ANNUAL INSPECTION. 



In 1893 the oommissioners made the annual inspection of all 
lines operated in this state, pursuant to the provisions of Section lo, 
Chapter 122, of the Session Laws of 1890, taking the principal rail- 
way systems durinir the month's of June and July. The inspection 
of the Chicago & Northwestern road, which operates but a small 
mileage in the state, was deferred until later in the season, when the 
work of the office was less urgent. Owing to the press of World's 
Fair traffic on the principal roads that year the commissioners ac- 
cepted the dates most convenient to the management of the roads, as 
it was desired to suit their convenience so that some of the officials 
of the road might accompany the Board and listen with them to 
such petitions and complaints as were presented. This arrangment 
made the inspection trip over some of the lines later than was desira- 
ble, crowding the construction of platforms and other improvements 
petitioned for and decided upon during the trip into the busy fall 
season, when it was found difficult tu complete all the improvements 
before the close of the season. 

The Commissioners, in company with the General Superin- 
tendent, made the inspection of the lines of the Mmneapolis, St. Paul 
& Sault Ste. Marie road in the state, in accordance with the follow- 
ing notice, which .was duly published, as required by law : 

To Wftom it May Concern : 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 10, Chapter 122, of the Session 
Laws of 1890, the Commissioners of Railroads of the State of North Dakota, 
will make their annual visit to the stations and inspection of the lines of the 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway Company and branches in 
the State of North Dakota, as follows, to-wit:

At the time of the inspection the road was still under construc- 
tion, but since completed, to the northern boundary of the state. The 
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lines^were found to be in excellent condition, the main line being in 
particularly g^ood condition for a new load, and the buildings and 
other improvements of the most modern pattern. Two excellent 
features were introduced by this road for the first time in the state. 
They were a portable station house for use at new and small stations 
where the business was uncertain, and a raised earthen platform 
covered with cinders in lieu of the former plank platform. The 
portable station house will be put in at any point where there is a 
reasonable prospect of a paying business, and can be taken down and 
relocated without injury should it be found necessary. The earthen 
depot platform is an improvement over the plank platform, as it re- 
moves the possibility of danger to person or property through broken 
planks, needs no repairs, and being deeply covered with cinders is 
always free from mud. The platform was used as a model for most 
of the loading platforms constructed during she year. 

No complamts and but few petitions were received on the trip. 
All the petitions received were favoribly acted upon by the board 
and promptly agreed to by Superintendent Pennington. 

The inspection of the lines of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul road was made in company with Superintendent 11. R. Wil- 
liams, accompanied by division superintendents Bush and Bunker, 
according to the following arrangement, duly advertised, as provided 
by law :

This road has three lines running into the state, havmg termini 
at Edgeley, Harlem and Fargo. The track and roadbed are main- 
tained in excellent condition, the lines being relaid with new ties. 
The bridges on this road were found to be unusually strong and sub- 
stantial, and given due attention. 

At Edgeley a delegation was present to petition for a platform^ 
the petition being promptly granted and the platform located by Supt. 
Williams. At Tyler a large delegation was heard in the matter of 
removing a siding or station, the particulars of which will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 

The inspection of the lines of the Northern Pacific Railway 
company was made in company with the general superintendent, 
M. C. Kimberly, and the division superintendents over the re- 
spective divisions, in accordance with the following arrangement 
(save that of the last day) duly advertised as provided by law :

The inspection of the Milnor branch, arranged for the 15th day 
of July, was deferred at the request of the management of the road, 
so that the Commission might grant a conference with General Man- 
ager Mellen and Chief Engineer Kendrick as to the arrangements in 
regard to the platforms and other improvements recommended by 
the Board, these gentlemen being on their way to the Pacific coast to 
be absent for some time. The arrangement made is referred to else- 
where in this report. 

The main line of the Northern Pacific was found to be in excel- 
lent condition, the roadbed and track being given careful attention by 
those in direct superintendence. Owing to the enroachments of the 
Missouri river in the vicinity of the bridge crossing the Missouri be- 
tween Bismarck and Mandan, the company has been obHged to do a 
great deal of riprapping to protect the embankments. The branch 
lines are not maintained in such good condition, though the company 
materially improved the Fargo & Southwestern and the Jamestown 
& Northern branches during the year. 

During the trip the Board and the General Superintendent 
listened to delegations at Horace, Berlin, Edgeley, Glover, Dickey, 
Adrian, Oberon, Sheyenne, Steele, Urbana, Eckelson, Hannaford, 
Dazey, Odell, Sanborn, Berea, Tower City, Buffalo, Gilby, Voss, 
Forest River and Cashel, presenting for the most part, petitions for 
platforms and other minor improvements, all of which were satisfac- 
torily arranged and are referred to elsewhere in this report. 

Commissioner Stevens was delegated to make the inspection trip 
over the Milnor branch, which he did on July 28th, finding the road 
in fairly good condition. During the trip he received and heard 
delegations at Wyndmere, Delamere and Milnor, all petitioning for 
improvements, which petitions are referred to elsewhere in this 
report. 

The inspection of the lines operated by the Great Northern 
Railway Company was made according to the arrangement herewith 
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quoted, duly published as provided by law. The Commissioners 
were unsuccessful in securing the presence of any of the general 
officers of the road on the trip. Division Superintendent Ponsonby 
accompanied the Board over kis division, but for the rest of the 
week the Board was unaccompanied. The following is the arrange- 
ment of the trip.

The main lines of the road were found in good condition, and 
the branch lines for the most part in but fairly good condition. 
While perhaps maintained up to the condition warranted by the 
amount of traffic passing over them, they are not wholly satisfactory. 
This condition is due to the conservative financial management of 
the road, and, in part, no doubt, to the completion of the main line to 
the Pacific coast, which required first attention in the past few years. 
The Portland branch was found to be in very bad condition, even 
unsafe. The rails were badly broken, the ties so much decayed that 
in many places they yielded to the pressure of the foot and broke off 
under the rail. The track between Everest and Portland was con- 
demned by the board as unsafe if continued in its present condition. 
The board was given to understand that during 1894 this branch 
would be put in safe condition. The Mayville branch was put in 
excellent condition during the year, being re-graded and re-railed 
with steel rails. 
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During the trip the board met and listened to deleg^atioiis at 
Gummings, Thompson, Levant, Ardock, Hoople, Crystal, Canton, 
St. Thomas, Hamilton, Bathgate, Edinburg, Milton, Osnabrock, 
Langdon, Easby, Pisek, Inkster, Michigan City, Lakota, Ilartfelt, 
Penn, Cando, Baird, Bisbee, Rolla, Rugby, Barton, Willow City, 
Omemee, Bottineau, Towner, Kempton, Mayville, Hope, Colgate, 
Page, Ayr, Arthur, Kindred, Stiles, Genesee, Havana, Straubville, 
Guelph, Silver Leaf and Devillo. These delegations presented peti- 
tions and filed complaints of almost every variety, nearly all of them 
being satisfactorily adjusted later on, particulars of which will be 
found elsewhere in this report. 

The inspection of the Chicago & Northwestern road was made 
on Tuesday, Nov. 7, after due announcement, as provided by law- 
This road oporates but 14.28 miles of track in the state, and the busi- 
ness passing over it is unusually light, so that the inspection was a 
mere matter of form, complying with the technical requirements of 
the law. The line was found in excellent condition, and the service 
even better than the traffic of that branch would warrant. There 
are but two stations on this line within the state. No petitions or 
complaints weie recoived. 

In 1895 practically the same order was followed in make the 
inspection of the railway lines of the state, the inspection beg-inning 
on the line of the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste* Marie roadj 
according to the following advertised program : .

During this inspection the Board took the opportunity to visit 
the various lignite coal mines being developed along this line, north 
of Minot, principally at Larrain and Kenmare, and which the road 
is encouraging in a praiseworthy manner. Delegations were met 
and complaints or petitions heard at Manfred, Kensal, Courtenay, 
Wimbledon, Enderlin and Nicholson, and all satisfactorily adjusted 
save in one or two instances in the case of petitions for street cross- 
ings, over which the Board had no jurisdiction. The Board was 
accompanied on the trip by General Superintendent Pennington. 

The trip over the Chicago, Milwankee & St. PhuI road was 
made in company with Superintendent Williams, General Road- 
master Moll, and Division Superintendents Bunker and Bush, ac^ 
cording to the following advertised program : 
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Edgeiey, in the county of LaMoure; Monango, Duane and Ellendale, in 
the county of Dickey; Brampton, Cogswell and Harlem, in the county of 
Sargent, on Thursday, the 31st day of May, 1894.

Delegatiois were met at Brampton, Coiyswell, Harlem, Fair- 
mount, Tyler, Abercrombie and Saunders, and in each case the mat- 
ters brought up were satisfactorily adjusted. At Tyler, a contest 
between the citizens and the road, of many years standing, was ar- 
bitritated by securing concessions from both sides. 

The only change in the program from 1S93 ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^''*P 
over the Great Northern was given precedence over the Northern 
Pacific trip so that the occasion for the delays of the preceding 
year might be removed. The trip was made according to the fol- 
lowing duly advertised program :

As on the preceding year, none of the g/eneral officers accom- 
panied the board, though invited and urged to do so. Division Sup- 
erintendents Ponsonby and Evans accompanied them over their re- 
spective divisions. 

Delegations were met at Grandin, Kelso, Buxton, Hoople, Can- 
ton, Langdon, Milton, Union, Park River, Michigan City, Lakota, 
Perth, Cando, York, Omemee, Bottineau, Towner, Northwood, 
Clifford, Murray, Blanchard, Davenport, Wolcott, Geneseo, Silver 
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Leaf, and Galesburg, The delegations were chiefly on matters con- 
cerning loading platforms. 

The inspection trip over the Northern Pacific roaU was made 
according to the following program, save that owing to the precipi- 
tation of a general strike the inspection of the Milnor branch had to 
be postponed :

The Board was accompanied on the trip by Division Superin- 
tendent Wilson. 

Delegates were met at Horace, Davenport, Woods, Englevale, 
Verona, LaMoure, Pmgree, Gilby and Drayton, chiefly in the matter 
of loading platforms. 

The Commissioners found the roads in practically the same con- 
dition as in 1893, save that the Great Northern had improved the 
Portland branch. Owing to the financial stringency and falling off 
in the volume of traffic the roads were undertaking no new improve- 
ments not absolutely necessary. Full descriptions of the character- 
istics and equipment of the road can be found in previous reports of 
this office. 

After having made two inspections of the entire iines of the 
roads operating in this state, the commissioners believe the annual 
inspection to be one of the best features of our present law. Tf to 
the present requirements could be added one making it obligutory 
upon each road to send at least one general officer to accoinpKuy the 
board, the inspection trip could be made much more useful. Thert* 
would then be the opportunity for the management of the roads, ihc 
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people, and the commissioners to come together and intelligently 
undL-rslaiid each other. The annual inspection affords an opportun- 
ity of adjusting many small grievances that would otherwise con- 
tinue to irritate the public or work detriment to the individual. 
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MISCELLANEOUS- 



NEW CORPORATIONS. 

One new railway corporation filed articles of incorporation with 
the secretary of state during 1893 — ^^® ^^^ River Valley & West- 
ern Railway company. Frand Lynch, Georgia Lynch, Stephen B* 
Bartlett, Walter R. Reed and Herbert F. Chaffee are the incorpor- 
ators. The articles of incorporation provide for the construction of 
.a road from Addison, on the line of the Great Northern Rail way, to 
a point on the Maple river, due west from Addison, in township 
138, range 55, a distance of 20 miles, more or less. There was com- 
pleted of this road 1 1.79 miles, when it was sold to the Great North* 
em Railway company, by whom it is now operated. 

The Great Northern Railway company filed with the secretary 
of state a resolution authorizing the construction of an extension of 
the above line through Cass and Barnes counties, and into Stutsman 
county to the James river. No work has been attempted on the 
proposed extension. 

During 1894 one new railway corporation filed articles of incor- 
poration with the secretary of state — the Duluth Sc North Dakota 
Railroad company — under date of August 20, 1894. The incorpo- 
rators were David W. Hines, Alpheus Adams^ William Hines, 
Jabus W. Hines and Napoleon Nault. The articles of incorporation 
provide for the construction of a line of road from a point at or near 
Drayton, in Pembina County, to a point at or near Portal, in Ward 
county. Only preliminary work has been done by this corporation, 

GRAIN GRADING SUPPLIES, 

At the time when the attempt was made to enforce the provi- 
sions of Chapter 188, Session Laws of 1S90, in relation to the in- 
spection, weighing and handling of grain, a number of necessary 
implements and supplies were purchased, including scales, grain 
testers, sieves, etc. These supplies were distributed at different 
points through the deputy grain inspectors. There appearing no 
record in this office of the disposition of this property, efforts were 
made to have it called in. Most of this property has been 
located, through the assistance of the inspectors, and part of it is now 
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in this office. Repeated requests, however, have so far failed to in- 
duce those holding the remainder to ship it to this office. 

DISTRIBUTION OF CARS. 

It has been customary for this office to be overrun with com- 
plaints of a lack of cars during the grain shipping season. During 
the season of 1893 there were very few such complaints, and those 
received were promptly and satisfactorily adjusted. The absence of 
such complaints was due largely to the short crop, and to the efforts 
of the various roads to facilitate the handling of grain and accommo- 
date all shippers as promptly as possible. Before the opening of the 
shipping season the board conferred with the management of the 
roads in regard to the distribution of cars, and arranged that the plan 
of pro rata distribution agreed upon with this office for the preceding 
season, should continue in effect. The fairness of the arrangement, 
and its success in aiding the movement of grain fts well as the faith- 
fulness of the roads in complying with the terms of the arrangement, 
during that season, was best demonstrated by the absence of complaint. 

During the present season, however, the increased crop along 
its line, the tying up of its cars by the forest fires at the opening of the 
season, and other reasons not apparent to this office, produced practi- 
cally a blockade along the line of the Great Northern road. Notwith- 
standing that they leased cars from other lines the blockade continued 
all through the season, and though each complaint filed through this 
office usually brought temporary relief, as a matter of fact the board 
was powerless to help. When cars were needed they were needed at 
once, and legal coercion would be too slow a process to offer im- 
mediate relief. Repeated charges were made of discrimination in 
favor of elevator companies, sometimes apparently well founded. On 
the other hand, many of the complaints filed with this office of a lack of 
cars came from elevator companies. This is a matter thai; needs reg- 
ulation, though how to provide relief prompt enough to be of benefit 
has not yet been suggested to the board. 

DEATH OF GENERAL MANAGER W. S. MELLEN. 

The saddest incident connected with the intercourse of this office 
with the officials of the various roads was the unexpected death of 
W. S. Mellen, general manager of the Northern Pacific road, which 
occurred before the end of the trip begun in company with this 
board in 1893. Mr. Mellen began an inspection of the lines of the 
Northern Pacific at the time of the annual inspection of the lines of 
that road in this state by this board. For two days the board made 
the inspection in company with Mr. Mellen, which concluded 
with an entirely satisfactory conference concerning improvements in 
this state. While still on that inspection Mr. Mellen was taken sud- 
denly ill, on the Pacific coast, and died within a few days of the time 
when the board left him in apparent good health. The board here 
desires to record its appreciation of the ability and integrity of Mr. 
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Mellen. During their brief intercourse with him they found him 
courteous and obliging, and while honest in his obligations to his 
road, was always fair and just to the public. He was a broad- 
minded man, and seemed everywhere to have the respect and confi- 
dence of those who were associated with him or under hinop 
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COMPLAINTS AND PETITIONS. 



Since the first day of January, 1893, the following complaints 
and petitions have been received and filed in the office of the Coni- 
missioners of Railroads. Each complaint and petition has received 
the careful attention of the board, and, as far as the board has been 
able to learn, in almost every case the matters passed upon have been 
adjusted to the satisfaction of all parties interested. A few of these 
petitions and complaints referred to matters outside the jurisdiction of 
the Board, but in each case an arbitration of the matter was 
attempted. 

108 — H. Bidlake and 66 others, of Osnabrock, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A complaint of discrimination of freight rates and a petition for 
their adjustment. It is recited by the complainants that by a recent 
change in the freight rates the rate on wheat to terminal points is 
one cent higher from Osnabrock than from Milton, six miles distant. 
This large increase in so short a distance was represented to work an 
injustice to Osnabrock. 

A copy of the complaint and petition was forwarded to W. P. 
Clough, vice president of the Great Northern road, to which he 
made the following r«ply : 

St. Paul, Minn., April 4, 1393. 

Mr. Af, y. Edfferlv^ Secretary .Worth Dakota Railroad Commission^ Bis marck^ 
North Dakota : 

Dear Sir: Referring to the petition of residents of Osnabrock and 
vicinity, there seems to be some misunderstanding on the part of the petition- 
ers. The first tariff put in from Milton and Osnabrock after the construction 
of the line to these points, made a rate of 22 cents to Milton and 22% cents to 
Osnabrock. This tariff remained in force until the tariff of 1891 was issued, 
when the rates were made 21 cents to Milton and 22 cents tb Osnabrock. By 
the tariff of the present year, the rates are 20 cents to Milton and 21 to Osna- 
brock. It is therefore entirely incorrect to refer to the differential of one cent 
as being a recent arrangement. Two crops have been moved under it. We 
think the tariff, in all particulars, a fair one and reasonable, considered in 
itself, and also relatively between the two points. Hence we do not think the 
situation requires any action. 

You will observe, of course, a handsome reduction in rates from both 
points within the past five years. Yours respectfully,

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As the rate complained ag'ainst is inter-state, it was not within 
the jurisdiction of the board. However, in a conference held later 
on with the management of the road the apparent injustice of the 
rate was pointed out, but the road was unwilling to make a change. 
As a similar matter was still later referred to the inter-state commerce 
commission nothing further was done. 

109. — Citizens of 'the town of Bisbee, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
Company. 

A petition for erection of a depot and the establishment of an 
agency at that station. A copy of the petition was forwarded to A. 
L. Mohler, general manager of the road, to which he made the fol- 
lowing reply : 

St. Paul, Minn., March 30, 1893. 
Mr. M. y, Edgerly^ Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Bismarck, N.D, 

Dear Sir : Your letter of 21st inst., with petition for depot at Bisbee 
received. The daily earnings the past fiscal year at that point are as follows: 

Freight received T $5 73 

Ticket sales 27 

Totai daily receipU $6 00 

Number of tickets sold daily . . : 3 

The business at this point does not warrant such improvement. You 
will please recall that during the drouth period this company dealt liberally 
with the people on that line in the way of contributions and Iree 'transporta 
tion, while the line has always been operated at a loss since its completion. 
We would cheerfully grant the request if the business jusfified the expenditure. 

Yours truly, A. L. Mohler. 

Upon the receipt of this communication Chairman Cameron 
was instructed by the board to proceed to Bisbee, to investigate the 
necessity for the facilities asked for. His findings were embodied in 
the following letter to General Manager Mohler : 

Bismarck, N. D., June 7, 1893. 
Mr, A. L. Mohler , General Manajg-er Great Northern Railway. St. Paul, Minn. 

Dear Sir: ♦ * * * In your letter refusing to grant the 

petition you point out the injustice it would dayour road to have to undertake 
such an expenditure in view of the small amount of freight and ticket receipts 
— the former being given at $5-75 daily and the latter as 27 cents daily. It is 
needless to point out that ticket sales would be largely credited to the nearest 
stations. In the matter of freight receipts the Board has credible evidence 
that three firms doing business there paid for freight from May i, 1892, to May 
1, 1893, $2,895, an average of more than $8 daily. And it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that a certain amount of business legitimately belonging to Bisbee is 
credited to the nearest stations. 

The Board also found that over 200 cars of grain were shipped from Bisbee 
in that time. * * * The volume of business done there last year — to and 
from Bisbee — aggregated about $25,000 and will be largely increased this year. 

It was found that Bisbee contained 3 general stores, 1 hotel, 2 blacksmith 
shops, 1 lumber yard, 2 elevators — 70,000 bushels capacity. 

If the management is not inclined to grant the request of the petitioners 
without further investigation, I would suggest that a stop be made at Bisbee 
on the annual inspection trip of the Board, at which time it is expected your 
general superintendent will be with them, and that the matter be then fairly 
considered, and the petitioners granted a personal hearing.

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As the general superintendent failed to accompany the Board on 
the inspection trip, a conference was later held with James J. Hill, 
president of the road, in the matter of several agencies petitioned for, 
and a concession received whereby the section house was opened as 
a station house for the accomodation of passengers. 

110. — ^J. O. Blonin and 55 other citizens of DeLamere, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

A petition for an agent at the station of DeLamere. A copy 
of the petition was forwarded to W. S. Mellen, general manager of 
the road, to which he replied that under existing conditions the road 
did not consider the business of the station would warrant putting in 
an agent. Commissioner Stevens was instructed to proceed to De- 
Lamere to investigate, and the substance of his findings were submit- 
ted to General Manager Mellin in the following communication : 

Bismarck, N. D., June 8, 1893. 
Mr. W. S. Mellen^ General Manager Northern Pacific Road^ St. Paul, Minu, : 

Dear Sir: Last month the board uf railroad commissioners considered 
your refusal of the petition of patrons of the station of DeLamere for an agent 
of your road. Before taking any formal action in the matter the board con- 
eluded to investigate the justice of the demand of the petitioners. * * * 
After a consultation with some of the petitioners they were satisfied to modify 
their petition, and would gladly accept the temporary expedient of having an 
agent there during the busy fall months when most of their grain is shipped 
and most of their grain imported. Considering the amount of business done 
at that point it is feU that the management of your road will be pleased to 
grant them so reasonable a favor. 

The board in its inquiries found that DeLamere has 2 stores— a new one 
in course of erection — 1 lumber and wood yard, 1 blacksmith shop, 1 board- 
ing house, and 2 grain warehouses. During the year ending May 1, 1893, 293 
cars of grain were shipped from DeLamere, and on a reasonable estimate the 
business at that point— to and from— amounts to $20)000 a j^ear. 

Considering these facts the board expresses tlie hope that the modified 
petition of these people for an agent during the busy fall months will receive 
your favorable consideration. ^^IT respectfully,

The modified petition was granted by the road upon condition 
that the crop results warranted the expectation of sufficient business 
in the fall. The crops, however, were unsatisfactory, and the peti- 
tion was not further pressed, either by the petitioners or the board. 

111.— J. D. Trenholme and 64 other citizens of Bathgate, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform, for the construction of addi- 
tional sidetrack, and the opening of a street crossing. The petition 
was investigated by the board during the annual inspection of the 
Great Northern lines, in compang with Division Superintendent 
Ponsonby. The petition for a loading platform was recommended 
favorably, and the platform built by the company. The petition for 
additional sidetrack was pressed by the board, but the management 
of the road urgently and persistently declined to grant the petition, 
and requested the board to withhold any orders to put in additional 
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sidetrack anywhere in the state during the year, pointing out the de- 
creasing volume of business and the financial stringency, due to the 
business and financial panic, which as seriously affected railroads as 
other corporations or individuals. The board, considering other im- 
provements, particularly loading platforms, more necessary, did not 
further insist on sidetrack facilities, though every petition was for- 
warded with a favorable recommendation where such facilities 
seemed necessary. In the matter of street or highway crossings the 
statutes provide other methods for enforcing their construction than 
through the office of the railroad commissioners, the town or town- 
ship authorities being clothed with the necessary jwwer to proceed. 
Section 3, Chapter 127, Session Laws of 1890, provides: 

Notice to be Served. — It shall be the duty of the officer or officers 
having charge of any public highway intersected by any line of railway to 
serve a written notice upon the nearest station agent or superintendent having 
charge of that portion of the railway where such intersection occurs, that 
such crossings as herein described shall be built or repaired. 

As to the enforcement ©f this provision Section 6 of the same 
law provides : 

LiABiLiTiFS FOR DAMAGES FOR Neglect. — Any railroad company which 
shall neglect to comply with the terms of this act, shall be liable to pay 
damage to the county, city, village or town in which the highway is situated, 
the sum of thirty (30) dollars for such neglect. The same to be recovered in 
an action brought in the name of the county, city, village or town, as the case 
may be. It is hereby made the duty of the staters attorney to prosecute to 
judgment any claim arising under the foregoing provision, without charge 
to the said county, city, village or town for attorney's fees. 

However, the board has invariably pressed the petitions, leaving 
it for the local authorities to take action where the roads declined to 
put in the crossings petitioned for. 

112. — C. W. Dowd and 23 other citizens of Inkster, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Inkster. The 
petition was investigated at the annual inspection of the Great 
Northern lines, and was favorably recommended, and the platform 
built by the company. 

113. — Andrew Thurston and 49 other citizens of the town of Dazey, petitioners, 
vs. Northern Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform on the side track at the station 
of Dazey. The petition was investigated on the annual inspection 
for the Northern Pacific lines, and was favorably recommended, and 
the platform built by the company. 

114 — August Gollnick, clerk, on behalf of the Board of Supepvisors of the 
Township of Brightwood, Richland countv, complainant, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company, and Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. 
Marie Railway company. 

A complaint that the railway companies cited failed to construct

or maintain certain highway crossings in the town of Brightwood. 
Both roads were notified of the complaint. The Soo road replied 
that they had never been notified of any omission on their part in 
the matter of crossings, and expressed a willingness to put them in 
as soon as they were notified of the particular places needing them. 
The Great Northern road replied that to their best knowledge they 
had complied with every demand for such crossings. The board of 
supervisors were so notified. 

115. — Peter Fyfe and 45 other patrons of the station of Gilby, petitioner s, vs 
. Northern Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Accompanying the petition 
was a complaint of a low plaqe at the east side of the depot which 
needed attention. The petition was favorably reported, and the 
platform built by the company. The complaint being called to the 
attention of the general superintendent on the annual inspection, he 
agreed that it should be rectified. 

116.^Wm, C. Daniels and 44 other citizens of Lakota, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Lakota. It 
was represented to the Board that several unsuccessful attempts had 
previously been made to secure such a platform, the citizens even 
making a subscription to pay the cost of the construction of such a 
platform if the road could be prevailed upon to give a site. This the 
road was represented as unwilling to do. The petition was favorably 
passed upon by the board, and the case represented to the company. 
With scarcely any delay the company agreed to put in the platforn^. 

Since the construction of the platform a complaint has been filed 
by the secretary of the Lakota board of trade, that the plat- 
form was not satisfactory. The complaint was investigated by the 
board, and found well founded. The division superintendent in charge 
agreed to have the platform improved and extended. 

117.— Messrs. Sauter & Fraine, attorneys, complainants, vs. Northern Pacific 
and Red River Valley Elevator companies. 

A notice of the failure of the Northern Pacific Elevator company 
and the Red River Valley Elevator company, and the inquiry : 
"Did the Northern Pacific or Red River Vidley Elevator companies 
file with the board the bond provided for in section 5, chapter 1 26, of 
the session laws of 187 1, for the protection of the holders of out- 
standing tickets, and if so, what was the amount of the bond?" 
Similar complaints and inquiries were received almost daily at the 
time. The records of this office showed as related in the following 
communication : *

Fortunately the claims against these elevator companies were 
satisfactorily adjusted in the courts, without the necessity of calling^ 
upon fhe bonds. 

118. — Frank Cameron and 259 other patrons of the station of Langdon, peti- 
tioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Langdon station* It was 
shown that Langdon was one of the largest grain shipping points in 
the Northwest, and the need of a loading platform was urgent. The 
board favorably recommended the petition^ and issued its order for a 
platform according to the legal requirements. 

Subsequently there came a request that the platform be made 
an extended embankment, from which could be loaded a greater 
number of cars at one time. The company was requested to comply 
with this petition, but declined, preferring to acept the specifications 
as given in the law. 

On the inspection trip of 1894 the demand for an extended 
driveway was renewed, and the road oflicials promised to have it put 
in, but with a number of others was deferred too late to put in until 
next season. 

119. — J. H. Gessner and 22 other citizens of Penn, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company, 

A petition for erection of a depot and the establishment of an 
agency at the station of Penn, It was represented that the volume 
of business done at the station agijregated over $20,000 annually, 
including the incoming and outgoing freight* 

This petition was considcit-^l in conference with President Hill 
and a promise received for improved accommodations at this station 
next season. 

120.~J. F. Lovcik and 113 other citizens of Plsek, petitioners, vs. Great; 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a depot and agent at the station of Pisek, It was 
found on investigation that the business at this station aggregated 
from $40,000 to $50,000 a year, as estimated by actual receipts^ 
without reducing the figures to actual earnings for the station. The 
board recommended the petition favorably, and forwarded a copy to 
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the management of the road, in reply to which the company filed a 
refusal to grant the prayer of the petition. Later the board, ia 
conference with President Hill, insisted on a consideration of the 
demands of the people of Pisek, and were given a promise that in 
the event of the business of the station maintaining the average of 
the past year a station and agent would be supplied. 

The succeeding season being unfavorable, and the company de- 
clining to put in all such improvements, no further discussion was 
made, save the promise that Pisck will have a station. 

121.— Jens Pedersen and 37 other citizens of Milnor, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Milnor. The 
petition was investigated by Commissioner Stevens on his inspection 
of the Milnor branch of the Northern Pacific, and recommended 
favorably. The company was duly notified and the platform built. 

122-.--M. N. Early and 52 other patrons of the station of Tyler, petitioners, vt. 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway company. 

A petition for the removal of the sidetrack and station from its 
present location to a point three-fourths of a mile south of the pres- 
ent location. It was represented. that the location was very low and 
boggy during wet weather, and being in the center of a section was 
inaccessible save by trespassing on private land. This petition has 
been before previous boards several times, and investigated by them, 
without any result having been effected. On the annual inspection 
a large delegation was present to urge the demand of the petition. 
It was claimed that nine-tenths of the patrons of the station favored 
the removal of the sidetrack, while on the other hand the superinten- 
dent of the road, who was present, insisted that an equally large pe- 
tition was filed with the company against such removal. The 
location is a town site, though the only evidence of a town is the 
presence of a warehouse and an elevator, with an extensive side- 
track. The removal of these would necessarily involve considerable 
expense. An objection to the removal of the station to a point further 
south was that the station is at present only about six miles from 
Fairmount on the south, while it is about eight from Wahpeton on 
the north. Its removal farther south would make the distance stdl 
more unequal. While the strongest sentiment seemed to favor re- 
moval, it v/as evident that a great deal of personal feeling had been 
wrought up in the matter, and it was difficult to arrive at the merits 
of the case. Taking into consideration all the facts that could be 
obtained, the board determined that the trouble would have to be ad- 
justed through mutual concessions. To that end negotiations were 
opened with the owner of the land with the view to the opening of 
a passable highway, which being secured the company would make 
improvements to make the present location acceptable. These ne- 
gotiations having proved fruitle^^s, the road was induced to donate its 
right of way for a highway, upon condition of the withdrawal of 
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the petition for the removal of the station. This heing done a suit- 
able site was selected for a loading platform, which was built by the 
company, and the highway was graded and made passable. In this 
manner was adjusted a cause of friction of many years standing, and 
apparently adjusted to the satisfaction of all concerned.

The 
petition was, after investigation, favorably recommended by the 
board, and forwarded to the company, and the platform built.

On receipt of this the petitioners were asked to make a state- 
ment, and the following communication was received from one of 
them :

Dear Sir: Accept thanks for prompt reply. 

I very much regret the tone of Mr. Mohler*s letter, and say emphatically 
that no misrepresentations have been made. When Mr. Mohler quoted the 
handling capacity at Blanchard he was perfectly well aware that the Northern 
Pacific elevator is closed, and as far as heard from likely to remain so this 
season. The Northern Pacific grain warehouse referred to has not been used 
for a bushel of grain for eight years, and is let to Douglas Robertson for a 
store room for merchandise. The Emerson & Wijd elevator mentioned is a 
private elevator, and only handles grain from parties who bought land from 
the firm. The Smith elevator is strictly private, leaving the Northwestern 
elevator to handle our entire crop, 
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The accommodations referred to 2V^ miles south of Blanchard confiist of 
a short spur. There is no elevator being built at that point. And further it 
affords no relief, except to those living Gouth at town, owing to Murray ele- 
vator being closed on account of no track to move the grain* Partii^s are 
hauling to Blanchard from that vicinity, which further adds to the blockade. 

Up to date no company is paying cash, onlv for a few loads, and we are 
obliged to ship. There will be a total hlockade bt^fore this tetter reaches you.

This and other information lea r net! by the boaril was suhmittetl 
to the general manager of the roatJ^ who replied that owing to the 
work of renewing the Mayville line it would he impossible to build 
the platform at that time, all their available crew being u&ed in push- 
ing that work, but that the platform would be put in for next season. 

The order for the platform was renewed m 1S94, and it was 
built by the company. 

134. — Citizens in the vicinity of Fletc}i*?r^ Spur, petitioners, vs. MJnaeapoils, 
St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company, 

A verbal petition to the board on the annual inspection for a 
loading platform at Fletcher's Spur, On being submitted to the 
general superintendent he agreed to put in the platform on condition 
that it was found that the road could not satisfactorily handle the 
grain at that point without such platform.

A petition for the privilege of building a loading platform, the 
road to furnish the site and the people to build the platform, was in 
this instance presented. When presented to the company the offi- 
cials declined to consider it, as they preferred to huild ami own all 
platforms along their line.

Favorably 
reeommended by the board, and built by the company*

tioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at St. T homes station. Fav- 
orably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

169.— D. Sullivan and 51 patrons of the Cavalier branch of ihe Great Northern 
road, complainants and petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A complaint and petition filed with the board on the inspection 
trip at Canton, citing that there was a discrimination in the rates on 
grain and other freight between points on the Cavalier branch and 
terminal, as compared with th« same distances on the main line. 
The board was petitioned to secure an adjustment of these rates. 
As the matter comes within the defination of inters-tate commerce 
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the board had no jurisdiction, but agreed to place the matter before 
the management of the Great Northern road. This was done, but 
the road declined to make any concession. 

170. — A. F. Appleton and 32 citizens of Crystal, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Crystal station. Favorably 
recommended by the board and built by the company. 

171. — R. McMurchie and 32 citizens of Crystal, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a crossing at the intersection of the railroad and 
the section line running east and west between sections 1 2 and 1 3, 
township 159, range 55, the same being a public road, and the lack 
of a crossing being a great inconvenience to farmers wishing to go 
to the flouring mill. While this is a matter not within the jurisdiction 
of the board, but of local authorities, the board presented the petition 
to the company, receiving the following reply :

Dear Sir — Referring to correspondence received with your favor of 
August 2nd, regarding crossings : 

The matter of crossings is given a great deal of attention by all of our 
ofHcers. In the matter of Crystal, we now have a crossing on Appleton ave- 
nue, near the depot, which we consider sufficient and easy of access. The 
opening of Fourth street would split up our jard, increase our expense, inter- 
fere with the economical loading of grain and increase greatly the danger to 
life. While the latter might not largely apply now, as that line becomes ex- 
tended in the future we may have very much more train service, and it is the 
future we look to in this matter.

This reply was forwarded to the petitioners, who were informed 
that if they formulated a reply to the letter the board would be 
pleased to see that it was presented to the company. Nothing 
further was heard in the matter. 

I72. — A. F. Appletonanu 32 other citizens of Crystal, complainants and peti- 
tioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A complaint and petition similar to that referred to in No. 169, 
referring particularly to freight rates from St. Paul. Similar action 
was taken in this case as was taken in the other inter-state rate cases, 
and with a similar result — the road in every ease declining to alter 
the existing rates. 

173. — ^Thomas Dow and 39 citizens of Hamilton, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Hamilton station. There 
was already a platform at this station, but it was so short as to be 
useless, and was condemned by the board. Owing to ditches in the 
immediate vicinity it was dangerous and almost impossible of access. 
The board recommended that the platform be lengthened 10 feet, 
the ditches filled in and the platform made accessible. No notice has 
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been filed with this office of the improvements, though no complaint 
has been received as to their not having been done. 

174. — H .A. Anderson and 117 citizens and patrons oft he station of Edinburgh, 
petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading phitform at the station of Edhiburg. 
Favorably recommended by the board and built by the company. 

175. — J. McPhail and 42 citizens of Langdon, petitioners, vs. Clrcat Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for additional sidetrack facilities* On investigation 
the board found that the volume of business done at this station de- 
manded that another sidetrack be furnished, and !^o recommended to 
the company. In view of the financial depression, and the falling 
off of business, the company requested the board Ito withhold any 
orders for such improvements for the present, as the policy of the 
company in such times was to suspend work on all improvements 
that were not absolutely necessary, and that if such orders were issued 
they would be resisted. Under the circumstances the boavd merely 
made the recommendation, witholding any further order in the 
matter. 

176.— William Hillier and 48 citizens of Hoople, petitioners, vs. Great Norihern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Favorabl}- recommended by 
the board and built by the company. 

177. — Farmers of Beaulieu, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Ruilwaj cotnpanj. 
A petition from a public meeting of farmer of the town of Beau- 
lieu requesting that the board of Railroad Commissioners lay before 
the officials of the Great Northern road their petition for an extension 
of the Langdon branch so as to bring them within a reasoaable dis- 
tance of shipping facilities. The petition was laid before the man- 
agement of the road, but owing to the unfavorable season forrailioad 
building, no company could be induced to listen to a proposition to go 
into railway building. 

178.— Frank Wrightson and 38 patrons of the flag station at Ea^by, petit tone r&» 
vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for sidetrack and a platform at Easby. On investi- 
gation the board concluded that the grades at the present site of 
Easby were so heavy that no permanent improvements should be 
made there. As the company was averse to putting in any side^ 
tracks this year, and it would be unwise to put in a platform on a 
heavy grade, the board made no further recommendation, save that 
when the company should put in a sidetrack it should be at some 
more eligible site. 

Another fatal objection was the provision of law that prevents 
the board from ordering a sidetrack between stations less than 15 
miles apart, which applies in this case. 
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279. — George Fulton and 21 citizens of Bartlett, petitioners, vs. Great North- 
ern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Bartlett station. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

180. — George J. Coulthard and 39 patrons of the station of Omemee, petition- 
ers, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Omemee station. Recom- 
mended favorably by the Board, and built by the company. 

181. — George W. Vaughn and 14 patrons of the station of Perth, petitioners, 
vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Perth station. Favorably 
recommended, but no record filed with this office as to whether it 
was built by the company or not. 

182.— James P. Brown and 39 other citizens and business men of Hope, peti- 
tioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a daily train service on the Hope branch of the 
Great Northern road. This petition was presented during the annual 
inspection, and was strongly argued for by a delegation of citizens. 
The action of the board in this case is best explained in the com- 
plaint from the St. John's branch. 

183.— E. D. Wallace and other citizens of Hope, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition to have the loading platform at Hope station raised 
one foot and extended two car lengths. The petition was presented 
to the company without recommendation, being fully explained in 
correspondence attached. The company declining to put in the im- 
provements, the board declined to issue an order in the case, as it 
was found that Hope had the best loading platform on the Great 
Northern system in this state, being higher than the floor of the car, 
and of several cars length. 

184.— L. E. Vaughn and 16 citizens of Straubville, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Straubville station. Favor- 
ably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

185.— N.D. Witham and 34 citizens of Guelph, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Guelph station. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

186.— Citizens of Valley City, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway 
company. 
This was a complaint of obstruction of a street by trains, and a 
petition to have the matter remedied. The petition was forwarded 
by Commissioner Rasmussen to Division Superintendent Wilson, 
and the following reply was received :

Dear Sir : I beg to acknowledge receipt of jour favor of the 22nd 
inst. enclosing a petition from the citizens of Valley City, asking that the 
Northern Pacific Railroad have their trains cut at Second avenue. I have 
this date issued a bulletin to conductors and engineers that this must be done- 
This is a matter that would have been attended to sooner, had the petitLon 
been sent direct to me instead of bothering the Railroad Commissioners with 
it. I was unaware of the neglect on the part of trainmen to cut thetr train 
while standing across that avenue. Yours truly,

187.— G. E. Dudgeon and 58 citizens of Ayr, petitiorers. vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for an agent at the station at Ayr. The petition was 
acted upon with other similar petitions, being carried directly to 
President Hill, who promised certain concessions, referred to else- 
where in this report. 

188.--Citizen8 of Lavant, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A verbal petition presented to the board during the annual in- 
spection trip, asking for additional sidetrack and a loading platform. 
As there was no probability of securing additional sidetra^ck, and 
much less shipping from Lavant than from other stations more ur- 
gently in need of loading platforms, the board made no recommend- 
ation in the case, merely presentinor the petition to the company, 
189 — Citizens of Milton, petitioner, vs. Great Northern Railway. 

A verbal petition received during the inspection trip asking for 
a loading platform. The board found a platform ^already built by 
the company, but condemned it, owing to is failure to come up to 
the requirements of the law. The company remodeled the platform 
to comply with the order of the board. 

190- — Citizens of Pisek, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway compan3\ 

Verbal petition presented during the inspection trip, asking for a 
loading platform at the station of Pisek. Favorably recommended, 
and built by the company. 

191 — Residents of Cando, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Pnilway com^ 
pany. 

A verbal petition for a loading platform, a specified location be- 
ing asked for, and the request made that the platform be graded up 
one foot. The board passed upon the petition favorably. 

On the inspection trip of 1894 it was found that the company 
had failed to put in the platform, so the order was renewed, and the 
platform was built. 

192. — Residents of Rolla, petittoners, vs. Great Northern Railway com 
pany. 

A verbal petition for either the removing or remodeling of a 

loading platform already built by this company. On examination by 

, the board the platform was condemned, and the company ordered to 
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remodel it to comply with the legal requirements as to size etc. 
This the company agreed to do. 

163. — Residents of Rugby Junction, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A verbal petition presented to the board during the annual 
inspection, praying to have a loading platform built at their station. 
Favorably recommended by the Board and built by the Company. 

194.— Residents of Willow City, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A petition to have an inaccessible platform either removed or 
the approaches changed. The platform was condemned by the 
board, and the company remodelled it to comply with the law. 

195. — Residents of Bottineau, complainants and petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A complaint that the loading platform built by the company 
was inaccessible by reason of ditches at the approaches. The plat- 
form was subsequently condemned bp the board, and the petition of 
the citizens for improved approaches and an order for a platform to 
comply with the law, were passed upon favorably. 

196.— Residents of Towner, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Towner station* Favor- 
ably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

197. — Residents ot Kempton, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at the station of Kempton, 
presented in person on the annual inspection trip by a mass meeting 
of farmers. The petition was favorably recommended by the board, 
and the platform built by the company. 

198 — Residents of Mayville, complainants vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A complaint that the platform already built by the company was 
too low to be of use in loading graiu into cars. The complaint was 
filed, but as the platform was as high as asked for by a majority of 
farmers this year, it was not deemed expedient to order a change 
until the platforms had been thoroughly tested. 

199.— Residents of Colgate, petitioners vs. Great Northern Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at the station of Colgate, 
Favorably recommended by the Board, and built by the company. 

2Ck).— Residents of Page City, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

A petition for a loading platform at Page station. Favorably 
recommended by the Board, and built by the company. 
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201. — Residents of Arthur, complainants, vs. Great Forthern Railway com- 
pany. 

A complaint that the loading platform erected hy the company 
was not satisfactory, either as to height, length or location. The 
platform was condemned by the board, and the company notified, 
they agreeing to remodel it to comply with the law. 

203. — Residents of Stiles, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station at Stiles. Favor- 
ably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

203. — Residents of Havana, complainants, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A complaint filed with Commissioner Stevens that the 
approaches to the loading platform built by the company were so 
steep as to make it impossible for teams to drive onto the platform 
with a load. Investigated by Mr, Stevens, and the company ordered 
to make the necessary improvement, which they consented to do. 

204. — Residents of Hoople, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company 
A petition for a station and agent at Hoople, presented during 
the annual inspection. At a special conference with President Hill, 
referred to elsewhere in this report, the board pressed the claims of 
Hoople to a station and agent, receiving the promise that such ac- 
commodations would be supplied the next season, which they were. 

205 — Residents of Inkster, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway com 
pany. 

A petition for a crossing on Second strce*., in the village of Ink- 
ster. The petition was foi warded to the general manager of the Great 
Northern, who replied : ** At Inkster we have a crossing on Fifth 
street. Our section house is on Second street. If would require re- 
moval. The same reasons apply for opening up our depot grounds 
as in the case at Crystal." 

The petitioners were notified of this reply, and requested to file 
their answer, but none was received. 

206. — Residents of Canton, complainants vs. Great Northern Railway company, 
A complaint of a deep and dangerous ditch at the approach to 
the passenger platform, and a request that the company be ordered 
to fill the ditch or otherwise remove the danger. The general man- 
ager, on being notified, replied : 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 24. 1883. 
Mr. Finlay^ Grants Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners ^ Bismarck^ N, D. : 
Dear Sir: Relative to your notice about a deep and dangerous ditch at 
approach to platform at Canton requiring filling in: 

We find that in June last we had a driveway built of dirt and cinders at 
this platform which is about ten feet wide and answers the purpose very well, 
although the ditch south of it is pretty deep. It is, however, so late in the 
season that we cannot very well nil it. We will, however, direct that this be 
done another season, but of course could not fill up the entire ditch.

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• 207. — ResidenU of St. Thomas, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railwa/ 
company. 

A petition for a machinery derrick and unloading platform at 
the station of St. Thomas. Upon investigation it was found that 
the cost of such an improvement would be unreasv^nable to the com- 
pany as compared with the volume of the machinery business at that 
point. It was deemed ample for the present that a good loading 
platform level with the floor of the car, be supplied. This was 
ordered, and the platform built by the company. 

208.— Residents of Michigan City, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A petition for a cattle yard at Michi^ran City station. Th«» 
petition was laid befoae the general manager of the road, and 
elicited the reply that a yard would be supplied by the opening of 
the next season., 

209.— Farmers* Northwestern Elevator company ; petitioners, vs. Great North- 
ern Railway company. 
A petition for a site for an elevator at Omemee. Before the 
matter could be arranged with the railway company the elevator 
company ceased to do business. 

210.— Residents of Towner, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

A petition for arms or approaches to the cattle yards at Towner 
station. The petition was favorably recommended to the company, 
who replied that the land on which the arms would have to be put up 
was private property, and so they were unable to build them. The 
petitioners were notified of the reply, and requested to file with this 
office an answer, stating if the right to put up such arms might not 
be secured from the owner of the land. No further reply was re- 
ceived. 

On the inspection trip in 1894 the matter was revived, and after 
an investigation certain recommendations were made, and the im- 
provements put in by the company. 

211. — Residents of Colgate, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

A petition to secure for shippers from the station of Colgate the 
privilege ot sealing their cars. 

The company replied to the request of the board: "At Colgate 
we would not wish to grant the privilege of sealing cars. They are 
all numbered and we make a very careful check at terminals to see 
that the grain is not disturbed in transit." 

212.— Residents of Page City, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A petition for a cattle chute at Page station.- The general 
manager replied that a chute had already been put in. 
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213.— Residents of DeVillo, complainants, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A complaint that the loading platform put in at that station had 
been washed away by water in the spring, so as to be useless. When 
called to the attention of the management of the road it was 
promptly agreed that the platform should be rebuilt. 

214.— Patrick White, complainant, vs. Great Northern Railway company 

A complaint that a delay in the shipment of a car of wheat had 

caused the complainant a Iqss of 4 cents a bushel, aggregating $17.- 

S2 on the car. The complaint was submitted to the proper officials, 
ut nothing further heard in the matter. 

216.— Residents of Silver Leaf, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company. 

A petition for a cattle chute at Silver Leaf station. The com- 
pany agreed to supply it. • 

216.— Residents of Dickey, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company* 
A petition for a loading platform at Dickey station. Favorably 
recommended, by the board, and built by the company. 

217. — Resident of Oberon, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway 
company. 
A petition for a loading platform at the station of Oberon. 
Favorably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

218. — Residents of Sheyenne, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway 
company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Sheyenne station. Favor- 
ably recommended by the board, and built by the company. See 
No. 157. 

219. — Residents of Steele, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Steele station. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

220.— Residents of Odell, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Odell station. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

221. — Residents of Dickey, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company* 

A petition for a cattle chute at Dickey station. The petition was 
submitted to the company, who agreed to grant it. 

222. — Hugh McDonald and 50 patrons of the station of Berea, petitioners, vs. 
Northern Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the siding at Berea. The 
board recommended a platform 42 feet in length and 2 feet high. 
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223. — C. S. McCandless and numerous palrons along the Boctineau branch of 
the Great Northern road, complainants, V8. Great Northern Ra Iwa/ 
company. 

A complaint of irregular and insufficient train service. This 
complaint was investigated at the same time as the St. Johns branch. 
For fuller particulars of which see No. 233. 

224. — H. W. LaFrantz and 22 citizens of. Kensal, petitioners, vs. Minneapolis,, 
St. Paul Si Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Kensal station. Favorably 
recommended by the board and agreed to by the company. 

225.— A. D. Gray, complainant, vs. Northern Pacific Railway Company. 

This is a complaint against the Northern Pacific road for 
refusing to carry lignite coal at the rate provided by an act of the 
last legislature. The matter was investigated by the Board who 
appealed to all the roads operating in the vicinity of the lignite coal 
fields to give the legal rates. The Soo road at once made a schedule 
of rates that conformed with the state law. The Great Northern 
declined to make such a rate, as did the Northern Pacific. Informa- 
tion was then laid with the attorney general, to whom the enforce- 
ment of this law is given by the act. Further particulars in this 
report. 

22*).— V. V. Olmstead and 44 citizens of Dawson, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Dawson station. Favorab- 
ly recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

227.— H. C. Medbery and 28 citizens of Medbery, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific railway. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Medbery. It 
was represented that the company had recently removed the depot 
at that point, leaving the patrons of that station practically no ac- 
commodations. The board favorably recommended the petition, but 
owing to the lateness of the season, the road having taken off its 
men at work on platforms, it could not be built at that time. 

228.—James E. Walks and 23 citizens of Leal, petitioners, vs. Minneapolis, St. 
Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Leal station. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and agreed to by the company. 

229. — Charles Gunthorp, complainant, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company. 
A complaint that the Northern Pacific agent refused to quote 
the legal rate on lignite from mines to Edgeley. See No. 225. 

230.— H. L. Franklin and 12 citizens of Pittsburg, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Pittsburg station, but 
received too late to be built during the season. Favorably recom- 
mended by the board, and will be built by the company. 
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231. — T. F. McHu^h and 46 patrons of the station of Nash, petitioners, vs. 
Great Northern Rallwajr company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Nash station. Filed too 
late for any action to be taken by the company before next spring. 

232. — A. C. McCrory and 23 citizens of Towanda, petitioners, vs. Minneapolis, 
St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for 'a loading platform at Towanda station. Favor- 
ably recommended by the board and agreed to by the company. 

233— Patrons of the St. Johh*s branch of the Great Northern road, complain- 
ants, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

This covers verbal complaints filed with the board on the annual 
inspection, as well as numerous written complaints filed in this offi<^- 
Immediately after the inspection the board obtained an interview with 
General Manager Mohler in reference to the service on this branch, 
urging improvement, particularly during the busy shipping months 
of the fall. This was agreed to, a iiumber of changes being promised. 
As the busy season advanced complaints continued to be made to this 
office, it beiug asserted that the service, if any different, was more 
unsatisfactory .than ever. In order to obtain reliable evidence 
of the service furnished, the board concluded to quietly make an in- 
vestigation on an unannounced trip over the line. As eomplaints 
were also being filed from points on the Bottineau branch. Commis- 
sioner Rasmussen and the secretary made the trip over that line, 
while Chairman Cameron and Commissioner Stevens went over the 
St. Johns line. Thev found the service to be even more unsatisfac- 
factory than reported, as will be seen by what follows. Having 
failed to secure the changes in the service on the promise of the gen- 
eral manager, the board proposed to pursue a legal course to obtain 
the improvements demanded. Accordingly, on the complaint of the 
board, Attorney General Standish prepared the following citation to 
appear before the commissioners, which was served by the sheriff of 
Cass county on the local agent of the road at Fargo, and certified 
copies sent to the general officers : 

BEFORE THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA.—NOTICE. 

STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA, COUNTY OF CASS. 

To the Great Northern Railway Company: 

Said railway company, and its officers, are hereby notified that the board 
of railroad commissioners of and for the state of North Dakota has recently 
caused certain of its members to go over the branch line of said railway 
company running from Churchs Ferry, in the county of Ramsey, in the state 
of North Dakota, northwest to the town of St. John, in the county of Rolette, 
iu the state of North Dakota, and has taken means of advising itself of the 
condition of said branch line, and the manner in which the trains are man- 
aged over said branch line, and the running thereof, and the said board finds 
from the evidence submitted to it, and its own personal examination, that said 
service, in its opinion, is unreasenableand imperfect in this: 
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I. 

That the business of said line justifies the running of three mixed trains a 
-weelc each way, instead of but two, as at present, at least during the busy ship- 
ping season, covering the months of August, September, October and No- 
vember. 

II. 

That said company should either run two passenget coaches, or a passen. 
ger coach and a caboose so arranged as to be convenient for a* smoking car, 
over said branch line, so as to afford one car for daily passengers, in which 
there should be no smoking, or exclude smoking entirely in the passenger 
coach. 

III. 

That said service is imperfect in its passenger traffic in this: 
'^ That it should fix a schedule of station time on said line for its various 
stations thereon, as follows : 

Which should state there will be three trains a week each way over said 
branch line, specifying which days of the week said trains will start from 
Churchs Ferry, and the time in the day they will start from Churchs Ferry 
when the train from the East and going West on the main line, is on time; 
and that when the train starts gn time from Churchs Ferry, it will not leave 
Cando going north until a certain specified time, giving sufficient time for the 
train to arrive from Churchs Ferry and make all necessary stop that may be 
thought, to be advisable by the company to do all the switching needed at 
Cando, and that the trains be not unreasonably detained beyond the schedule 
time, as at present, so that people from the country, or others, will not need 
to be kept at the station waiting for hours for the time of departure, as they 
frequently do at present, and that the schedule should be made for each sta- 
tion north of Cando for the time of the train going north to depart fronr. said 
station; and the same rule for each station on said line for the train to depart 
from said station going south ; that at all stations on said line where agents 
are maintained the agents shall be kept informed of the probable time of ar- 
rival and departure of all delayed trains, and inform passengers of the same. 

IV. 

The board finds that at Bisbee, on said line, about 17 miles distant from 
any telagraph station, or any station house where passengers can find shelter 
from storm cr cold, they are sometimes compelled to remain out of doors 
many hours, for fear the train may arrive and leave without them; and the 
board desires the company to show cause why it should not establish a station 
houfe of shelter and storage at said Bisbee, ' and place an agent there with 
telegraph service; and in case it shall show why it should not do this, theh to 
show why it should not require its section and boarding house, located. about 
half a mile south of said Bisbee station, to always be kept open for accommo- 
dation of intending passengers, and to requira its trains, running both north 
and south, to stop at said section house going north as well as south, in addi- 
tion to stopping at Bisbee. 

You are further notified that this board will meet at the Headquarters 
hotel, in the city of Fargo, county of Cass, state of North Dakota, on the four- 
teenth day of December, 1893, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon, at which time 
and place you are cited to be present to show why your company should not 
be required to do and perform the various things above stated. 

This citation is issued by order of the board of railroad commissioners 
aforesaid, this twenty-eighth day of November, A. D. 1893.

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By instruction of the board the following letter of explanation 
accompanied the copy sent the general manager : 

Bismarck, N. D., June 29, 1893. 
Mr. C. IV, CasSf General Manager Great Northern Rail'wayySt, Paul^Minn, 

Dear Sir: I am instructed by the board of railroad commissioners to 
file with you the inclosed copy of a notice served yesterday on your agent at 
Fargo, citing a representative or representatives of your company to appear 
before the board at Fargo to show cause in the matters referred to. I am 
also instructed to submit to you the following complaints, all based upon evi. 
dence gathered by the board on a trip over the St. John and Bottineau branch. 
es, with the request that they receive your careful atetntion with a view to 
remedying the defects in service complained of, and that your representative 
be instructed to consider these complaints when meeting 'with the board: 

1. That the complaints of inefHcient and insufficient train service applies 
equally on the Bottineau branch as on the St. John branch, and that the neces- 
sitj for a tri-weekly train service is equally as imperitive; that on the trip 
referred to the waiting room of the station house at Rugby Junction was so 
crowded that it could not accommodate all the passengers, and there were not 
enough seats to accommodate the lady passengers and children. 

2. That there is no station, platform, or any accommodation whatsoever 
for passengers at the town of Omemee, and that it is dangerous to persons and 
property to get on or off the train, the landing of passengers and the unload- 
ing of freight having to be done in the ditch. On the night the trip was 
made a barrel of crockery was upset into the ditch in unloading, and some of 
the contents damaged. The board in this case recommends the immediate 
building of a platform at this point. 

3. That the additional and improved train service on the St. John branch 
was promised specificially by Mr. Mohler, and, in the presence of the board, 
was purported to be an order for such a change issued by him. 

4. The trip over the St. John branch was begun at 3 o^clock p. m., and 
was concluded at Churchs Ferry at 11:46 a.m. This run is scheduled for 9 
hours, but took almost 21 hours to make. 

5. The coach, was well filled with passengers, a part of whom were 
ladies. Smoking was indulged in as if it was a smoker, with not a word of 
protest from the conductor i#r any other employe of the road. The car be- 
came so filthy before the return trip was begun that some of the passengers, 
out of respect for the ladies, had to gather up some of the filth and shovel it 
out. 

6. No reliable information could be obtained from the conductor as to 
the length of time the train would remain at a station. Passengers were told 
the train would remain4)ut 10 or 15 minutes, when in fact it always remained 
an hour or more. A stop of 30 or 40 minutes would be lengthened to 2 to 3 
hours. 

7. Complaints were made by people all along the line that no reliable 
information could be obtained from the local agents as to the whereabouts of 
trains, or when they were likely to arrive or depart from any station. 

8. The train was invariably stopped with the passenger coach one or 
more car lengths from the end of the platform. Passengers were obltged to 
alight in the ditch and walk to the platform, or wait for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to get off the car in motion during the process of switching. 

9. Persons were found at Bisbee as the train went north waiting to take 
the train south, it being already the schedule time for the train coming south. 
These persons were obliged to wait on the platform through the whole night 
— and a bitter cold night — expecting the train to arrive at any time. It 
arrived in the morning, and the only protection these passengers had was the 
occasional visits to houses in the vicinity to get warmed. 
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10. Complaint was made that the freight service along the line was in 
adequate and unreliable. Cars were not properly ordered or furnished* 
neither were they drawn out when billed. 

11. All things considered the complaint seems well founded that the 
train serviue on this branch is inadequate, unreliable and unhuman.

At the appointed time General Solicitor M. D. Grover and Di- 
rector Samuel Hill appeared before the board to answer to the cita- 
tion. It was then represented that the management of the road was 
entirely ignorant of the conditions existing on these branch lines, 
and every improvemenc asked for was promptly agreed to, save in 
the matter of additional train service, which it was agreed should be 
allowed to go over for the winter. It was decided that the com- 
pany should, within a reasonable time, file with the board its written 
answer in the terms agreed to, the more urgent changes to be made 
at once, which, the board is pleased to report, was done. The fol- 
lowing answer was filed, as agreed to : 

THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF THE STATE 
OF NORTH DAKOTA. 

In the matter of petition, vs. The Great Northern Railway company. 

Since the meeting with the board in which train service on the line froni 
Churches Ferry to St. Johns, was discussed, and also the matter of construc- 
ing a platform at Omemee, the company has changed the schedule time and 
made provisions in connection with train service, as follows: 

Trains will leave Devils Lake on Tuesdays and Saturdays at 11:30 in the 
forenoon, arriving at St. Johns at 6:30 in the afternoon. It will leave St. 
Johns on Wednesdays and Sundays at 7:30 in the morning, arriving at DeviU 
Lake at 2:10 in the afternoon. 

It is thought that the time for leaving stations has been so arranged that 
all necessary work may be done and the time schedule observed. The train 
will be run upon the schedule time, unless prevented by the elements. A 
passenger car and caboose has been run in connection with the train upon this 
line. 

Smoking is permitted in the caboose, which has been, or will be provided 
with heat, light and seats. Smoking in the passenger coach has at all times 
been forbidden. Violation of this rule will demand and receive proper atten- 
tion when brought to the company's attention. 

The business for a long time has not been such as to justify the expense in- 
cident to additional train service. Should business, in the future, be such as to 
justify a demand for additional train service, the matter will receive proper 
consideration. 

Orders have been issued requiring that employes at stations and upon the 
train should give prompt information when called on as to the movements of 
the train . At Hoople and Canton arrangements have been made for passen- 
gers to occupy the office of the Robertson Lumber company ; also for stopping 
train at section house near Bisbee, and at section houses at other places where, 
there are no accommodations for passengers, when it can be done without un- 
reasonably delaying train . 

A platform has been constructed at Omemee as suggested by the com- 
missioners. 

It is hoped that the changes made will meet with the approval of the com- 
mission. Shouln the commission feel that there is further just cause of ccm- 
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plaint the company will be glad to meet with the commission, and make such 
further changes as may be found to be reasonable.

The changes having been made as agreed, and a marked im- 
provement being reported in the service on all the branch lines, the 
answer was accepted a^id approved, save wherein it referred to the 
recommendation for additional train service, on which the board pro- 
posed to insist at the proper time, as indicated in the following com- 
munication:

Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge receipt of your answer in behalf of the 
Great Northern company in the matter of the services on the St. Johns 
branch, etc. 

The board desires to thank you most cordially for the prompt attention 
given the matter, for the change made in the service, and for the other im- 
provements, all of which are satisfactory, both to the board and we have 
reason to believe, to the public. In the matter of the additional train service, 
the board adheres to its recommendation that additional train service be 
afforded on the branch lines during the busy fall months of each year, and 
will, with that object in view, request a hearing -with the officials of your com- 
pany later in the season, when in addition to what is already known there will 
be a reasonable knowledge of the crop prospects.

Notwithstanding an unfavorable season, in the shipping months 
of 1894 ^^^ ^^^^ increased the number of trains on the branch lines, 
and otherwise improved the service. 

234. — Gessner Bros., complainants, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A complaint that on the night of November 24th there were 
seven passengers waiting at the flag station of Penn, on the Great 
Northern road, to take the regular through train east. The train 
was seven hours late, and though the proper signal was given the 
train failed to stop at Penn, leaving the passengers behind, and re- 
sulting in the illness of one of the lady passengers who waited. The 
matter was reported to the management by this office, which was 
all that the board had authority to do. 

235. — Shippers of Bathgate, complainants, vs. Great Northern Railway 
company, 

A complaint filed with Chairman Cameror of a lack of cars to 
ship out grain. Mr. Cameron notified the general manager of the 
demand for more cars, and in reply received the following:

Dear Sir: Your favor of the 25th is received. We gave Bathgate 20 
empty box cars on the 27th, 5 on the 26th, 6 on the 25th, 5 on the 24th, and will 
give them 20 on the 28th, which ought to give them the necessary relief.

A complaint of a lack of cars to ship out grain. The company 
being notified at once supplied the deficiency, and no further com- 
plaints received. 

237.— A. F. Dyer and 32 patrons of the station of Kelso, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition to have a loading platform ordered for their station. 
Favorably considered by the board, ordered, and the platform built 
by the company. 

238. — D. H. Houston, complainant and petitioner, vs. Great Northern Railway 
Company. 

Complaint that for several years the petitioner had been endeav- 
oring to have the road grant him a side-track or spur to his farm 
elevator, but v^rithout success. In a previous report of this office 
earlier efforts to secure this concession will be found related. The 
petitioner affiirmed that he had developed an extensive seed business^ 
and had reached the limit of his capacity unless this concession was 
granted him. There is a statutory limitation that prevents the com- 
mission ordering in any such improvements when stations are less 
than fifteen miles apart. Yet though powerless *o exercise author- 
ity, they strongly urged the petition of Mr. Houston on the manage- 
ment, but were met with a premptory refusal. 

239.-— John Almen, and 38 citizens of Nash, petitioners, vs. Great Northera 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Nash. Fa- 
vorably recommended by the board, and built by the company. 

240.— J. D. Wallace, and 33 citizens of Drayton, petitioners, vs. Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Dra3rton. 
Favorably recommended by the board and the platform built by the 
company. 

241. — M. A. Hewitt, and 36 citizens of Iloople, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for the establishment of an agency and the erection 
of a station house at the station of Hoople. Favorably recommended 
and the petition granted by the road. Referred to elsewhere in this 
report. 

242.— Charles L. Heiser, and 66 patrons of the siding at Murray, petitioners^ 
vs. Great Northern Railway company. * • 

A petition for a loading platform at Murray siding. Favorably 
recommended by the board, and the platform built by the company. 

243. — Otto Hoefer, and 70 patrons of the station of Woods, petitioners, vs. 
Northern Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. During the season of 189J 
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an earthern embankment was built by the compMiny in an unsuitable 
location, and of insufficient capacity. The petition prayed for a tim- 
ber platform. This was recommended by the board, and built by 
the company. 

244. — Otto Hoefer, and 78 patrons ol Woods station, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a depot. Considering the business depression, 
and the small volume of business comparatively at Woods, th^ board 
did not feel called upon to order a depot put in. A temporary 
structure for the protection of freight and passengers was recom- 
mended. 

245.— M. E. Delameter, and 52 citizens ol Knox, petitioners, vs. Grent North' 
ern Railway company. 

A petition for a depot and agent and the station of Knox. The 
petition was forwarded to the management of the road. This mat-, 
ter of depots petitioned for from the Great Northern is referretl to 
elsewhere in this report. 

246.— Citizens of Silver Leaf, complainents, vs. Great Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

This was a complaint of the failure of the Great Northern rail- 
way company to fulfil a contract made to the people of Stiver Leaf 
that in consideration of a deed to certain land they would build and 
maintain a depot. The papers in this matter were submitted to the 
officials of the Manitoba company (who made the original contract) 
to be investigated. Since then this office has been unable to obtain 
any reply, though it repeatedly requested one. However, the board 
has no power to enforce the road's contract, that being clearly the 
duty of the people themselves. 

247. — George Wright, and 43 citizens of Courtenay, petitioners, vs. Mmneapo- 
lis, St* Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. The petition was favorably 
recommended by the board, and agreed to by the general superinten- 
dent of the road. 

248.— H. N.Tucher, and 37 citizens of Courtenay, petitioners, vs. Minneapolis^ 
St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for certain street crossings over the right of way of 
the road within the town limits. The officials of the road deeli[ied 
to put in* the crossings, claiming the present accomodations ample. 
The law governing such crossings was pointed out to the petitioners, 
the comcnissioners having no authority. 

249.— Iver J. Helmstad, and 125 citizens of Reynolds, petitioners, v^. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Reynolds station. Acted 
on favorably by the board, and built by the company. 
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250.— Alex Stewart, and 40 citizens of Glasston, petitioners, vs. Great North, 
ern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Glasston station. Recom- 
mended by the board and built by the company. 

251.— R. M. Anderson and 42 citizens of Rita, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station at Rita. Favor- 
ably acted upon by the commissioners, and builty by the company. 

252.— Julius Frederickson, and citizens of Kensal, petitioners, vs. Minneapolis, 
St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railroad company. 

A petition for a street crossing across the road's right of way 
within the town. Referred to the management of the road, who *t 
the time declined. The matter was later on again argued with 
them, but nothing further was heard. 

253. — Mike Motschenbacher and 33 citizens of Enderlin, petitioners, vs. Min- 
neapplis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railroad company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Favorably acted on by the 
commissioners and built by the company. 

254.— A. D. Heglie, and 23 citizens of Walcote, petitioners, vs. Great Nortliern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Walcott station. Recom- 
mended by the board, and built by the company. 

253 — F. L. Thompson and 41 citizens of Cando, petitioners, vs. Great Northern 
Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform, and for other improvements 
about the depot and grounds. All favorably recommended. The 
platform was built by the company. Nothing further was heard at 
this office of the other improvements recommended. 

256. — Frank E. Whitaker and 48 others, petitioners, vs. Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway company. 

A petition for a sidetrack or spurs midway between the station 
at Sewall and White Rock (in South Dakota). As the distance be- 
tween the two stations was less than fifteen miles,, the commissioners 
were powerless to order a sidetrack. However, on the inspection 
trip the matter was brought to the attention of the superintendent, 
who made a conditional agreement with the petitioners. 

257.— W. H. McNair, mayor, and other citizens of Portland, complainants and 
petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A complaint of insufficient train service, and a petition for the 
restoration of a daily service. When brought to the attention of the 
management it was stated that a change would soon be made in the 
arrangement of trains on that line. Since then nothing further has 
been heard from the petitioners. 
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258.— J. W.Wright and 27 citizens of Michigan City, petition e rt, v«. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at the station of Michigan 
City. Investigated on the annual inspection trip and a site chosen 
with Division Superintendent Evans, and the platform built. 

259. — Pat O'Connell and 27 patrons of the station at York, petitioners, vs. 
Great Northern Railway company. . 

A petition for a loading platform. Recommended by the com- 
mission and built by the company. 

260. — G. L. Clark and 60 other citizens of the town of Amenia, petitioners^ vs. 
Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Amenia station. The de- 
mand for this platform was one of long standing, having been up at 
various times before the management of the road, and always re- 
fused. For reasons not made public, there was always a bitter oppo- 
sition to the erection of a platform at this station, there being peculiar 
circumstances surrouading it, the town being almost wholly the 
property of one corp6ration, from whom the right of way was ob- 
tained. In company with Mr. Clark the board mAda a personal ^ 
appeal to the management. After various consultations permission 
was given to the citizens to erect a platform, and one of the best 
platforms in the state was put in. 

261. — Martin Ericksen and other citizens of Galesburg, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at .Galesburg station. Favor- 
ably passed upon by the board, and built by the company^ 

262. — D. M. Berden and 27 citizens of Grandin, petitionera» vs. Great North- 
ern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Grandin Statioti. Recom- 
mended by the board, and built by the company. 

263.— John K. Soule and 35 citizens of Cogswell, petitioners^ vs. Mmneftpo- 
lis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railroad company , 

A petition for a sidetrack at Cogswell. There is no station at 
Coggswell on the line of the Soo road, though the ruad passes on 
the outskirts of the town, and the petitioners desired the sidetrack 
for the convenience of the public, who were now obliged, when 
shipping goods over the Soo, to ship at Towando station^ a mile 
east of Cogswell. This is a quarrel of long standing between the 
people of Cogswell and the management of tl\e Soo — ^a sort of 
town rivalry. There being no legislation covering the matter the 
road refused emphatically to listen to the petition, and the commis- 
sioners were powerless to aid the petitioners.

As the enforcement of 
the law in relation to Ys was removed from this office by legisla- 
tion, and lodged in the office of the attorney general and state's at- 
torneys, the petition was turned over to the attorney general.

The company, v/\^en appealed to, agreed to 
grant the site on the same terms that others secured it. 

Pierce and 36 business men of the town of Sheldon, petitioners and 
complainants, vs. Northern Pacific Railway company.- 

A petition for a daily passenger train service on the Fargo & 
Southwestern, with sundry complaints of the service furnished. The 
matter was taken up hef ore the management of the road, who agreed 
to restore the daily passenger service, at least during the busy fall 
season. 

275. — W. A. Bartholomew and 27 citizens of Pingree, petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Recommended by the board, 
and the platform was built. 

276. — F. A. Dodge and 19 citizens of Edmunds, petitioners, vs. Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Recommended by the board, 
and the i^^commendation agreed to by the company. 

277.— D. Bagemiel and others, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

A petition for a loading platform at Durbin station. Recom- 
mended by the board, and built by the company. 

278. — Messrs. Mitchell & Thomson, complainants and petitioners, vs. Northern 
Pacific Railway company. 

A complaint of refusal to grant an eleVator site after agreeing 
to do so. Acted upon as in the case of petition No. 373. 

279. — August Affeldt and 33 other residents of Fessenden, petitioners, vs. 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Fessenden. Recommended 
by the board and built by the company. 

280.— £. R. Howard and other citizens of EUendale, complainants, vs. Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway company. 

A complaint that the defendant company did not give the statu- 
tory rate on hauling lignite coal. Upon being referred to the com- 
pany they agreed to be governed in future by that rate. 

281. — George Jacobson, Hickson, complainant, vs. Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway company. 

A complaint tbat the road refused to allow him a site for a port- 
able elevator. Commissioner Stevens was delegated to investigate 
matter, and while investigating succeeded in adjusting the matter to 
the satisfaction of the complainant. 
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282. — August Regan, Fessenden, complainant*, vs. Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
Sault Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A complaint of discrimination in distribution of cars, claiming 
that no shipments to Duluth or Superior would be accepted. Inves- 
tigated by Commissioner ^Rasmussen and satisfactorily adjusted, the 
road withdrawing its discrimination. 

283. — Ole C. Harland, Fingal, complainant, vs. Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault 
Ste. Marie Railway company. 

A complaint of discrimination similar to complaint No. 382, and 
satisfactorily adjusted as in No. 382. 

284. — F. L. Walker and 47 business men of Ellendale, petitioners, vs. Great 
Northern Railway company. 

A petition for an order to have the defendant ij)ad put in a 
daily train service. Section 1, Chapter 103, of the Laws of 1893, 
makes the company itself the arbiter as to the necessity of such ser- 
vice, so that the board was powerless to do anything further than to 
recommend the petition favorably to the company, which recom- 
mendation they did not choose to accept. 

285.— Citizens of Horace, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railroad company* 
A petition to have the company supply an agent and open up 
theii depot at this point. The business at this point being deemed 
sufficient to warrant an agency, the board recommended it, and the 
road opened the depot and located an agent. 

286.— Citizens of Davenport, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Railroad 
company. 

A petition for another depot platform to be located on the north 
side of the track. The land on the south side was low and boggy, 
and almost impassable in wet weather. The board declined to rec- 
ommend the additional platform, as an additional platform on the 
main track is not desirable, and would necessarily prevent a north 
sidetrack when the business of the station should demand it. Rec- 
ommended, however, that a new crossing be made, and the drive- 
way to the platform graded up. This recommendation was agreed 
to by Supt. Wilson, and the improvements supplied. 

287.— Citizens of Perth, petitioners, vs. Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform at Perth station. Recom- 
mended by the board, and agreed to by the company. The plat- 
being built as recommended. 

288.— The implement dealers of Fargo, petitioners, vs. Northern Pacific Rail- 
road company and the Great Northern Railway company. 

A petition to have an order served on the defendant companies 
to connect their lines at Fargo, and so furnish transfer facilities. 
Spurs of these roads pass within a few feet of each other, and 
the connection could easily be made. Transfers have now to be 
made at Moorhead. The petition was favorably considered by the 
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board, and taken up personally with the manft^cment of the two 
roads. Both declined to put in the connection, ^ind the absence of 
necessary legislation made the board powerless to order the connec- 
tion made. 

289. — Citizfens of the town of Clifford, petitioners, vs. Grent Northern Railway 
company. 

A petitition for a loading platform at Clifford station. Recom- 
mended by the board and the platform built by the company. 

290. — Citizens of Geneseo, petitioners, vs. Great Norttxeni Railway company. 
A petition for a loading platform at Geneseo station p Rccoai- 
mended by the board and the platform built by the company. 

291.— Citizens of Abercrombie, petitioners, vs* ChEcago, Milwaukee & St* 
Paul Railway company, 

A petition for loading platform at Abercrombie station. Re- 
commended by the board and, a substantial timber platform 
built by the company. 

292.— W. C. Saunders, of Saunders station, petitioner, vs. Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Railway company. 

A petition for a loading platform. Recommended by the board, 
and the platform built by the company. 

In addition to these complaints was a large mass of complaints 
during the past season of a lack of cars for grain shipment along the 
line of the Great Northern. It would not be profitable lo include 
them here, all being alike, and all equally unsatisfactory to have ad- 
justed, since the car blockade continued through the entire shipping 
season. There have also been many minor petitions and complaints 
adjusted informally, each of importance to the petitioner or com- 
plainant, but not of enough importance to be referred to in this re- 
port. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 



Chapter 122, Session Laws of 1890, provides that the commis- 
sioners of railroads shall submit in their report such recommendations 
for changes of the laws as, in their judgment, will best serve the 
interests of the state. 

The following recommendations are respectfully submitted : 

Railroad legislation in this state has always been a popular 
subject for jesting. This condition has arisen mainly from two 
causes. One is the rather questionable treatment measures of this 
kind have received at the hands of past legislatures, and the other is 
the lack of sufficient information as to what legislation is needed to 
correct existing evils. This latter proposition deserves more than a 
passing notice, and the commissioners wish to give the results of 
their experience and information, believing that if the legislature will 
follow their recommendations it will lead to better results. 

That phase of the question upon which there seems to be the 
greatest diversity of opinion relates to the power conferred, or that 
may be conferred, upon the railroad commissioners as an enforcing 
body. This is a fruitful theme for discussion at all times, but it has 
been given especial prominence by the work of the legislature of 
1893. During that session several bills were introduced relating to 
various railroad subjects, a few of which became laws. These pro- 
vided for their enforcement by other means than the commissioners 
of railroads. The board had no sympathy with these measures, be- 
lieving them impracticable and uncalled for. However, this office 
interposed no objection to their passing and becoming laws, believing 
that its sphere was the enforcing of such laws as were made its duty 
to enfofce, rather than lobbying for or against new legislation. The 
experience of the past two years has fully confirmed the position of 
the board. Such laws — ignoring the right of this office to enforce 
all railroad legislation — might as well not be enacted, so far as prac- 
tical results are concerned. Every such law proved abortive. 
The coal rate law was declared unconstitutional by the attorney 
general; the law purporting to compel a daily train service was a 
mere farce, granting the roads themselves, instead of the commission 
and the courts, the right to determine when they should provide 
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such daily Service ; the Y law, and every other law passed that ig- 
nored the duties of this office in the enforcement, have heen dead 
le iters. The reason for this will be apparent to all, It is an illustra- 
tion of the old adage that "what is everybody's business is nobody's 
business." When the enforcement of laws governing railroad 
matters is left to road supervisors, county commissioners, sheriffs or 
state's attorneys, it must in most cases prove a flat failure. Such 
officials will not incur the risk of an expensive lawsuit with a rail- 
road company, even if they know the law they desire enforced is a 
just one. The board, therefore, feels that the enforcement of all 
laws for the regulation of common carriers should be by the state, 
rather than by local authorities, and the state's constitution impliedly 
provided that the machinery for such enforcement should be in this 
office. 

The question that arises, then, is, can sufficient power be con- 
ferred by legislation, under our constitution, upon the board of com- 
missioners of railroads to enable, them to enforce such laws as may 
be passed, and such reasonable orders as they may choose to issue? 
We answer emphatically, yes ! The assumption by some that be- 
cause the constitution may be a possible bar to conferring full judicial 
powers upon the board therefore they cannot have power to enforce 
the laws is erroneous. Section 142 of the constitution in part reads 
as follows: 

Provided, that appeal may be had to the courts of this state from the rates 
80 fixed; but the rates fixed by the Legislative Assembly or board of railroad 
commissioners shall remain in full force pending the decision of the courts. 

Could any one ask for a more ample or explicit provision in the 
constitution for conferring power upon the board? The board has 
consulted with many of the ablest attorneys in the state, and with 
one accord they agree that the Legislative Assembly may, under 
this provision, endow the board with all necessary power to carry 
into effect the laws for the regulation of railroads. And this posi- 
tion is endorsed unanimously by the commission compiling the state 
laws, and upon that assumption they have revised all railroad laws. 

At the national convention of railroad commissioners in March, 
1890, the following resolution was passed, receiving the hearty en- 
dorsement of that eminent lawyer and jurist, Judge Cooley: 

That it is within the power of congress and the state legislatures to dele- 
gate the power of reasonable regulation of rates to boards of commissioners, 
and to make their acts and findings upon questions of fact, after fair legal op- 
portunity to be heard, as conclusive and binding upon the courts as the find- 
ings and acts of other administrative officers. 

The same method of enforcement can be and is employed in this 
state that is employed by the inter-state commerce commission in en- 
forcing the inter-state commerce law. Inter-state Commerce Com- 
missioner Knapp, in speaking upon this subject said : "No decision 
of any court has ever questioned for one moment the constitutionality 
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or propriety of the general practice involved in this act to regulate 
commerce." Yet the inter-state commerce commission does not 
claim to have judicial powers, depending upon the courts to enforce 
its orders. Even if the board had judicial, powers their decii»ions 
could be appealed from to higher courts, where the cases would ulti- 
mately be decided. It is in fact an immaterial point whether ihe 
board has judicial powers or not, so far as its efficiency is concerned. 

One thing is certain, the railroad companies have always recog- 
nized the authority of the board of this state to examine witnesses 
and pass upon the official acts of the companies and to issue orders 
that they were bound to recognize. This has been done upon sev- 
eral occasions, and the roads have always defended their case upon 
other grounds than that the hoard was exercising unconstitutional 
authority. In the face of such facts as these the commissioners deem 
it erratic to hold to other views than are here expressed. It will be 
time enough to look for other methods of administering the railroad 
laws when the courts of the state have decided that the commission- 
ers have no standing in court under our con^itution to enforce laws 
or their own orders. We have no fear of the courts entertaining 
such an opinion. 

Still there are some who believe that the commission ought to 
be abolished altogether for the reason that it cannot be make more 
efficient. This follows naturally from the misconceptions that have 
already been considered. But the question deserves further consid- 
eration. It will not be denied that in an action with a railroad com- 
pany the latter has the advantage. They keep the books^ 
and have all the technical knowledge. They command 
the ablest counsel to be had, and every witness is an 
expert. In order to successfully combat their arguments and figures 
and testimony the prosecution must possess a technical knowledge of 
all the facts directly or indirectly surrounding the case. This would 
require a comprehensive knowledge of the cost of making, equip- 
ping and maintaining a road, a detailed knowledge of the methods 
of operating a road, all the intricate conditions that enter into the 
making of proper freight and passenger tariffs, the laws not only 
of this state but of other states, as well as the decisions of courts and 
railroad commissions. Then we ask in all fairness, is it reasonable 
to suppose that county officials or members of the legislature, no 
matter how intelligent or desirous they may be to do justice to both 
the roads and the people, can acquire in the short tenure of their 
office and in addition to the other more specific duties they have to 
perform, such technical knowledge as this ? It is an sbsurdity. 
Such knowledge comes only with years of study under the most 
favorable canditions. With no officials to make railroad matters 
their especial study, and to collect information that can be utilized as 
evidence, our railroad laws could not be successfully enforced. The 
board is so firmly convinced of this that it joins heartily in the re- 
commendation that was made by the commissioners of this state in 
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their report to the governor in 1890, pages 73 and 74, which we 
quote : 

The coflifnission is firmly ol the opinion that the most satisfactory and 
best results of the board of commissioners can never be attained until there is 
a stabililj and permanency given to the board it does not now possess and can- 
not be conferred upon it under our present constitution. There is no other 
branch of the executive part of a state government that requires such an 
amount of practical experience and knowledge as that of commissioners of 
railroads. As long as the board is liable to a complete change every two 
years, the state cannot expect the best results. 

In one term of office of two years, not even an elementary knowledge 
can be attained of the principles which govern or ought to govern the regula- 
tion and management of railroads. 

To expect men taken from the mass of the people, without any previous 
special preparation to accomplish the best results in dealing with men who 
have made the subject a life study and special work is to expect almost an im- 
possibility. 

One of the most serious defects in our state constitution is that contained 
in Section 82, requiring the entire board of commissioners to be elected every 
two years. We cannot too earnestly recommend that the constitution be so 
amended that the board will always be composed of at least one experienced 
commissioner. We believe the term should be made six years, and one com- 
missioner be elected every two years. If this is thought to be too long, the 
term could be made four years; two commissioners to be elected every alter- 
nate two years, and one commissioner every other two years. As the ternv 
of office of all of the present board expires this year, they cannot be accused 
of havin? any interest in this recommendation other than that of private citi- 
zens desirous of securing to the people of the sta^e the greatest good from 
this important branch of our government, a lengthened term of office so ar- 
ranged that the board will at all times retain at least one old member of the 
board will secure a degree of permanency and experience absolutely essen- 
tial to the usefulness of the commission, and without which it cannot success- 
fully be maintained. 

After the experience of one term in this office the present board 
does not hesitate to say that unless the change is effected the state 
can never have a thoroughly efficient board, for by the time one 
board has acquired a sufficient knowledge of the duties of the office 
and the technical information of railroad matters to make them use- 
ful to the state, they are displaced by another board who have to 
cover the same period of incompetency, giving the state always an 
uninformed board, when by the change it would always have a cona- 
petent and well informed board. 

The board wishes to call the attention of the legislature to a 
serious omission in our present laws. About ninety per cent of the 
traffic in this sta«^e is inter-state traffic. The shipping of our great 
wheat and other farm products to the east, and all other traffic from 
points within the state to points without the state, and vice versa^ 
constitute inter-state commerce, and is not subject to the laws of this 
state, n'^r can it be made so. The congressional act to regulate com- 
merce covers cases of this kind. The conference called by this board 
at Fargo, asking for a reduction of freight rates on wheat from 
points in this state to terminal points in the east, was a case in ques- 
tion, and illustrates the helplessness of the board to render any as- 
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sistance. This can and should be remedied by providing for the 
board bringing matters of this kind before the inter-state commerce 
commission, on behalf of individuals who maj make complaint 
The law should make it the duty of the commission to prosecute 
cases of this kind before the inter-state commerce commission, when, 
in their judgment, the matter complained of constitutes a violation of 
the inter-state commerce act. 

The legislative assembly of 1890 enacted a general railroad law 
that in the main was practical and enforcible. But from a miscon- 
ception of the full scope of the act subsequent asseml^lies have en- 
acted several measures that were intended to strengthen the original 
act. In every case they have proven a lamentable failure in them- 
selves, and have seriously crippled the original act. The board is 
•certain that if Chapter 122, of the Laws of 1890, was again legalized 
in its entirety, subject to such changes as the compilation commission 
recommend in their report to to the legislature, and some subsequent 
acts were repealed, there would be no further complaint about the 
failure of our laws or the lack of work for the board of railroad 
commissioners. Therefore we would urge the repeal of Chapter 
.101, Laws of 1S93, as worthless, and Chapter 103, of the same ses- 
sion, there being ample provision in the origin^ act to cover the 
same subject matter. The same is true of Chapter 126, Laws of 
1890, as amended by Chapter 105, Laws of 1893, *^ being both 
worthless and useless. These laws serve only to cumber the statutes 
and cripple the commission. We would recommend a change in 
the law covering the matter of loading platforms giving the commis- 
sion full discretion as to height There are places where a platform 
as contemplated by the law would be impracticible. An elevated 
driveway would better answer the demand. 

A matter of convenience to the public would be the establish- 
ment of bulletin boards at all stations where agents are maintained, 
whereby the public would be kept informed of the movement of 
trains. Many complaints have reached this office of troublesome and 
costly delays and much inconvenience throu^^h the inability of pas- 
sengers to abtain reliable information of the probable time of arrival 
and departure of trains, particularly delayed and branch line accom- 
modation trains, the latter of which are always piore or less irregular 
in their tipie schedule. 

Chapter 126, Laws of 1891, makes it the duty of the commis- 
sioners of railroads to supervise the handling, weigiiing and storage 
of grain and seeds. Section 5 provides for the proprietors and oper- 
ators of public warehouses filing a bond with the board to the state 
of North Dakota to protect holders of outstanding storagf« tickets. 

The present board, as well as their predecessors, ha^^e exper- 
ienced considerable difficulty in getting the owners or opemtors of 
warehouses to comply promptly with the law. The negligeikce on 
the part of the warehouse operators increases considerably the wprk 
and expense of this ofllice, and we would recommend that in additiW 
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to giving a bond the warehouse be licensed, and a fee charged for 
each license issued. No warehouse shoold be permitted to operate 
until it has filed its bond and paid the fee and received its license. 
We would recommend that a fee of two dollars be paid for all houses 
with a capacity of 10,000 bushels or less, and a fee of three dollars for 
all houses of more than 10,000 bushels capacity. Thert are between 
500 and 600 warehouses operated in the state, and by licensing them 
the state would receive from $1,200 to $1,500, sufficient to defray 
the clerical and other expense connected with the supervision of the 
elevators of the state. 

Chapter 61, Laws of 1893, provided for the erection of a state 
elevator at some terminal point on the lakes. This law became in- 
operative from several causes, and it is doubtful if such a scheme 
could be carried through successfully, though there is no doubt but 
what if it could it would be the means of saving thousands of dollars 
to the farmers pi this state. On account of the failure of the pro- 
ject and knowing the importance to the farmers of 
this state of finding some solution of the grain 

shipping and marketing problem, the commission L-rs decided to make 
a thorough investigation of the whole matter. Accordingly the 
board went to West Superior to examine the system in use for inspect- 
ing and weighing grain. They found all the conditions excellent for 
receiving grain, ample yards where the cars of gruin are set out for 
inspection, large, well-protected elevators for receiving^ and £.toiing 
grain, equipped with the best of appliances for hand ling the j^rain with 
dispatch. The board cannot praise too highly the facilities and 
natural advantages this port has for receiving and exporting grain* 

The board had received several Complaints from shippers about 
short weights at terminal points, and they are satisfied that the com- 
plaints are well founded. The railroad officials refuse to be respon- 
sible, claiming that the loss if any has arisen from other causes than 
their negligence, while consignees say it is due to leakage of cars at 
sidings before reaching its destination. It is quite a serious matter, 
and the responsibility should be fixed somewhere. 

That phase of the question which overs luulows all others in its 
importance is the inspection and grading of our wheat. It touches 
every farmer in the state. The board is satisfied that a system could 
be put in operation by this state at Wisconsin and Michigan terminal 
points that would be more just to North Dakota farmers* All grain 
shipped to Superior or Duluth is inspected by the Minnesota inspec- 
tors upon Wisconsin soil. Wisconsin has no law providing for the 
inspection of grain. The present West Superior inspection is not a 
legal one, t?echically speaking. The Minnesota inspectors do not 
claim that it is. They are there by courtesy, or perhaps more prop- 
erly, by toleration on the part of the grain men of West Superior un- 
til such time as a better system is devised. 

How does the present system affect the farmers of North Da- 
kota ? The cost of inspecting and weighing grain is 50 cents per 
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car, which is collected from the shipper, or more properly the pro- 
ducer. Suppose that with an average crop 20,000,000 bushels of 
our wheat reaches the lake ports. The teceipts from inspecting and 
weighing this amount would be about $16,000, which is turned into 
the treasury of Minnesota. Farmers of North Dakota have paid 
this bill each year, but they have not had one word to say about the 
inspection, nor has this state derived any revenue from it. This, 
however is insignificant compared with the greater loss by mixing 
and grading. Wheat from several states reaches these ports and is 
graded as best it can. Of necessity the very best quality must be 
used to hold up that which is not so good. The softer wheat from 
many more southern points is inevitably mixed with the harder 
wheat of the northern points. The result, of course, is to the 
detriment of the northern wheat. Another source of degeneracy in 
grades is what is known in the vernacular of the grain trad^ as 
"skin grades," that is, grades that have come from .milling points, 
where the very best has been retained by the millers and the re- 
mainder sent on. These grades must again be held up by the better 
wheat at the lake ports. 

The board is satisfied that by these various processes of mixing 
and skimming grades the farmers of North Dakota lose from three 
to five cents a bushel on all of their best grades of wheat. 

What do we g^t in exchange for all this loss? Not even a 
name. The grain carries to the world the certificate of Minnesota 
inspection as Minnesota wheat. Would it not be better for us to 
have our choice wheat shipped directly to terminal points and there 
inspected under regulations prescribed by this state, to carry with it 
to the markets of the world North Dakota grades? If our wheat 
could reach the great markets of the east in its original purity, carry- 
ing the stamp of our own state, the trade would soon recognize its 
superior merit', and our wheat would command a premium, as does 
Manitoba wheat, which has inspection of its own, and commands a 
premium over Minnesota wheat. 

The board does not intend any refiection upon^the Minnesota in- 
spection as such. The results mentioned are the outcome of trade 
and physical conditions. We are aware that the opinion of the Min- 
nescta inspectors is opposed to that expressed here, that in their 
judgment North Dakota wheat does not suffer under Minnesota in- 
spection, and is not, in fact, in any way superior to Minnesota wheat. 
But this board stoutly maintains the unfairnsss of our farmers paying 
so much for an inspection over which they have absolutely no con- 
trol, and which could, if others chose, be used to discriminate against 
them. Even supposing Minnesota grain to be superior to North Da- 
kota's hard wheat, why should Minnesota be so anxious to suffer the 
burden of carrying our supposed inferior wheat? This board be- 
lieves that a North Dakota inspection would be an incentive to North 
Dakota farmers to improve their wheat product, and eventually, if 
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not at once, establish our No. i hard wheat at a premium of any 
Minnesota grades. 

All of this can be accomplished, and with practically no ex- 
pense to the state. The grain handlers of West Superior would be 
willing and anxious to have North Dakota inspection. It is for 
their interest to have it, that they may build up a reputation for their 
city as furnishing the best quality of grain to be had for the export 
trade, which they recognize our wheat to be. In consideration of 
this advantage to them they would be willing to make some conces- 
sions to this state, so that a part of the fee i^ inspection would be 
turned into our state treasury— enough at least to defray the expense 
necessary in Establishing a system of supervisory inspection by this 
state. North Dakota grades would be established ana maintained so 
as to fully protect the interests of North Dakota farmers. Other 
ports in Wisconsin aud Michigan, especially at Gladstone, Mich., 
where no state inspection controls, could no doubt be arranged with 
on the above plan . The board has assurances that such arrange- 
ments can be made. The board knows no obstacle in the way of 
adopting this system, other than can be met by the legislature. 

The board should be empowered to appoint inspectors at all 
terminal points that are not controlled by local or state inspections, 
and when any board of trade, or other body of grain dealers, will 
assure the board that they will co-operate with them in establishing 
North Dakota grades. The inspection would be legal, being under 
the direct control of the local board of trade, the charter of which 
gives them power to inspect grain. Our inspection would necessar- 
ily be supervisory, to see that grades were maintained under all cir- 
cumstances. 

The board believes that an arrangement like this would secure 
to the farmers of this state as good results as though the state owned 
its own terminal elevators, and at the same time accomplish the end 
sought by a previous attempt to estabfish North Dakota grades. For 
that reason this plan is recommended for consideration by the Legis- 
lative Assembly. 
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
